Handsome New Touring Car. 


W. D. Denegere recently had deliver- 
ed to him at West Manchester some- 
thing entirely new in an automobile; 
new to the extent that there is absolutely 
nothing like it on the market. “The car 
was built for touring purposes. It was 
conceived by Mr. Denegre and was 


designed and built by Quinzler & Co., 


Cambria street, Boston. 

The most — striking feature of the 
machine is the compartment, in the rear, 
the prime object of which is to provide a 
place for servants,—a maid and chauf- 
feur, or footman, possibly,—though it 
could be used for gentlemen while smok- 


ing, or other purposes. 


The car is a beauty. It is built on a 
Packard chassis, 1907 model, and _ is 
painted black, with English vermilion 
wheels and monogram. It is upholstered 
in imported black goat skin and all the 
inside fixtures are gun metal. Every 
new device used onany cars are embodied 
in this, including an enunciator, electric 
lights, a megaphone speaking tube, etc. 
The inside of the car is full of pockets, 
every available bit of space being utiliz- 
ed. 

Another innovation is the revolving 
back step which can be pushed under 
the car when not in use, so that children 
cannot hang to the back of the car when 
it is passing through busy streets. An 
extra box, with drawers, has been placed 
on the running board and there is a lug- 
gage railon top. ‘The front of the car 
can be enclosed so that the driver is 
absolutely shut off from the elements in 
case of storm. ‘The front window can 
be fastened at any point, this being a 
new feature also. 

The whole thing has been built with 
the idea of providing the very best car 
possible for touring purposes. It has 
a capacity of 45 or 50 horse-power.

VERY LOW RATE. 


Death=rate in Manchester This year Lowest 
in Five Years. Birfh=rate the Lowest in 
Eight Years. Number of Marriages 
about the same as fast year. 

One of the best drawing cards a town 
can offer is a good health certificate. 
During the year just closed Manchester 
can show a death-rate of only .011, or 
just a little more than one to every 
hundred in popuiation. If this doesn’t 
despict a good health certifiate for the 
community, what does? “The number 
of deaths for the year was 29. 

Not since 1902 has there been so few 
deaths recorded in the town; and the 
population has been steadily increasing 
in the past five years. It was a little 
over 2600 in 1895, though, of course, 
the population in the summer _ season 
is many hundreds over this. 

It is well worthy of note that of the 
29 deaths 16 were over 60 years, and 
six were children, leaving only seven 
who were taken away in the prime of 
life, so to speak. Of the 16 over 60 
years, eight were over 80 and one, 
Deacon Albert E. Low, lacked only a 
few days of being 98. 

While the death-rate is something of 
which we can justly boast the birth-rate 
is quite the opposite. Not since 1898 
has the rate been so low. ‘That year it 
was 35; this year it was 36. Last year 
the rate was 65, and the four years 
preceding it was 56, 54, 55 and 53. 
Of the 36 births this year 22 were males 
and 14 females. Last year the number 
was 33 girls and 32 boys. 

The number of marriages recorded 
this year was 25 against 26 last year, 


and 28 and 29 the two years preceding, 


which shows a normal rate in this 


instance. 

We are printing this week the record 
of Deaths, Births and Marriages, taken 
from the books of the “Town Clerk 
for the year 1906.

TWILIGHT MUSINGS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


The types are sometimes veritable 
brownies in the pranks that they cut up; 
in a recent paper Tennyson was made to 
speak of ‘‘a board approach of fame,”’ 
suggesting a plank walk or something of 
that sort. Now plank walks are very 
good fortheir purpose, but they rarely 
lead to fame; verily, there is but a step 


’ from the sublime to the ridiculous. 


The fierce light that beats upon a 
throne or a White House is often very 
serviceable; no ruler is so wise but he 
may learn salutary lessons from public 
opinion; and nothing is so fatal to a 
government or a party as popular indiffer- 
ence to its short comings and faults. 

Originality is something difficult of 
definition; but Lowell has come near 
defining it, 

*“Though old the thought and oft exprest, 
_ *Tis his at last who says it best;”’ 
lines that are worthy of Pope himself, of 
whom Lowell is an appreciative and 
masterly critic. 

This is the age of machinery; we 
have machine-made books, machine- 
politics, and  machine-made 
religion; there is little of spontaneity; 
mechanical methods are invading all 
spheres of human activity; so far as 
machinery eliminates the personal factor 
in the equation, so far is life the 
poorer, so far the vital element is 
sacrificed. 

Much as the old painters might have 
been wantingin a knowledge of tech- 
nique, there is something in their works, 
a depth and color and mastery which 
their successors strive in vain to equal; 
there may be anachronisms in plenty and 
lack of perspective, but there is some- 
thing that is altogether unapproached by 
moderns in Raffaelle, Rubens, ‘Titian, 
Claude and others. So in literature, the 
old masters are often diffuse, labored and 
inelegant, but there is about them a 
massiveness and majesty often that atone 
for all defects, a wealth of matter that 
would supply a stock in trade for a score 
of modern writers. 

Travel, especially if carried on some- 
what on the lines indicated so quaintly 


by Bacon, may be a prime means _ of 
education; but many a person who goes 
not beyond the bounds of his own village 
knows more of the world, is more a 
citizen of the world, than half the globe- 
trotters who having eyes see not. 

‘The tower of the historic Old South 
seems to have sunk forty or fifty feet in- 
to the ground, but it is only that the 
marts of trade have lifted themselves 
pretentiously above it; many good 


- jnstitutions of former times are dwarfed 


and belittled to many by structures that 
have had a mushroom growth; com- 
mercialism often over-shadows patriot- 
ism, sentiment and devotion. 

Politics and medicine have their quacks 
and charlatans as well as the pulpit; but 
professions and organizations are to be 
judged by their best and not by their 
worst members and promoters, as we 
judge of atree not by its few crabbed 
and worm-eaten windfalls but by its load 
of ruddy and luscious fruit. 

A modern successor of the Pizarros 
of history, exploiting the Congo for 
rubber, decimating the wretched popula- 
tion with hideous barbarity, is the rotten 
fruit of commercialism in politics. 

It is not for all men to be great, to 
win the plaudits of listening senates 
and draw the eyes of nations to them, but 
it is in the power of every man to act 
well his part, to serve his own generation 
by the will of God, to wear the white 
flower of a blameless life. 

It is Bethlehem, not Athens or Rome, 
that now rules the world; we count on 
years not from the Olympiads or the 
Founding of the City, but from the 
vision of the angels with their message 
of peace to men and glory in the highest.

Appeal for China. 


The following is sent by the Central 
Council of the American National Red 
Cross at Washongton: 

Reports from Shanghai lately received 
byothey Red Cross, “tell. of -the- terrible 
devastation along the Grand Canal 
caused by the heavy summer rains. In 
July much of the country was already 
under water from knee-deep and waist- 
deep and in some places the people had 
to wade through water up to their necks. 
West of the Canal what was formerly a 
fertile plain covered with good crops and 
prosperous hamlets is nowa vast lake 
extending 60 li at the narrowest point 
and stretching 100 li out toward the 
southwest. Here and there are the 
groups of cottages which rise above the 
sheet of water and can only be reached 
by boats. The people are in a state of 
absolute destitution, not only their crops, 
but also the reeds which constitute their 
fuel, being destroyed by the floods. 

In a district about two hundred miles 
in length and one hundred miles in 
width on each side of the Grand Canal, 
a total area of forty thousand square 
miles, the crops have been almost totally 
destroyed and in the country beyond 
only partial crops have been saved. It 
is certain that one-half or two-thirds of 
the population of ten or fifteen millions 
of the affected region will be on the

verge of starvation during the winter 
and tens of thousands must perish 
unless help is given. Thousands of 
houses have also been destroyed and 
men, women and children by tens of 
thousands have left their homes to beg 
elsewhere. Some throw their children 
into the water and then commit suicide, 
others are selling their children for 
almost nothing. Farmers are forced to 
sell their work animals to buy food 
and have no wheat to plant next year’s 
crop. Hundreds are already dying from 
famine and fever in their desolate and 
foodless homes.

crops next June andthe condition of 


these millions in the flooded country will 
be indescribably awful during the winter. 
‘The need is so urgent that the response 
for aid should be generous and prompt 
to mitigate the sufferings of these strav- 
ing multitudes.

The fiscal year, in Manchester, is 
rapidly drawing to a close. Three 
more weeks before the first of Febru- 
ary; then a few more weeks, and 
Town Meeting. 


Such excellent weather as that of 
last week and the first of this week, 
with the thermometer far above the 
freezing point most of the time, makes 
all of us feel good. The carpenter, 
the painter, the bricklayer, and the 
moth destroyer, can all work out of 
doors at will. We all like it,—all but 
the iceman and the blacksmith. Even 
the doctor is satisfied. It makes his 
business brisk. 


We do not know what steps would 
have to be taken or just what red tape 
would have to be resorted to in order 
to get a mail box at the railroad sta- 
tion in Manchester ; but we du know 
that scores of people would be greatly 
benefited by such a step. Many of 
our summer people, especially, drive 
to the station, and find it inconvenient 
in not being able to drop their letters 
in a box or leave them somewhere for 
collection. Why not make some move 
to have a mail box placed at the sta- 
tion some time in the near future? 


Summer residents, now at their city 
homes all over the country, but who

are always interested in happenings 
on the North Shore, especially as per- 
taining to roads, will be interested in 
reading in the BREEZE this week what 
Beverly’s new mayor, S. Harvey Dow, 
said in part in his inaugural Monday 
under the head of public streets : 


“Good streets are essential to an at- 
tractive and well-governed city, and 
especially to our city which is resorted 
to by those desirable citizens who have 
the leisure and inclination to ride or 
drive for pleasure. With the advent 
of the automobile, better and more ex- 
pensive construction is demanded and 
is willingly paid for by those who ap- 
preciate them most. 

“We have most attractive drives, 
and our streets in the main are in ex- 
cellent condition and will compare 
favorably with any other city under 
similar conditions, due in no small 
measure to the public spirit and gen- 
erosity of our shore residents in making 
possible the construction of the state 
highway from Chapman’s Corner to 
the Manchester line. In addition to 
the sums so contributed, large amounts 
have been expended by the city itself, 
in relaying the water pipes, incident to 
the construction of such state highway, 
and in rebuilding many miles of streets 
in different portions of the city. 

“The efforts of our summer resi- 
dents in contributing towards the im- 
provement of our streets is to be com- 
mended, as it shows a disposition on 
their part to bear even more than their 
share of the public burdens when they 
can be shown the actual results. 

“T believe that in all municipal 
questions the opinions and wishes of 
our summer residents should be given 
serious consideration, for they are an 
important and desirable factor in our 
prosperity, and I hope that we may be 
able to interest them in our city affairs 
to such an extent that more will be- 
come citizens, and by paying their per- 
sonal tax here reduce our tax rate and 
make our city still more attractive.” 


The gross bonded debt of the city 
on Jan. 1, amounts to $1,852,500, 
which, minus the sinking fund of 
$662,993.15, leaves a net bonded debt 
of $1,189,506.85.

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Autos Injure the Best Roads 


The State Board of Highway Com- 
missioners which has in hand the 
supervision of automobiles in the 
state, has left it to the governor to 
recommend that chauffeurs shall pass 
a practical examination or test before 
obtaining a license to operate a ma- 
chine in this state. The report of this 
board is now in the hands of the state 
printer, but is not expected to appear 
in print for some little time to come. 
It bears no reference to this phase of 
the matter. It does, however, devote 
considerable space to the subject of 
the wear of state highways occasioned 
by the rapid traveling automobile, es- 
pecially on curves and at corners. It 
explains how the upper surface of the 
read is worn away, and that often 
times the smaller stone which forms 
the next layer of the up-to-date 
macadam highway is often sucked out 
of its bed by the rubber tire of the 
heavy touring car, and allowed to re- 
main on the surface where subsequent 
teams grind it down and further in- 
jure a well built highway. 

The commissioners say they have 
looked into the matter very carefully, 
and have been helped a great deal in 
their investigation by the summer resi- 
dent touring colony of the Berkshires 
of the North Shore, and the promi- 
nent automobilists of the metropolitan 
district. Many of these people have 
told about the different systems of 
building highways in foreign countries 
over which they have run their ma- 
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chines, and explain how some of these 
Continental roads have tar as one of 
the ingredients of their construction, 

It is apparent, the board says, that 
there must be a change in method of 
the construction of state highways, 
as it must be realized by all that the 
automobile is no temporary creature. 

Regarding the subject of the speed 
of automobiles, the board voices the 
opinion that the present law is ample 
if it is wisely enforced. The trouble 
is, however, they say, that there is no 
uniformity in this matter of enforce- 
ment. Some cities and towns make 
no attempt, but it is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that certain persons 
often drive recklessly. Other commu- 
nities make an honest attempt to have 
the law enforced, and are generally 
more or less successful. 

The annihilator of distance is very 
rarely apprehended. He keeps in the 
highways that he knows and has posi- 
tive information of where the “traps ” 
are located. Accordingly, therefore, 
the board make no recommendation 
for any change in the law regarding 
the rate of speed at which automobiles 
shall be operated over the highways of 
the state.

Manchester and Beverly Farms _busi- 
ness men have joined with the Beverly 
merchants in an effort to get rid of pro- 
gram, pamphlet, and other forms of 
advertising, and henceforth the members 
of the association whose advertisement 
appears in anything except a newpaper 
or a directory, the only two permissible 
sources of advertising, will be subject 
to a fine. 

The Beverly Business Men’s Associ- 
ation was organized a few months ago 
with the betterment of trade conditions 
in that city as one of the objects, but 
with this advertising proposition as the 
main object of contention. As the 
association grew it became obvious that 

their success depended to a great extent 
onthe position of the merchants and 
business men at Manchester and Beverly 
Farms. 

Consequently the objects of the 
association were laid before the business 
men in these places and practically all 
seen thus far have joined. The objects 
of the association, taken from the by- 

laws, follow: 

“The objects of this association shall 
be to more closely unite the members of 
the same; to cooperate for the common 
benefit of all; to abate trade nuisances 
and abuses; to disseminate useful infor- 
mation; to assist our members in collect- 
ing delinquent accounts; to protect them 
against fraudulent customers; to furnish 
our members a delinquent list.’’ But to 
get rid of objectionable advertising is the 
first great object. A fine is to be 
charged for any violation of this agree- 
ment, wherein the members agree not to 
advertise except in a newspaper or direc- 
tory.

Beverly, and over 150 business men 
were present, including most of the

King’s Cross railway station, in Lon- 
don, was thrown upon the screen, and 
in this connection the speaker called 
attention to the little over head _pas- 
sage-ways, by which passengers pass 
over the tracks. The cars are lower 
than ours, and the seats are opposite 
to each other instead of arranged 

across the cars as here. 

The Tower of London was shown, 
and this was designated as the first 
place of settlement in London by the 
early Britons. Even now can be seen 
the remains of the old Roman _ build- 
ings. Views showing the entrance to 
the tower, and interior views showing 
the early Norman architecture of the 
10th, 11thand 12th centuries, square 
capitols and no ornamentation, and 
one of the prison cells in the tower 
were also cast on the screen. The 
“gruesome shaped object’? shown in 
one of the views was explained as the 
‘thead-chopping block” used in the 
early days. The cabinet in which is 
kept the regalia of England, the 
crowns, sceptres, beautiful jewels, etc., 
was also shown. 

London bridge, with its passage for 
foot passengers 145 feet high, King 
William’s street, and the monument 
erected in honor of the stopping of the 
great fire in 1666, the famous Ex- 
change, where Jmore money changes 


hands in a day than in any other part 
of the world, the Lord Mayor’s head- 
quarters, which is the civil and politi- 
cal’ center of London, were ‘next 
shown. The state carriage in which 
the Lord Mayor appears on all state 
functions was an interesting picture 
also. 

Some interesting slides were shown 
of St. Paul’s, both exterior and inter- 
ior views, and of the Temple bar, the 
western gate of the old city, were cast 
on the screen. The speaker spoke 
rather disparagingly of the auto 
busses which are supplanting the famil- 
iar old style ’busses in the busy streets 
of London; they make too much noise, 
and leave an unpleasant odor behind 
them. 

Among other beautiful views shown 
were: Trafalgar Square, an old mul- 
berry tree supposed to have been 
planted by Henry VIII, Regent street, 
Pall Mall, the Queen’s Guard, the 
House of Parliament, Westminster 
Abbey, and some very pretty interior 
views of the same, Her Majesty’s bed- 
room in the palace (Buckingham), the 
Oxford and Cambridge  eight-oar 
shells on the Thames, Hampton Court, 
the Abysinian lion in the zoological 
garden, Windsor Castle, King 
George’s chapel in the castle, and the 
last two views were of King Edward 
VII and Queen Alexander.

District Court in Beverly? 


A move is on foot in Beverly, and 
steps have been taken with the object 
of getting a district court in Beverly, 
the district to include the towns of 
Manchester, Hamilton and Wenham. 
A communication has been received 
by the Manchester Board of Select- 
men asking them to take some action 
on the matter. 

It is doubtful whether Manchester 
would be benefited by a change in this 
direction, and the town will probably 
put itself on record as opposed to it, 
when the hearing is given in Boston.

The 
total number of polls in this ward is 
489; the assessment for street water- 
ing was 75 cents, while the next low- 
est ward was $147.92; the assessment 
for extermination of moths was $119.- 
54, the lowest of any ward in the city.

Honered Manchester Man passes away at the 
age of 85. Had Adventurous Western

street Tuesday evening, after a lingering 
illness, at the age of 85 years, 2 months, 
23 days. His death removes one of the

most conspicuous characters in the his- 
tory of the town, and a man who has 
helped to make history, one who can 
justly be classed with the great pioneers 
of the great west. 

For the past decade Mr. ‘Tappan has 
been in failing health, but it has been 
within less than that time that he has re- 
tired from active work in his profession 
as civil engineer. Within the past three 
years he has failed quite rapidly and for 
the past month he has been in the care 
of an attendant. “The end came a few 
minutes before seven Tuesday night. 


William Henry Tappan was born in 
Manchester, Oct. 30, 1821, a son of 
good old New England stock. He has 
been a worthy representative of an old 
and_ substantial Essex County family, 
whose founder was Abraham ‘Toppon,

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HOURS WITH SOME LESS 
KNOWN WRITERS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Of the private life of Ben Jonson(for 
thus he signed his name)we know but 
little. He was almost a contemporary 
of Shakespeare and Bacon, having been 
born in 1574, and dying in 1637. His 
father was a clergyman, and he was ed- 
ucated at Westminster and Cambridge; 
but a failure of his resources interrupted 
his studies and he turned for a living to 
the theatre. His dramatic talent made 
way for him, and he finally rose to dis- 
tinction as a playwright. 

The decay of the Drama may be said 
to have begun in Shakespeare’s lifetime, 
if it can be called decay, for it began 
with ‘‘rare Ben Jonson.’”? His genius 
was destitute of passion and sentiment; 
but he had the art of drawing to the life 
the men and women of his own age, 
especially as in his ‘“Every Man in_ his 
own Humor,’’ as they were mastered by 
a special bias of mind or Humor. 

The manners, now called Humors, 
feed the stage,’’ says Jonson himself. 
He was full of obscure learning, and a 
master of satire, which often got him in- 
totrouble. His ‘‘Catiline’’ is one of 
the best known of his works, and shows 
his power in tragedy. Scattered through 
his dramas are many brief lyrical pieces 
of peculiar neatness and beauty, as_ his 
“Hymn to Cynthia,”’ 


‘‘Oueen and huntress, chaste and fair.’” 


Eight years before his death he was 
made Poet Laureate; in his later years 
he wrote the “‘Sad Shepherd,’’? a poem 
which shows that the “‘robust, surly, 
observing dramatist,’’ like Shakespeare 
grew more mellow and kindly as he 
neared his end. Jonson is not so well 
known as he deserves to be; he was a 
great man, the power and copiousness of 
the Elizabethan age belonged to him. 

It is Ben Jonson’s misfortune that he 
is surpassed by Shakespeare who was so 
nearly his contemporary. The lesser light 
pales and is diminished by the side of the 
oreater. Perhaps as just a comparison 
as can be made between the two great 
writers is that quaint Thomas Fuller in

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We call the attention of our readers 
to the advertised ‘time-table of the 
B. & M., appearing in this issue for 
the first time this year. The arrange- 
ment is, perhaps, a little more com- 
plicated than in the old form, inas- 
much as the Sunday and week-day 
trains are not separated, but each 
being designated by reference marks. 


Senator Shaw is preparing a bill 
legalizing the digging of clams on 
Sunday. The bill seeks to give the 
local police authorities the power to 
issue licenses or permits to dig clams 
on Sunday for food purposes. The 
step is taken as the result of the ac- 
tion taken by Newburyport authorities 
forbidding clammers to pursue their 
vocation on the Sabbath. 


Rep. Vittum of Beverly is to intro- 
duce a bill before the legislature for 
the creation of a municipal party. 
For years nominations for city elec- 
tions in Beverly have been made on 
nomination papers, with the result 
that the best men will not run for 
positions. With a caucus it is to be 
expected and hoped that a better class 
of candidates can be secured. 


The county tax the present year 
will be much larger than usual owing 
to the fact that some $40,000 will 
have to be raised for county needs 
this year over last year. According 
to the annual estimate, just made up,

$424,200 is needed in order to prop- 
erly run the county. $385,000 of this 
will have to be raised by taxation. 
The increase is not due to any acts of 
the commissioners, however, but to 
increased costs of court, and to in- 
terest charges for things that the leg- 
islature has directed them to do. 


The miserable scamp who pulled in 
the false alarm that called the Man- 
chester firemen to the farthest part of 
Smith’s Point late Sunday night 
ought to be punished to the full ex- 
tent of the law, if apprehended. The 
law on this point is: 


“Whoever, without reasonable 
cause, by outcry or the ringing of 
bells, or otherwise, makes or circu- 
lates or causes to be made or cir- 
culated a false alarm of fire shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than 
one hundred dollars or by imprison- 
ment for not more than six months.”’ 
(Revised Laws of Mass, Chap. 212, 
sec. 12.) 


It looks as though Manchester were 
to get the go by again this year as far 
as getting an appropriation from Con- 
gress for harbor improvements is con- 
cerned. The harbor bill was reported 
to the House, in Washington, Thurs- 
day, and though it carries appropria- 
tions amounting to $80,000,000, of 
which Massachusetts gets $5,225,232, 
Manchester is given no place. Bev- 
erly will get $39,000 for the widening, 
straightening and deepening of the 
present channel. Is the committee 
appointed at Town Meeting last year 
doing anything in the matter? Why 
can’t Senator Shaw help matters 
along by getting something for Man- 


chester from the State? Has the 
committee seen him ?

HON. WM. H. TAPPAN 


Continued from 1st page, 1st column) 


an Englishman, who settled at New- 
bury, in 1637. He was a son of 
Colonel Eben and Sarah (Hooper) 
Tappan. His grandfather, Ebenezer 
Tappan, an oldtime merchant of Man- 
chester, was a soldier in the Revolu- 
tion. His great-grandfather, the Rev. 
Benjamin Tappan, was the second set- 
tled minister at Manchester, where he 
had charge of the parish over 40 
years, till his death, occuring in 1790. 

He was educated in the public 
schools of the town and attended the 
academy. He afterward spent some 
years in Boston, becoming a draughts- 
Insane pon the arrival of Prof. 
Louis Agassiz in this country, Mr. 
Tappan was employed by him for sev- 
eral years in making drawings to illus- 
trate his books and lectures. He ac- 
companied the distinguished naturalist 
on his tour in the South. 

Thirty years of his life he spent in 
the West. His adventurous experi- 
ences withthe savages and hairbreadth 
escapes were many. It was in the 
days before the steam engine had 
plowed its way west of the Mississippi, 
and when the savage Indian tribes 
held full sway in that section. 

He first went into the far west in 
1848 and a year later he became a 
guest of the rifle regiment at the solic- 
itation of Secretary of War Crawford 
of Ohio, to enter upon peace negotia- 
tions with the wild tribes in Indiana, 
Oregon, Washington Territory and 
Idaho. The same year he was ap- 
pointed Indian agent in these states 
and territory. His efforts in attempt- 
ing to make treaties and of extinguish- 
ing the Indians’ title of land were un- 
availing, for the next year the great 
Indian war broke out and he was com- 
pelled to flee the country, traveling 
1000 miles in the middle of winter 
through the deep snows: and _ the 
mountains to Puget Sound. 

He was a resident of Washington 
Territory for four years, during the 
latter part of which he was elected to 
the first legislature for four years, but 
he resigned before the expiration of 
the term to accompany Gov. Stevens 
of Washington to the Yellowstone to 
make a treaty with the Blackfeet In- 
dians, the most hostile of all the tribes 
on the continent. 

Mr. Tappan had been called to the 
Yakamas previous to this in an en- 
deavor to pacify them, and he was in 
council with their chiefs three days. 
He did not succeed in his mission, 
however, and was forced to return 
He was said to be the last white man 
to get out of the$country alive. 

During his life on the Pacific coast, 
he and a partner named Knighton 
were agents for the Pacific Mail 
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Steamship company, continuing thus 
for about six years when the docks of 
the company were burned and the 
terminal was transferred to Portland, 
Ore. He also had some experience 
in cattle raising during his lite in the 


_ West, operating a large cattle ranch 


on the Columbia river for some years. 
He finally disposed of the cattle, how- 
ever, in Vancouver, and crossed the 
Rockies again to Colorado, starting a 
sheep ranch in Colorado Springs. 
Shortly after this in 1856, he started 
in the hardware business in Denver 
and Central City, in which he pros- 
pered till the great fire in 1874, which 
completely destroyed the latter city. 

Lieut. Fremont’s exploration trip 
to Oregon was something which Mr. 
Tappan was very much interested in 
at the time, and he expected to go on 
the trip, but on learning the route 
proposed, which did not meet his ap- 
proval, he abandoned the attempt. 
He was afterwards very thankful for 
this, as nearly the entire party lost 
their lives in the mountains. 

He was in the far West at the time 
of the big gold fever, 1849, and though 
he cannot be called one of the ‘‘forty- 
niners” he was interested in mining, 
and during his stay in Colorado and 
California he was interested in 100 or 
more mines. 

“Few men there were who traveled 
that section more than he. He 
crossed and recrossed the mountains 
four times, and also made the round 
trip once by way of Panama. 

After the destruction of Central 
City Mr. Tappan returned to his 
native home in Manchester, which 
had, during his absence, grown into 


quite a summer resort. Here he has 
since resided, giving his time to sur- 
veying and dealing to some extent in 
real estate. In 1881 he represented 
the town in the State Legislature, 
and in 1885 and 1886 he was State 
Senator from this district,—in -fact 
the last State Senator to represent 
this town until the past fall election. 
He has always been a staunch Repub- 
lican in politics, and was at one time 
a member of the Central State com- 
mittee. 

For 25 years, until feeble health 
forced him to resign, Mr. Tappan was 
secretary and treasurer of the Elder 
Brethren, of which he was one of the 
organizers. He was also president of 
the Manchester Historical society, of 
whicd he was one of the founders. 

Mr. Tappan was twice married, his 
first wife being Margaret Anderson, 
daughter of a British officer of the 
East India company. In 1881 he 
married Miss Augusta Wheaton of 
this town, who survives him. He is 
also survived by one sister, the only 
one remaining of a family of ten,— 
Mrs. General Tannatt of Spokaine, 
Wash. ; a nephew, Lewis N. Tappan 
of Providence, R.I.; and a niece, Miss 
Alice Eveleth of Boston. 


Funeral services will be held this 
afternoon. The pallbearers will be 
John He Cheever, Alfred S. Jewett, 
John Desmond ane Thomas B. Stone.

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Eenchester Firemen Called Out Last 
Sanday Night by False Alarm 


Night-Officer Lee Discovered Blaze in Center of Town on Same Night 


The Manchester fire department 
was Called out at about 11 30 last Sun- 
day night by what proved to be a false 
alarm, rung in from box 64, at “‘ Lob- 
Seer Cove, on the further side of 
- Smith’s Point. 

Though called out on a fruitless 
errand, however, the alarm was re- 
sponsible for the fact that they were 
not called out several hours later, 
probably, to fight a dangerous fire in 
the centre of the town. 

Officer Lee, who covers the westerly 
part of the town, had been called to 
the centre by the alarm, and was de- 
EaleaestOe remain there by Chief 
Peabody for the rest of the night, 
Officer Andrews being detailed on 
special work. About 2.30, as he was 
returning from the railroad crossing 
he thought he smelled smoke as he 
walked down Union street. He did 
not have to investigate far, for when 
he neared the Trask house, occupied 
by Mr. and Mrs. F. C. Rand, he could 
see a light in the room. down stairs 
used by Mr. Rand as a den. 

He made little time in arousing the 
household. Ernest Sargent, who 
sleeps in the room on the second 
story, was the first toanswer, and was 
responsible in a large degree for the 
quickness in which the blaze was ex- 
tinguished. A hose was hitched toa 
faucet in the house and-turned on the 
fire. In the meanwhile Mr. Rand had 


hitched a hose to another faucet, and 
Officer Lee had gone to the engine 
house and procured a fire extinguisher 
and had aroused Chas. Chadwick, the 
driver of the fire horses. 

The fire was put out with very little 
damage. It had started from the fire- 
place and had eaten its way in the 
partition mostly. Fifteen minutes 
Jater the whole house would have 
been ablaze. As it was, everything in 
thé room was scorched. The damage 
did not amount to over $175 at the 
most, about $50 of which was to the 
furniture. 

Too much credit cannot be given to 
Officer Lee. His work strongly em- 
phasizes the necessity of having night 
officers on at all times, in winter as 
well as summer. 

But to return to the false alarm! 
Driver Chadwick made double quick 
time in reaching the box on Masco- 
nomo street, his time in getting there, 


.after the alarm first sounded, being a 


little over six minutes. When the ap- 
paratus arrived there was no one 
about. An investigation did not re- 
veal a glimmer of light, even, except 
the rays of the moon in the western 
sky. 

Investigation since then by Chief of 
Police Peabody has also failed to 
throw any light as to who rung in the 
alarm.

hiss -<"Worthies* sot= Ens land =. 
‘‘ Many were the wit-combats between 
Shakespeare and jonson, which two 
I beheld like a Spanish great galleon 
and an English man-of-war. Master 
Jonson, like the former, was built far 
higher in learning; solid, but slow in 
his performances. Shakespeare, with 
the English man-of-war, lesser in bulk, 
but lighter in sailing, could turn with 
all tides, tack about, and take advan- 
tage of all winds, by the quickness of 
his wit and invention.”’ 

Asa specimen of Jonson’s serious 
verse and graceful analogy, a single 
stanza will suffice : 

It is not growing like a tree 
In bulk; doth make men better be; 
Or standing long an oak, three hundred year. 
To fall a log at last, dry, bald, and sere; 
A lily of a day 
Is fairer far in May. 
Although it fall and die that night— 
It was the plant and flower of Light. 
In small proportions we just beauties see; 
And in short measures life may perfect be. 


The principal prose composition of 


this gifted man is a small treatise, en- 
titled “ Discoveries or Observations 
on Poetry and Eloquence.” It is 
proof of his judgment and classical 
learning, and in style is a model of 
chaste and perspicuous English. The 
following ‘Directions for Writing 
Well,”” may well be impressed upon 
the mind of every student : 

‘For a man to write well, there are 
required three necessaries : — to read 
the best authors; observe the best 
speakers ; and much exercise of his 
own style. In style, to consider what 
ought to be written, and in what man- 
ner, he must think and excogitate his 
matter; then choose his words, and 
examine the weight of either. Then 
take care in placing and ranking both 
matter and words, that the composi- 
tion be comely, and to do this with 
diligence and often. No matter how 
slow the style may be at first, so it be 
labored and accurate; seek the best, 
and be not glad of the forward con- 
ceits, or first words that offer them- 
selves to us, but judge of what we in- 
vent, and order what we approve. 


Repeat often what we have formerly 
written ; which, besides that it helps 
the consequence, and makes the junc- 
ture better, quickens the heat of im- 
agination, that often cools in the time 
of sitting down. . . Yet, if we 
have a fair gale of wind, I forbid not 
the steering out of our sail, so the 
favor of the gale deceive us not. 

So that the sum of all is, 
ready writing makes not good writing ; 
but good writing brings on ready 
writing.” 

Our young collegians might well 
ponder Jonson’s words in praise of 
Bacon, if they expect to become pub- 
lic speakers. Just now the markets 
do not overflow with this type of 
orator 

‘““There happened in my time one 
noble speaker, who was full of gravity 
in his speaking. His language (where 
he could spare or pass by a jest) was 
nobly censorious. No man ever spoke 
more neatly, more pressly, more 
weightily, or suffered less emptiness, 
less idleness in what he uttered: 

: His hearers could not cough, 
or look aside from him, without loss. 
He commanded where he spoke ; and 
had his judges angry and pleased at 
his devotion. No man had their affec- 
tions more in his power. The fear of 
every man that heard him was that he 
should make an end.” 

Jonson’s intellectual style and wide 
scholarship, his power of observation, 
his condensed and epigrammatic prose, 
his mastery of verse in which he is 
allied with the poetry of the Romantic 
school which preceded him, and with 
the Pensive school, which followed 
him, are sufficient to make good for 
him the claim that while not rivalling 
the great masters of the language, he 
is worthy of their high fellowship, 
both in thought and expression.

Started Double Track from Magnolia 
to Rockport. 


Work was started this week on the 
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REINFORCED CONCRETE 


extention of the double track from Mag- 
nolia to Rockport. The single track 
arrangement between these points has 
been the cause of considerable trouble in 
running trains on time especially in the 
summer months when traffic is at its 
height.

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REV. J. M. MARSTERS 


Well Known Retired Clergyman, a Native 
of Manchester, Passed Away in 
Cambridge This Week 

The Rev. John Marshall Marsters, 
a native of Manchester, and always a 
familiar figure at the Elder Brethren 
gatherings here, passed away early 
last Sunday morning at his home in 
Cambridge. He had been confined 
to his home for the past five weeks. 
His age was 79 years, 11 months, 19 
days. 

Coming so soon after the death of 
one of its originators, the late Hon. 
Wm. H. Tappan, his demise will be 
felt particularly by the members of 
the Elder Brethren. He always tried 
to attend these gatherings and when 
present he always enlivened the occa- 
sion by his humorous remarks and 
pleasant reminiscences. 

The Rev. Mr. Marsters was the 
son of Capt. Andrewand Lucy (Wood- 
bury) Marsters, and was born in Man- 
chester, Feb. 8, 1827. He, a_ brother 
and sister became students in Hamp- 
ton Falls Academy, and he was also 
for a short time in New Hampton 
Academy. 

He graduated at Harvard as vale- 
dictorian of the class of 1847, the salu- 
tatorian of the same class being the 
Rev. Charles Lowe, whose sister, 
Maria, Mr. Marsters later married. 
He attended the Harvard law school 
and entered the office of Rufus Choate 
of Boston. ; 

He was chosen secretary of the 
state committee of the Whig party, 
and one of his memories was a tour of 
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stump speaking he made with Daniel 
Webster. 

After his graduation from the law 
school he entered the Harvard divin- 
ity school, at the same period acting 
as a tutor in elocution and an assis- 
tant professor of both elocution and 
history at Harvard. His first pastor- 
ate was over the Unitarian church at 
Woburn, and later he became pastor 
of the Unitarian church at North 
Cambridge, which he served for 10 
years. 

In 1868 failing heaith compelled him 
to relinquish the pastorate, against 
the protests of his people, and since 
that time he has preached very little, 
although retaining a most active inter- 
est in his denomination. 

As one of the older graduates of 
Harvard, Mr. Marsters’ face had _be- 
come familiar at all recent commence- 
ments. For many years his summer 
home had been at Marblehead Neck, 
where he was well known. 

Mr. Marsters was a prodigous read- 
er, especially along philosophical lines, 
and had a most intense interest in 
current events, which he always con- 
sidered from the standpoint of philo- 
sophical history. 

Heis survived by a widow and one 
daughter, Miss Georgie Marsters of 
Cambridge.

The political pot is beginning to 
boil, though from present indications 
it does not appear that it will boil over 
at present. Several names have been 
mentioned as possible candidates for 
selectmen, but nothing definite is yet 
announced. The chances are that the 
old board, who have done good work 
for the town the past year, will be re- 
turned. 


Historical Monument to Be 
Erected at Provincetown 


Every man, woman and child will 
probably have an opportunity of join- 
ing with thousands of others through- 
out the state, in the erection of a 
magnificent monument in Province- 
town, on Cape Cod, to commemorate 
the first landing of the Pilgrims and 
the signing of the compact in the 
cabin of the Mayflower in November, 
1620. 

The movement was started by the 
Cape Cod Pilgrim Memorial associa- 


tion. Sergt. Edwin F. Snow has the 
project in immediate charge and he 
has written the Board of Selectmen of 
Manchester asking for help from 
Manchester. The town, as far as can 
be learned, has no legal right to ap- 
propriate money for a purpose of this 
kind, and the communication has been 
handed to A. S. Jewett of the Histo- 
rical_ society. The communication 
says in part : 

“Knowing that the citizens of Man- 
chester take great interest in things 
historical, I would state that the Cape 
Cod Pilgrim Memorial association is 
now building a monument at Province- 
town, Cape Cod, Mass., to commem- 
orate the first landing of the Pilgrims 
at that place, and the signing of the 
compact in the cabin of the Mayflower 
in Provincetown Harbor, in Nov. 1620, 

“The monument will be 250 feet 
high, on an elevation of 90 feet, which 
is 30 feet higher than Bunker Hill 
monument. My suggestion to the as- 
sociation was to place in the monu- 
ment a memorial stone marking the 
date of settlement and the name of 
the towns and cities in the Plymouth 
and Mass. Bay colonies. Each stone 
to be furnished free of cost to the as- 
sociation and delivered at the monu- 
ment grounds before Mch. 21, 1907.” 

The letter went on to state .that 
Mr. Snow’s suggestion was adopted 
and he was appointed to carry out the 
scheme. The stones will be 30 inches 
long, 20 inches wide and 15 inches 
thick. These will be furnished, with 
names of town cut in them, etc., at 
$45 each. Forty-eight of the 66 
stones have been contributed. 

We think this a worthy. project. 
Manchester has much to be proud of 
in a historical way and there is no 
doubt but that a much larger sum 
than that needed could be raised to 
give the town a place among others in 
this memorial shaft. 


WHISPERINGS

At the annual meeting of the Auto- 
mobile Owners’ Association on Friday 
of last week, in Boston, the following 
well known North Shore members were 
elected as directors: Oliver Ames, W. 
B. Thomas, R. S. Bradley, Sam’] Carr, 
Harry E. Russell, Wm. A. Tucker, C. 
D. Sias and Wm. H. Sohier. 

Besides representing in court automo- 
bilists who have been arrested for purely 
technical violations of the speed laws, 
the association has beén making a strong 
effort to induce its members to operate 
their machines in a manner consistent 
with the laws of the commonwealth, to 
respect the rights of other users of the 
highways and to put to an end, if pos- 
sible, the reckless operation of automo- 
biles. ; 

To carry out the latter purpose, the 
association has petitioned the General 
Court for two bills, which it is hoped, 
if enacted, will have a benefical effect 
upon irresponsible operators of machines. 
One of these bills provides for the inflic- 


tion of a penalty not exceeding $100: 


upon any person who, in the event of an 
accident or an injury to property on the 
public highways due to the operation 
thereon of motor vehicles, refuses to 
stop, and‘upon request to give his name 
and address, and to render such reason- 
able assistance as the exigencies of the 
case may demand.

expert in concrete construction, preparing designs and superintending the construction of any type 


The Portland cement industry in this 
country has a most marvelous record of 
rapid growth. In 1880, 42,000 barrels 
were produced, and in 1905, 35,000,000 
barrels, or over 800 times as much; 
whereas the pig iron production in 1905 
was only about six times that of 1880. 

Concrete has supplanted iron, and has 
also helped the lumber situation by its 
use in many forms of construction where 
lumber would have been otherwise essen- 
tial.

Concrete consists of cement, sand and 
broken stone combined in the proper 
proportions with water to obtain the right 
consistency, and is a hard, permanent 
substance, similar in resisting quality to 
cranite. 

Concrete ‘strengthened with steel rods 
is termed ‘‘reinforced concrete,’’ and is 
the ideal building material. A building 
of reinforced concrete is as though carv- 
ed from solid rock.

brick and stone are gradually giving way 
to concrete construction, and it is only a 
matter of ten years or so when 90 per 
cent of all buildings will be constructed of 
concrete. 

This form of construction has for many 
years proved to be the quickest, and is 
from 20 percent to 30 per cent cheaper 
than the steel frame construction which 
has in the past been employed for office 
buildings. At the present price of lum- 
ber, a concrete building costs only 10 per 
cent to 15 per cent more than wood, 
and with the increase in the price of lum- 
ber, and the fact that the sand and stone 
required, or a portion of it, for the con- 
crete, it to be found on or near the site 
of the building, there are many instances 
where concrete buildings have been built 
for the same cost, and in some cases for 
less than if wood had been used. 

A concrete structure grows constantly 
stronger, and intwo years gains 50 per 
cent in strength. It never deteriorates; 
it resists vibration; it is freproof, and re- 
ceives the best rates from insurance com- 
panies,—a saving of 30 to 50 per cent 
and in some cases no insurance whatever 
is carried on the building, as there is 
nothing to burn. As an example of this 
the United Shoe Machinery company 
carry no insurance on the buildings of 
their immence concrete plant in Beverly, 


oe YOESIGSE QBY 


where formerly their factories were of 
wood and brick and the insurance item 
was enormous. 

A concrete building does not necessit- 
ate_the expense of a periodical coat of 
paint; it is cool in summer and warm in 
winter; it is artistic, and lends _ itself 
readily to attractive architectural forms. 
Concrete is now used for the construct- 
ion of bridges, docks, wharfs, high office 
buildings, hotels, dwellings, factories and 
athousand other things. ‘The construct- 
ion of concrete dwelling houses is de- 
veloping rapidly, especially in the West 
and South, and has now reached New 
England, and there are several examples 
of these houses in and about Boston. 
These dwellings are built in two dif- 
ferent ways, either as a monolithic struc- 
ture, or of hollow concrete blocks. 
When constructed as a monolith, wooden 
forms or moulds conforming to the shape 
and dimensions are set up and rigidly

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braced, and the concrete is then 
mixed and placed in the moulds and 
allowed to harden or set, which usually 
takes from seven to ten days, depend- 
ing upon the consistency of the con- 
crete and the manner and under the 
conditions in which it was placed. 
Sometimes concrete mixed quite'dry 
is used, and when placed in the forms 
is thoroughly tamped and compacted. 
In this manner the hardening occurs 
more rapidly, and the.forms can. be 
removed within two or three days. ‘It 
has been determined, however, that 
the greatest strength is obtained by 
using a wet concrete, that is, a con- 
crete which will slowly form. In this 
way very little tamping is required, 
and a denser concrete is obtained, and 
upon removing the forms there are no 
voids or rough places showing, which 
is usually the case when dry concrete 
is used unless great care is taken in 
placing same. 
In Constructing a House 

of hollow concrete blocks, the blocks 
are made up in any desired sizes, 


usually 24 inches by 8 inches, 
byes inches, and are made hol- 
low with approximately one-third 


their volume being air space. A 
machine is used for making these 
blocks, and it is advisable to make 
them from four to six weeks prior to 
the time they are to be used, so that 
they will season, that is, harden, and 
take a permanent set. A great many 
time the sand and gravel required for 
the blocks can be taken directly from 
the excavation for the foundation of 
the house, and in this way a great 
‘saving is effected. 
Sidewalks 

In regard to sidewalks, at this time 
there are no natural stone walks laid, 
but always artificial stone, concrete or 
granolithic, all being practically the 
same. It should be the same with 
curbing or edgestone, on the score 
of economy and practicability. On 
streets where there is considerable 
teaming, concrete curbs are laid with 
a steel protected edge, but in parks 
or private estates curbing is laid with- 
out this steel protection, and in all 
cases presents a neat appearance and 
can be laid at a considerable saving 
over granite curbing. 

It has now become the practice to 
lay combined curb and gutters of con- 
crete, and the result is much more de- 
sirable than granite curb and granite 
block gutters or cobblestone gutters, 
because of the neater appearance, and 
the ease in cleaning. 

Road Construction 

On road construction concrete has 
in the past few years played an im- 
portant part, and in the past year or 
two roads constructed entirely of con- 
crete have been built. In the city of 


Boston on the streets in the business 
section where the teaming is practi- 
cally continuous, and exceptionally 
heavy, the streets are constructed of 
granite blocks laid on a 6-inch con- 
crete base, and the joints between the 
blocks are filled with a grout mixture 
of cement and sand, making an ex- 
tremely durable pavement. Streets 
in the Back Bay, Boston, and in those 
portions of that city where the team- 
ing is light, are paved with asphait 
and wooden blocks laid on a concrete 
base. In the suburb macadam_pave- 
ment is mostly laid, and recently con- 
crete curbing and gutters have been 
laid in connection with the macadam, 
and also concrete sidewalks. 
Ornamental Work 

Ornamental and monumental work 
in concrete has been developed to such 
an extent that this class of work in 
cut stone is being superseded by con- 
crete because of the great saving, and 
the production of work so similar in 
appearance to cut stone that there is 
practically no choice except on the 
score of economy. 

Factory Construction 

In the building of factories rein- 
forced concrete construction is very 
extensively employed, and this form 
of construction is steadily on the in- 
crease, and many of the largest facto- 
ries recently constructed are of rein- 
forced concrete. Probably the two 
best examples of reinforced concrete 
construction for large factory buildings 
are the plants of the  Foster- 
Armstrong Piano Co. at Despatch, N. 
Y., and the United Shoe Machinery 
Co. at Beverly, Mass., where the three 
main buildings are 820 feet long, 60 
feet wide, four stories high, with con- 
necting wings and foundry, power- 
house, storehouses, etc., entirely of re- 
inforced concrete construction. 

It is especially desirable in buildings 
of this class because of its rigidity or 
lack of vibration, a desirable feature in 
buildings equipped with working 
machinery. In connection with fac- 
tory construction, chimneys of rein- 
forced concrete have been erected, and 
this class of chimney has given such 
satisfaction that there are many being 
built at the present time, both in this 
country and in Europe. A chimney 
of reinforced concrete 350 feet in 
heights, and 18 feet in diameter has re- 
cently been constructed in one of the 
western cittes. 

Bridges 

Culverts, bridges and viaducts with 
arch spans of up to and over 100 feet 
have been erected, and are fast dis- 
placing steel bridges, which can only 
be considered as temporary structures 
with a large maintenance item, where- 
as ina concrete bridge absolute per- 
manence is obtained, and there is no 


maintenance item because of struc- 
tural deterioration as in steel. The 
most notable examples of reinforced 
concrete bridge construction are the 
viaducts now being built by the Flor- 
ida East Coast railway on its extension 
work from Miami to Key West be- 
tween the Florida keys. This rail- 
way company is building six miles of 
viaducts, composed of about 500 
arches of from 50 to 60 feet clear span, 
requiring about 300,000 cubic yards of 
concrete and 5,000 tons of steel rein- 
forcing rods of 5-8 inches and 3-4 
inches in diameter. This form of con- 
struction was chosen for these via- 
ducts because permanence was de- 
sired, also great weight to withstand 
the force of waves against overturning, 
the water in- which they are con- 
structed being from six to thirty feet 
in depth, and exposed to the action of 
the Atlantic. A steel bridge in such 
a location would have an enormous 
item for inspection and maintenance, 
and this would increase as the bridge 
aged, whereas the concrete structure 
will be a better bridge 50 years from 
now than it will be when completed. 
Dams- 

Dams of reinforced concrete are 
displacing dams of every other con- 
struction, and can be built quicker 
and more economically than of any 
other material, and in time become 
part of the geology. Eventually this 
will be the only form of permanent 
dam construction. 

Miscellanous Work 

Each year,—in fact, each month,— 
develops new uses for concrete, so 
rapid is the progress of this material. 
Telegraph poles of extreme height 
have been made and are now in use in 
the West. Fence posts, clothes posts, 
silos, tanks, cisterns, steps, building 
blocks, bricks, etc., are now being 
made of concrete. Experiments with 
the use of reinforced concrete railroad 
ties have been carried on for several 
years by different railroad companies, 
with considerable success, and it seems 
as though it would develop into a 
necessity for the use of ties of this 
material because of the scarcity and 
high price of suitable timber for this 
purpose. It isa safe prediction that 
within five years the construction of 
concrete dwelling houses in Boston 
and vicinity will be very common, and 
eventually owners will require their 
architects to specify this form of con- 
struction because of the saving finally 
effected in cost of construction and 
durability, together with the low in- 
surance rate to be obtained.

Last Saturday was ‘ Candlemas 
Day”’ and according to the wisdom of 
the Ground Hog, the backbone of 
winter is broken. Though Saturday 
started off pretty good in showing the 
“‘ spring is near,’ it did not keep up 
the reputation, for winter has been 
very much in evidence since then. 


The North Shore need have no fear 
of an ice famine next year. The ice 
men have been very fortunate this 
winter ; or perhaps, it would be better 
to say we are the fortunate ones. 
We can’t complain of high prices of 
ice, though. We were well treated 
last summer during the “famine,” 
being called upon to pay but a small 
increase in comparison to other towns 
in our immediate vicinity even. 


The steam railroads paid into the 
state treasury last year the amount of 
$1,597,063. Of this money paid to

the state as franchise tax, $996,767.94 
was distributed to the different cities 
and towns on the basis of the owner- 
ship of stock in each place. Man- 
chester fared well in the distribution 
receiving $8915.17, the third largest 
of any city or town in the county. 
Beverly received $7943.53, Glouces- 
ter $946.63, Essex, $16.39, Rockport, 
$10.38. 


There is some little talk being made 
in Manchester toward inserting a 
warrant in the Town Warrant for 
raising the wages for a day’s work at 
town labor from $2 to £2.25. This 
does not appear unreasonable, consid- 
ering the present cost of living, and 
we think an issue of this kind would 
be successfully met. An order has 
just been introduced in the Common 
Council at Salem for this same thing. 


Another matter which will probably 
come before the town in March will 
be that of street lighting, as there is 
talk in some circles of inserting an 
article in the warrant to have the 
lights on every night in the year. At 
present the lights are supposed not to 
be lighted four nights in the month, 
two nights before a full moon, the 
night of the full moon, and the night 
following, except on stormy nights. 
The complaint is made that. there are 
lots of stormy nights that the lights 
are not lighted, two weeks ago last 
night being one of the nights. The 
BREEZE man inquired into the proba- 


ble additional cost and finds that it 


will be in the vicinity of $562.

Magnolia summer residents and _ hotel

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ASA OBER MARSHALL 


Well Known Beverly Farms Man Dies in St. 
Augustine, Fla. Burial on Thursday. 


Asa Ober Marshall, one of the best 
known business men along the North 
Shore, for a quarter of a century 
identified with the life of Beverly 
Farms, passed away at St. Augustine, 
Fla., last Saturday, whence he had 
gone with Mrs. Marshall on a pleasure 
trip three weeks before. 

Nothing has so affected the people 
of Beverly Farms, and the community 
in genera], for some yearsas Mr. Mar- 
shall’s death, for it came so unex- 
pectedly. 

For 25 years Mr. Marshall has been 
closely identified with the business 
life of the. Farms in particular, and 
with the North Shore in general. He 
was known by everybody and all who 
knew him held him in high esteem 
and honor. For a great many years 
he was proprietor of the drug store in 
the square, disposing of the business 
less than two years ago when he re- 
tired from active business. 

Asa O. Marshall was born at Bev- 
erly Farms, in January, 1850. He 
’ was educated in the public schools of 
this section of the city. He was the son 
of Timothy I. and Mary (Ober) Mar- 
shall. When he was about 18 he 
started in to work in a retail shoe 
store on Hanover street, Boston, but 
gave it up inless than a yearand came 
back to the Farms and started a shoe 
business with John Henry Woodberry 
- and Theodore L. Holmes in the little 
building now occupied by Peter Gaud- 
reau as a barber shop and which at 
that time stood on the site of the 
present apothecary store. Here for 
several years this firm carried on a 
flourishing business. After the disso- 
lution of the firm Mr. Marshall em- 
barked in the stationary and periodical 
business and opened a small variety 
store in the same building. 

In the early eighties he moved the 
little store to its present location and 
erected on its site the present building 
known as Marshall’s block. Here he 
fitted up the apothecary shop and em- 
barked on that business which he so 
successfully built up and carried on 
until he sold out to Dr. Fred W, Var- 
ney in March, 1905, and practically re- 
tired from active business. 

Meantime, he had erected several 
more buildings in the business section 
of the place and had by his strict at- 
tention to business and _ his never fail- 
ing good judgment and shrewdness 
amassed a considerable fortune. In 
all his business dealings, however, he 
was actuated by the strictest honesty 
and integrity and no man ever had a 
truer list of friends and admirers 
among those with whom he did busi- 


ness who did him honor and gave him 
respect, than he. 

Mr. Marshall was married on June 
eel VOpatO we bier rowel. sme) NelE 
union was blessed by one daughter, 
now Mrs. Edwin F. Campbell. De- 
ceased was a member of Bass River 
lodge, 1.0.0.F., of John West colony, 
U O.P.F., and an associate member 
of Preston post, No. 188, G.A.R. He 
always took an active though quiet in- 
terest in all of these organizations 
and did much work in their behalf. 
He had been treasurer of the Pilgrim 
Fathers since its organization here. 

Besides a wife and daughter he is 
survived also by two brothers, Joseph, 
of Reading, a Boston business man, 
and John W., of Manchester. 

Funeral services were held Thurs- 
day afternoon from his late home on 
Hale street, when scores of his friends 
and business associates and acquaint- 
ances gathered to pay their last tribute 
and respects to his memory. Business 
was entirely suspended at the Farms, 
and the business men attended the 
funeral in a body. 

Delegations were present from Bass 
River lodge of Odd Fellows, of Bev- 
erly, and John West colony of Pilgrim 
Fathers. 

Revo G SPond olnciated; and: the 
services of the Odd Fellows added to 
the solemness of the occasion. There 
were many beautiful floral pieces, in- 
cluding a massive garland of roses 
and smilax from the business men, a 
wreath from Bass River lodge, pillow 
from the Pilgrims, and upon the casket 
was a spray Of yellow jessamine and 
magnolia which had been laid there 
by the members of the St. Augustine 
lodge of Odd Fellows. The interment 
was in the family lot in the Farms 
cemetery. 


Margaret G. Henderson 


Mrs. Margaret (Gunn) Henderson, 
passed away Monday at her home in 
the Kimball block, Union street, 
Manchester, at the age of 31 years, 2 
months. Her death is one of the sad- 
dest that we have yet recorded. She 
leaves besides a husband, Alexander 
Henderson, and a_ three-year-old 
daughter, an infant daughter.

‘There are few more fragrant names 
in English poetry than that of ‘‘holy 
George Herbert.’? He was of noble 
parentage, and one of his brothers rose 
to the peerage. In his youth he was a 
courtier under King James, enjoying his 
a4 ° 

genteel humour for clothes.’’ His 
father died in 1597, leaving him in hi 
fourth year to the care of his mother by 
whom he was wisely, as well as tender- 
ly, nurtured. At the age of fifteen he 
entered Trinity College, Cambridge. 
He grew up with a feeble constitution, 
and his sedentary habits and abstemious 
mode of living soon brought on symptons 
of consumption of which he died at the 
age of forty. His life as a clergyman of 
the church of England was all passed in 
the two small parishes.of Leighton and 
Bemerton. “The hold which his deep 
and unaffected piety and affectionate 
nature gave him upon the simple and 
uncultured rustics may be learned from

sent himself in so untidy appearance, 

Herbert explained by telling how he had 
met on the way a carter whose horse had 
fallen helpless under his load, and assist- 
ed the owner in getting the poor beast 
on his feet, thus accounting for his sorry 
condition, and he continued, “‘if I had 
neglected this act of lndness it would 
have planted thorns in my pillow, but 
now the memory of it will be to me as 
songs in the night, and now let us tune 
our instruments.”” 

Of Herbert’s wedded life, we have 
this pleasing picture drawn o. the same 
loving hand: ‘“The Eternal Lover of 
mankind made them happy in each 
other’s mutual affection and compliance; 
indeed, so happy that there was never 
‘any opposition betwixt them unless it 
were a contest which should most incline 
to a compliance with the other's 
desires.’? Herbert was no less devoted 
a son than a husband, and with the ex- 
ception that he was childless he seems. to 
have enjoyed to the full the cup of 
domestic happiness. 

Herbert’s character was as antithetic 
as his own poetry seriously humorous, 
gravely gay. His nature found natural 
expression in quaint conceits, far-fetched 
analogies, quips and pious puns. He 
reflected the somewhat strained and

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artificial religion of the 16th century, an 
age of the metaphysical subtlety of 
Donne and Quarles, and of the elegance 
and refinement of Carew and Sandys. 

As a writer, Herbert is best known by 
his poetry. Of his prose writings, 
‘“The Country Parson’’ is deserving of 
more readers than it finds in these days. 
The work, though no doubt unconsci- 
ously to the author, may be regarded as 
the writer’s portrait of himself; the pic- 
sure reproduces the daily life of the 
saintly village rector. He is conscious 
that he sets a very high standard for the 
sacred office, which he justifies, “‘since 
he shoots higher that threatens the moon 
than he that (aims at) ao tree, “y slty is 
Herbert’s poems, however, which have 
won for him the laurel. Even these, it 
is true, are not of a popular cast. Ther 
Sdmniters will not be very numerous in 
To enjoy them 
one must be able to penetrate beneath 
the unfamiliar and sometimes fantastic 
garb in which they are dressed, and to 
seperate the gold from the ore in which 
it is embedded. But if the lines are 
often full of odd fancies, if his versificat- 
ion is sometimes rugged, these are 
blemishes: which we meet with still more 
frequently in other poets of his time. 
And even where the style is involved and 
unnatural, the thought ‘is often replete 
with beauty. If the stuff in which these 
poems are arranged is somewhat antiquat- 
ed and formal, and lacking to our 
modern ideas in flowing ease and grace, 
its stiffness and primness are those of 
heavy embroideries, and stately silks, 
and rich brocades. 


Herbert’ s poetry isfull of the philosophy 
of common sense; it is rich in practical 
wisdom enlivened occasionally by gleams 
of shrewd humor. Its author, though 
naturally a recluse, was evidently a keen 
observer of men and manness, and he 
sharply satirises many of the follies of 
histime. ‘The prevailingtone, however, 
is devotional, and even ._ mystical. Her- 
bert was a churchman to his hearts’ 
core; the name of his principal work, 

anne Temple,’’ the titles of its ae 
divisions, and its structure thoughout, 
reminds one of a treatise on ecclesiology. 

One can hardly open a volume of his 
writings without finding a gem on almost 
every page; as in the aphorisms of the 

‘Church Porch,’ > many single poems of 
great beauty, as ““The Elixir,”’ 


““All may of Thee partake, 
Nothing is low or mean, s 
ays x* * x * 

Who sweeps a room as for thy laws 
Make that and the action fine;”’ 

the verses on Virtue, 
“‘Sweet Day, so cool, so calm, so bright, 
Bridal of the earth and sky;”’ 

on Sunday, 


-“’The Sundaies of man’s life, 
Thredded together on Time’s strung, 
Make bracelets to adorn the wife 


Of the eternal glorious King. 

* i x * * * 
Thou art a day of mirth; 
And, where the week-days trail on ground, 
Thy flight is higher, as thy birth. 
Oh, let me take thee at the bound, 
Leaping with thee from seven to seven; 
Till that we both, being toss’d from earth, 
Fly hand in hand to heaven!’’ 

If some think of Herbert as a dreamer 
and visionary, they must certainly allow 
that there is a practical vein in his poetry; 

‘“By all means use sometimes to be alone; 

Salute thyself, see what thy soul doth wear; 

Dare to look in thy chest, for tis thine own, 

And tumble up and down what thou findest 
there.”’ 

Herbert lived at just that period when 
the English language had not lost its 
freshness and when it had begun to gain 
the power of expressing abstract ideas. 
He was in his young manhood when the 
King James Bible appeared, the standard 
of racy, idiomatic, clear and forceful 
English, soon supplanting earlier and 
ruder versions, and still remaining the 
great movement of English literary prose, 
notwithstanding all that may be said of 
the excellences of modern revisions. 
He felt the intellectual stir of the age, 
and in his quiet parsonage drank deep 
draughts of its poetic and religious spirit. 
His mind was an alembic which distilled 
precious liquors and healing medicines 
from far-gathered herbs and flowers.

Next Friday we celebrate the birth- 
day of George Washington—the 
Father of Our Country. 


The last opportunity for inserting 
articles in the Town warrant is tonight. 
The last day on which nomination 
papers may be filed is Monday, Feb. 
25, at 5 p.m. 


We understand the Park Commis- 
sioners are asking for an appropriation 
of about $1000 this year to improve 
the Beach street park. This is not to 
be spent in carrying out the plans pre- 
sented last year as regards the water 
front of the park, bath house, shelter, 
etc, but in improving the grounds, 
setting out shrubs, etc. 


The Park Commissioners will make 
a move in the right direction, we 
think, if they call for an appropriation 
this year toward bettering bathing 
facilities at Singing beach. We un- 
derstand they are to present a plan 
for a.bath house and sort of pavillion 
on the beach bank, on the spot where 
the present town bath houses are lo- 
cated. This building will be 25 feet 
square, and there will probably be a 
dozen or more smal] rooms within. 
It is the plan to build this central 
house with an idea of extending wings, 


one from each side along the beach 
bank, as the demand increases. Ths 
is a scheme which should meet the 
hearty approval of all. People come 
from all over the country to Manches- 
ter and exult in the splendid bathing 
here. Why not give our own people, 
at least, an opportunity for enjoying 
these same privileges, which those 
who can afford to build bath houses 
enjoy ? 

The Manchester school children 
have already donated about a third of 
the amount needed to have a tablet 
from the Town of Manchester placed 
in the immense Pilgrim Monument to 
be erected at Provincetown, and Town 
Clerk A. S. Jewett, who has taken 
hold of the matter, has received sub- 
scriptions sufficient to very nearly 
complete the sum. Only 45 is 
needed. If there are any who desire 
to contribute to this worthy move- 
ment, which was given in detail in 
this paper several weeks ago, may 
send their mite to Mr. Jewett, who 
will properly acknowledge it. Those 
who do not have an opportunity to 
contribute to this fund may have an 
opportunity a little later of giving 
toward the fund for the bowlder to 
Masconomo. 

This matter, by the way, will be 
presented before the town at the 
March meeting. The committee hav- 
ing the matter in charge,—represent- 
ing the Historica] society and the 
Elder Brethren—are to select that 
stone, and the town will be asked for 
a location for the memorial. Some

Among the articles to be inserted 
in the Town warrant this year will be 
one asking fora fire station at Man- 
chester Cove, witha regular company. 
And this move, we think, should be 
met with favor by the voters. It is 


proposed to have the Cove school- 


house, so-called, located at the junc- 
tion of Summer street and the road 
leading to Magnolia station, moved to 
the almshouse grounds, and use the 
horse there for fire service as well as 
other work it is now called upon to 
do, with Keeper Wilbur Page, who 
by the way, was formerly driver of 


the town fire horses, as driver. The 
estimated cost of carrying out this 
plan will be in the vicinity of $6,000. 

Some of the most valuable property 
in town and some of the most heavily 
taxed, is located in this part of the 
town,—which is fully a mile: and a 
half to two miles from the centre of 
the town. It would bea good plan to 
guard against any serious conflagra- 
tions, due to the time required for the 
central fire station horses to travel 
that distance, by having supplemen- 
tary department on the ground, so to 
speak. The plan includes extending 
the fire alarm system to that: section. 
A telephone is also located at the 
almshouse, which would facilitate 
matters somewhat, also. 

In passing it might be quite apropos 
to suggest that should the above plan 
be carried out, the little triangular lot 
on which the Cove schoolhouse is lo- 
cated, might be beautified by setting 
out flower beds, shrubs, etc., and 
placing a flag pole in the center of the 
spot, similar in arrangement to the 
triangle at West Manchester. This 
would greatly beautify the entrance 
into the Cove from Magnolia station. 


Town Meeting Matters 

Unless some nomination papers 
have been taken out today it would 
appear thus far that there will be very 
little competition for the various town 
offices this year. Jacob H. Kitfield 
of the Cove has taken out papers and 
will be a candidate for selectman.

S. Sinnicks is not a candidate 
for re-election to the Park Commis- 
sioners. Papers have been taken out, 
however, for Horace Standley for 
this office, and Jeffrey S. Reed also 
took out papers for this office yester- 
day. 

Lyman W. Floyd is a candidate to 
succeed himself as a member of the 
School Committee. .

Rey. F. C. Briggs, Former Manchester Pastor, writes interestingly of his 


Mission Labors in 


The following letter from Rev. F. C. 
Briggs, formerly pastor of the Baptist 
Church, Manchester, and addressed to the 
members of the church, will be read 
with much interest by his many friends 
here: 

Himeji, Japan, Jan. 15, 1907. 
Beloved Friends:— 


‘T often think of you and have long 
wanted to write, but the occasional spare 
moments which I have for writing 
always seem inadequate for the writing 
of a fitting letter to you. Just now how- 
ever I have received a letter from my 
brother saying that he understands | have 
not formally acknowledged your great 
kindness in raising money for the Mary 
H. Briggs Memorial Scholarship fund, 
so I drop everything in order to send you 
this word of deep regret and thanks. I 
cannot understand how I could have 
neglected to give public and formal ex- 
pression to the gratitude to you all which 
filled my heart—for your earnest willing 
efforts and sympathy were deeply apprec- 
iated, and were doubly precious to me 
because of the cause in which they were 
shown. You will be glad to know that 
the amount which you raised(over $100) 
with what has been given by others has 
so nearly reached the needed $1000 that 
since Oct. 1905 one fine young woman 
in the Yokohama school and another in 
the Himeji school have been preparing 
for christian work supported by the 
Mary H. Briggs Memorial Scholarship 
fund. The girl who has been in the 
Himeji School is now married to a 
christian and doing good work in Kyoto. 
A bright girl from the West coast village 
where she is the only christian, is soon 
coming to study, that she may intelligent- 
ly tell her people of the Saviour. 

You will remember that our regular 
work here in Himeji is in church, 
Girls’ School, seven Sunday Schools, a 
Y. M. C. A. and several preaching 
places, and that outside Himeji there is 
a territory stretching 75 mile over to the 
west coast covering about 3000 sq. mi. 
where there is no christian work being

SOCIAL EVENING 


At the Manchester Club. Interesting Lecture 
on Telephone. Singing and Piano 
Selections. 


The rooms of the Manchester club 
were thrown open Wednesday evening 
for a ‘‘social evening,’’. and a pleasant 
time it proved to be for the large number 
who were out. ‘The feature of the even- 
ing was a lecture on the telephone, by 
Wm. K. Merrill, representing the lec- 
ture bureau of the N. E. Tel. & Tel. Co. 
His lecture was accompanied by some 
hundred or more stereopticon views, the 
machine being operated by John Murney 
of Beverly. 

Prior to this a short musical program 
was carried out, including piano select- 
ions by Samuel Rowe, solos by Harry S. 
Tappan and Fred K. Swett, and after the 
lecture a collation of cocoa and ham and 
chicken sandwiches was served. After 
the lecture also everybody present was 
given the priviledge to call up by tele- 
phone friends in any part of this state, 
Maine or N. H., without cost, the idea 
being to demonstrate the efficiency of the 
service. This offer was taken advantage 
of by many. 

‘From the nature of the case,’’ the 
lecturer said, ‘‘the telephone user does 
not learn as much about the telephone 
system he employs as the traveler learns 
about the railway over which he makes 
his journey. One of the great multiple 
switchboards of today may contain as 
many as 10,000 lines and require 200 
operators. It takes months of the ‘time 
of hundreds of skilled mechanics to build 
such a piece of apparatus, in which there 
are several million parts. A 10,000-line 
board contains 4,000 miles of wire; in it

Mr. Rodgers 
is also the Special Representative 
of the American National Red Cross 
in China. 

This report is sent to the various 
Branch Societies with the request 
that it be published by as many pa- 
pers as possible. The information 
contained in this report from Mr. 
Rodgers has been withheld from 
the Associated Press and _ other 
préss. bureaus, in (orders thatwatnte 
newspapers to whom you may pre- 
sent it may print it as news. .

“The conditions are almost  un- 
seeable, if not unspeakable. I only 
saw a portion of the camps at 
Chinkiane and at Nanking, and I 
was told that they are _ infinitely 
better than those which line the 
canal to and at. Tsingkiangpu. Yet 
the wretchedness, the misery, the 
almost appalling horror of the 


- camps | saw are practically inde- 


scribable. It must be borne in 
mind that no rain of any  conse- 


quence bas fallen in this part of 
China for many weeks; as a conse- 
quence the camps are located not 
adjacent to reasonably dirty and 
filthy canals and pools, but beside 
foul ditches and stagnant ponds; 
there is no attempt at sanitation 
and the mat huts are crowded to- 
gether and each contains many men, 
women and _ children, who are 
clothed in rags, who are dishevelled 
beyond description, and who are 
living on a scanty tea cup of rice a 
day and besides such roots and 
other vegetable substances as can 
be gleaned from a country already 
swept nearly bare. This is the con- 
dition of these people segeamentar 
prosperous cities of Nanking and 
Chinkiang, and they only constitute 
a small percentage of the whole, 
the refugee in the river cities and 
towns probably numbering  alto- 
gether 75,000. What it is all like 
at places within the famine district 
can perhaps be imagined. If such 
a disaster as an epidemic of small 
pox or typhus fever should: occur 
this refugee population will cer- 
tainly spread somewhat, although 
some assert that they will prefer to 
take their fate and misery in com- 
pany with their fellows. 

“Be all that as it may, the climax 
of this famine condition in the es- 
sential quantity—that of starvation 
or not—will not come for six or | 
seven weeks, the time when the real 
Chinese winter of the latitude is 
on. That there will be a great loss 
of life goes without saying; the 
only question now is how much can 
it be limited. 

“There is no question about the 
feeling of gratitude entertained by 
the Viceroy for the charity of the 
American people toward these  af- 
flicted members of his race. He re- 
iterated his expressions in that re- 
spect time and again and gave every 
evidence of his appreciation.” 

Money is urgently needed to re- 
lieve as far as possible this terrible 
suffering in China.

LET THE BREEZE 
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Reisgnation of Rev. C. Arthur Lin- 
coln Presented Last Sunday 

Following is the resignation of Rev. 
C. Arthur Lincoln, presented to the 
church last Sunday morning: 

‘To the church and parish of the 
Orthodox Congregational Church of 
Manchester, Mass. Greeting : 
‘“‘ Dearly Beloved, 

“After prayer, deliberation, and 
earnest consideration of the interests 
of our Lord’s kingdom I have, with 
regret, come-to the conclusion that 
I shall tender my resignation as minis- 
ter and teacher of this church and 
parish. The reasons which have led 
me to this decision are too many, per- 
haps, for enumeration here. None of 
them, however, are based in the least 
degree upon the relations which exist 
between this church and myself. The 
kindly treatment which has been uni- 
formly accorded me, the patient for- 
bearance with my mistakes, the hearty 
encéuragement and support of my ef- 
forts for good, the faithful and loyal 
prayers which have been my great 
help and inspiration, the love mani- 
fested in numerous ways for me as 
your pastor and friend, all form pow- 
erful bonds to keep me here as your 
minister so long as I could be of ser- 
vice to you. 

“When happy relations exist be- 
tween a church and its pastor, the sev- 
ering of those relations is a most seri- 
ous step. This I realize most acutely. 
A month ago I had no thought except 
that of continuing and strengthening 
the present relations. It was my am- 
bition to grow among you in power to 
render more efficient service for our 
Lord and Master. I had not made 
the first step in the direction of 
another field of labor nor did I contem- 
plate the possibility of any immediate 
change. 

«« But now an opportunity for service 
ina much larger field has come as 
unexpectedly as it was unsought, an 
opportunity so great that I have been 
forced to give it careful] consideration 
after investigation, after consultation 
with men older and wiser than myself, 
men who are well acquainted with the 
situation as well as with myself; and 
after earnest thought and prayer, I 
have decided that I must resign my 
office with you and be free to take up 
work in this new field. I shall not 
attempt to put in words the pain 
which this decision has caused me. 
But were [I in the least doubt about 
the wisdom of the decision, I should 
not submit this document to you. 

«Praying the richest blessings of 
heaven upon you and soliciting your 
increasing prayer for me wherever 
God may place me in his vineyard, I 
do hereby tender to you my resigna- 
tion as minister and teacher, the rela- 


tions between us to cease to exist after 
the second Sunday in March, 1907. 
I also ask for the calling of a council 
for dismissal at an-early date. 
Yours in the bonds of our Lord, 
C. AxTHUR LINCOLN.

pupils, forty-five of whom live in the 
school. ‘This gives almost ideal con- 
ditions for christian teaching and _ train- 
ing, and most of the girls who go 
through the school, go out as active 
christian workers. ‘They get practical 
experience while here for they gather the 
children and teach the lessons in most of 
the S. Schools connected with the work. 
‘Through an organization for young men 
which we call the Himeji Y. M. C. A. 
we seek to reach young men who do 
not come tochurch. ‘There: are even- 
ing classes, English, arithmetic, literature, 
etc., followed each night by definite 
christian teaching. It has proved a real 

feeder for S. S. and church. 

Perhaps no part of the work here is 
more interesting than the tours into the 
country. On my last trip to Toyooka 
(60 miles)a young man who had been a 
prodigal son, was waiting baptism. He 
had been led to see the sinfulness of his 
life and an overpowering sense of his 
guilt came over him. While in this 
state he first heard of Christ, and with 
eager attention listened to the message 
which so perfectly fitted his need. Day 
after day he would hurry to the evangel- 
ist’s house to hear more of the Saviour 
who would forgive and save from sin, 
and as the parched earth receives the 
welcome rain, this sin-scorched sout 
drank in the life giving truth. 

The story of his experience and_ his 
confession of faith were most. satisfact- 
ory. [here was the ring of genuine 
conviction as he spoke of his great need 
and his trust in the One who had so 
loved that He had suffered and died for 
him. Of course it was only the simple 
Bible story that he knew and believed; 
he had not been troubled with the 
theologian’s theories, but one good bro- 
ther asked him to explain the Holy Spirit 
and the answer was interesting. Think- 
ing a moment he said “‘I am not sure

place. This December day did not 
seem to belong to the sunny Japan of 
the guide books. The clouds were 
black and lowering, the winter wind was 
biting cold and as we reached the river 
side it commenced to hail. I spoke to 
this young man of the coldness of the 
water but he assured me he did not 
mind it. Sheltered by umbrellas we 
read the Bible story of Christ’s baptism, 
sang and prayed, then under the gloomy 
sky, beaten by the hail we entered the 
icy water. Perhaps it was partly the 
contrast, but it seemed to me that I had 
never seen a more genuinely joyful face 
than this, as he came up the river-bank 
thanking God for this privilege of thus 
following and confessing Christ. A 
fellow-officer(Goverment Silk Inspect- 
ion Dept. )was deeply impressed and_ is 
now studying for himself the real mean- 
ing of it all. Please pray for him. 

On my return journey I branched off 
to visit a village where I was told a 
christian family had lived for many years. 
I wish it were possible for me to give 
you the impressions of that trip. Izam- 
ura(this village)is more than ten miles 
from ‘Joyooka, the nearest place where 
there are other christians. We _ passed 
through hamlet after hamlet where ignor- 
ance and superstition was written on 
every temple and dwelling place and 
came upon this markly different home. 
Scrupulously clean within and without, 
no Buddist or Shinto emblems, no God 
shelf, this was enough to give it a differ- 
ent atmosphere, but it was the warm 
welcome with which we were greeted, 
words and actions with real heart in 
them, instead of the stereotyped cere- 
mony of which we at times so weary. It 
was this that told us that we had found a 
spiritual oasis in this broad blank desert 
of homes with no conception of the true 
and living God. In the planning for a 
meeting that night, in the comparing of 
God’s dealings with us, and in the family

nworship where each child had her own 


Bible and hymn-book and regular place 
to sit, in all this we found genuine fel- 
lowship and discovered anew the beauty 
of the oneness of the family of God. 

I was eager to know how it was that 
the lamp of faith had been kept burning 
so brightly in this remote home for near- 
ly twenty years. I asked the grand- 
mother if she had not studied the Bible 
a good deal and prayed much. She said 

‘“Ah no! [am verybad and neglectful and 
do not know the Bible atall.’’ Because > 
they seemed so like ourselves I did not 
make the usual allowance for the Japan- 
ese woman’s words of self depreciation, 
and believed her, till at prayer time I 
noticed the old lady’s Bible, and then I 
knew the secret, for from Genesis to 
Revelations the en worn Bible was full 
of special marks revealing much and 
careful study. We hada fine meeting 
that night with some earnest inquirers 
remaining for a long talk afterwards, and 
the next morning continued the home- 
ward journey with a memory that is bet- 
ter than Alladin’s lamp for it gives bright 
hopes and living confidence in the power 
of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

Please continue to pray for us that we 
may with simplicity and clearness be able 
to make known the beauty and power of 
this Good News to the thousands around 
here who as yet know nothing of it.

THOUGHTS HERE AND THERE 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Irksome as small cares and troubles 
often seem, they bear some such relation 
to the discipline of life as the slight 
touches of the painter’s brush or the 
sculptor’s chisel have to the perfection of 


his work. ‘‘Trifles make perfection,’’ 
said Michael Angelo, “‘and perfection is 
no trifle.’’ 

Societies, schools, even churches, 


must have their by-laws, rules or regulat- 
ions, though often the fewer the better; 
even the family the most primitive form 
of society, should have an unwritten 
constitution; but life cannot be governed 
by rules, here only principles will answer 
that apply in widely different circum- 
stances as rules never can. 

Some things are antiquated without be- 
ing antique; whatever is antique is in- 
teresting and sometimes valuable, 
whether it be a fashion, a book or a 
character; what is merely antiquated is 
at the best only amusing. 

Thinking a thing is so does not make 
it so; as, for example, thinking that a 
pistol is unloaded, or that children are 
safe on the street nights, or that we are 
right and everybody else is wrong, or that 
we know more than God, or that we are 
as important to the world as we often 
think we are, or that all men take us at 
our own measurement. 

“*T did’nt think’? is a very common 
excuse, but it is a very poor excuse in 
most cases; the fact is we ought to think; 
evil is wrought by want of thought as well 
as by malice prepense. 

Natural law is as old as the universe, 
but there is no end to discovery and _ in- 
vention; there are new processes, not 
only in milling and photography, but in 
philosophy as well; there is no new 
truth, but new combinations and applicat- 
ions of old truth. The uses of radium 
and electricity are very new, but there 
have always been radium and electricity. 
The talk about sub-liminal consciousness 
and that sort of thing is comparatively 
new, but if there is such a thingnow there 
always has been such a thing. Ina very 
real sense there is no new thing under 
the sun.

The power of one man may be very 
small, but the power of many men com- 
bined as in a state or nation may be very 
great; as a single snow-flake is one of the 
most slight and fragile things in nature, 
but get enough snow-flakes together and 
you have a force that will overwhelm a 
whole village when loosened from its 
hold on the mountain side. 

‘‘When the tale of bricks is doubled, 
Moses appears,’’ is a saying of the Rab- 
bins; so the bondmen in the South found 
itas well as the bondmen in Egypt; 
when burdens and sorrows become in- 
supportable, deliverance is often nearer at 
hand than we think. 

It is a relief to common people, but 
what must it be to Browning clubs, to 
learn that the poet himself did not always 
know what he meant by his Delphic ut- 
terances; that he often used words be- 
cause he liked the sound of them, or the 
music of their rhythm? Alas, for his 
many wise interpreters and their confid- 
ent interpretations. 

The spirit in which work is done and 
life is lived may dignify the most com- 
mon round and trivial task, or it may 
belittle the most pretentious achievement 
and degrade the highest calling; it is as 
possible to make the great small as it 1s 
to make the small great. 

Sometimes office confers honor upon 
aman, and sometimes a man confers 
honor upon an office; there be mean 
men whom circumstances make appear 
great, and there be.great men who make 
a lowly position in life high and honor- 
able; as there are rich poor men and 
poor rich men, so there are great little 
men and little great men. 

Nothing is ever gained by haste; 
especially do the best things often call for 
patience; ‘‘I have waited for thy salvat- 
ion.’’ It is ture, right waiting includes 
activity, but it excludes worry; to the 
wise and disciplined mind there is no 
needless delay but only a necessary period 
of preparation in what often seem the 
tardy movements of that increasing pur- 
pose that runs through the ages. 

If England succeeds in her present

Building Inspector Cheney of Beverly says 
ventilation of New Primary School Build= 
ing at Manchester not up to requirements. 
The Committee Refutes Mr. Cheney’s 
Statement, “Impartial Test’ by prom= 
inent authority shows system to be alright. 
Building Inspector Ansel J. Cheney 

of Beverly says the ventilation of the new 
John Price Primary School building at 
Manchester is not up to the standard as 
required by law, and such a statement 
will be met with much surprise by the 
citizens of Manchester, as it was sup- 
posed the new building ranked among 
the finest in the state in every detail. 

The building committee refute Mr. 
Cheney’s statement in a communication 
printed below and hint that the inspector 
was biased in his opinion. "They show 
that an “‘impartial test’? by George 
Huey, a prominent authority on heating 
and ventilating, would indicate the ven- 
tilation to be above the state require- 
ments, much less the opposite. 

The Beverly Times of Monday contain- 
ed Mr. Cheney’s report, which was as 
follows: 

“In room 1, 19 feet of air is circulat- 
ed per minute per scholar. In grade 2, 
27 feet; in grade 3, 19 feet, and in the 
kindergarten room, 29 feet for 40 
scholars. 

“Usually the extracting ducts will reg- 
ister a third more than the inlet, owing 
to leakage. In this building, in some of 
the rooms, it was below the supply and 
in one room, 33 per cent below. 

“Thirty cubic feet per minute for each 
scholar is the minimum amount accept- 
able. ‘The sanitaries at this school are in 
excellent condition.”’

COMMUNICATIONS 


A Few Words to the Voters of Manchester 
Editor of the North Shore Breeze: 

Town meeting is close at hand and 
I desire to place a few facts before the 
voters of this town. In the past, 
candidates for the important office of 
Selectmen have, without exception, 
been natives of this good old town, or 
at least adopted sons of such long 
standing that we know their loyalty 
and qualifications without question, 
but among the candidates this year is 
one Allen, a new arrival in Manches- 
ter, and perhaps a few words as to his 
past “loyalty” will be in order. 

We first hear of Mr. Allen in the 
famous Beach Bank case, he being a 
witness for the abuttors and as such, 
gave the court his opinion as to the 
amount of money the town should pay 
for land, that every native believed 
belonged to them and which finally 
cost the town rising $100,000. His 
testimony may be of interest, showing 
as it does his interest in the towns- 
people. The following is a matter of 
court record : 

Question by counsel for the town, 
Mr. Morse, as to whether the view 
from the Bullard estate of Singing 
Beach would be injured by giving the 
control of the beach into the hands of 
a responsible body, like a Board of 
Park Commissioners. 

Answer by Mr. Allen: “I think 
private control of this Beach is much 
better than public control.”’ 

—“Your opinion is then, that a 
Board of Park Commissioners as a 
rule is a very unsafe and dangerous 
body into whose hands to entrust the 
care of public property, do you?”

Reserved Seats at Keith’s Theatre 


It seems fitting that the new plan 
of reserving seats at Keith’s Theatre, 
Boston, will go into effect on next 
Monday, March 4th, ‘Inauguration 
Day.’ In making this change it 
should not be thought that the prices 
are to be raised, for on the contrary 
the prices of many of the seats will be 
less than before, notably the first rows 
in the balcony, which will be sold for 
50 cents instead of $1.00, while the 
rows in the orchestra for which $1.50 
has been the price when sold reserved, 
will now be 75 cents for the after- 
noons, excepting Saturdays and _holi- 
days, and $1.00 for all evenings, includ- 
ing Saturdays and holidays. 

All seats in the orchestra and first 
balcony will be reserved, tickets sold 
for the afternoons being good up to 6 
p. m., while those purchased for the 
evenings will entitle the holder to the 
seat called for by the coupon after 6.30 
p.m. Seats canbe secured one week 
in advance. 

Another innovation will be the open- 
ing of subscription lists whereby 
patrons can secure the same _ seats 
each week, with the exception of Sat- 
urdays and holidays. 

The new plan will in, no way inter- 
fere with the continuous performance, 
for the doors will be open at 1.30 and 
the show will run until 10.30, as usual. 
The prices of admission will remain as 
before — orchestra, 50 cents ; first bal- 
cony, 35 cents, and second balcony, 25 
cents. There will be reserved seats 
at both of the first mentioned prices, 
but none at 25 cents, as the seats in 
the second balcony will not be re- 
served.

CONDEMNS VENTILATION

inspector. A copy was also deposited with 
local inspector at Salem. After several 
weeks, and after the contracts for the build- 
ing, and the heating and ventilating had 
been given out, wereceived a communicat- 
ion from the inspector informing us that 
the system of ventiiation was not satisfact- 
ory to him, and recommending certain 
changes. ‘Inasmuch as the changes 
would mar the looks of the building very 
much, and invole an expense of $300 the 
committee, after consulting with those 
having this matter in charge, decided to 
go on with the original plan. ‘The 
change could be made as suggested after 
the building was completed if it was found 
unsatisfactory. 

The inspector has recently visited the 
building and made a test, and we submit 
it as presented to the chairman of the 
committee and published in the Bevery 
Times. The State law requires 30 cubic 
feet of pure air to be circulated per 
minute for each person in the room. 
His report shows as follows: “‘Room 1, 
19 cubic feet; room 2, 27 cubic feet; 
room 3, 19 cubic feet; room 4, 29 cubic 
feet.’? This test was made when the 
outside temperature was 20 degrees above 
zero, wind north west and very light. 

Feeling assured that this matter would 
be brought to the attention of the citizens 
of the town, and knowing the attitude of 
the inspector toward the committee, we 
have caused to be made by a prominent 
authority on heating and _ ventilating, 
(Mr. George Huey of Boston )an impart- 
ial test. Mr. Huey’s report varies very 
much from the inspector's and we give 
the result. His test was made Feb. 20, 
1907. The weather was very cloudy, 
wind north east, almost rain, outside 
temperature 36 above zero: “‘Room 1, 
29 4-5 cubic feet; room 2, 30 1-3 cubic 


feet;_room 3, 31 cubic feet; room 4, 31 
2-5 cubic feet for each person per 
minute.’’ “This test was made under 


trying conditions, as the air outside was 
hardly moving, and the temperature was 
4 degrees abovethe freezing point. “The 
inspector’s test was made under more 
favorable conditions, as the ventilation 
of a room is much better whenthe differ- 
ence is greater between the outside and 
inside temperature. Many times during 
the cold weather this winter the amount 
of air being circulated through the rooms 
must have been 100 per cent more than 
required by the State. 

The law relating to this matter gives 
the Committee the right (if they are not 
satished with the decision of the local 
inspector )to appeal to the local Board of 
Health. 

‘The Committee is satisfied that there 
is no better ventilated building in the 
state than the John Price Primary School 
building.

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The annual town meeting in Man- 
chester convenes next Monday morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. The polls will open 
at noon for the election and will close 
at 5 p.m., probably. The real busi- 
ness will not begin until the evening 
session, though it is expected that 
every voter who can will be out to 
cast his ballot for the various town 
officers. 


Inspector Ansel J. Cheney of Bev- 
erly says the ventilation of the new 
primary schoo] building at Manchester 
is not up tothe requirements. Rather 
late day for such a statement, isn’t it ? 
The building was finished and turned 
over to the School Committee last 
spring and why should it take all this 
time to find out whether or not the 
ventilation is right or wrong! 


Manchester expended during the 
past year, according to Town Auditor 
Cheever’s report, $273,526.93. The 
Financial Statement of the Select- 
men shows that the debt has been de- 
creased during the year by $6,166.54, 
and that the balance against the town 
now is $65,252.23. The total ex- 
penditures of the water department 
during the year, according to the 
Treasurer’s report, was $23,330.43, 


The Town Reports are by this time 
distributed about town, and it is not 
necessary to review its contents. 
While we would not attempt to vouch 


for any typographical errors that may 
turn up, we can assure the voters 
that the report this year is probably 
the most accurate yet published. 
Town Auditor’ Cheever has delved 
into the various books this year, and 
not a figure appears but what is prob- 
ably correct. 


It is a matter of common report 
that Geo. L. Allen is running for the 
office of selectman with the object of 
ousting Supt. Kimball from his ap- 
pOintive position at the head of the 
street department. Nor does Mr. 
Allen deny this statement. If this is 
Mr. Allen’s object it does not seem 
feasible to think the voters of Man- 
chester are looking for such a man as 
Mr. Allen just at present. While we 
think the street department of the 


town is properly managed by one of 


the recognized leading roadbuilders of 
the state, it appears to us that the 
street department is only a small part 
of the town. Would Mr. Allen’s 
labors end if he succeeded in ousting 
Mr. Kimball ? 


Yesterday morning a representative 
from some store in Gloucester called 
at the office of the Manchester se- 
lectmen and asked for a permit to 
distribute circulars around town. He 
was refused the right, and the fellow, 
we presume, returned to Gloucester. 
Now, this is something we have been 
driving at for some time. We have 
contended that circulars distributed 
promiscuously about town have 
marred the cleanliness of our streets, 
and do no material good. The by-laws 
give the selectmen the right to grant 
permits for distributing circulars. 
This is the first time they have re- 
fused. In the future, if some enter- 
prising concert desires to let Man- 
chester people know about some 
“great bargains,” they can very easily 
do so by patronizing one of the local 
papers. 


The following article in the current 
issue of World’s Work on industrial 
education, will be of interest to Man- 
chester voters, inasmuch as there is an 
article in the Town Warrant calling 
for an appropriation of $1,000 for 
adding an industrial and commercial 
course to the local high school : 


One of the biggest and stubbornest 
facts that face us in our prosperity is 
the lack of skilled workmen. We are 
suddenly waking up to it that, with all 
our educational machinery, there is no 
part of it—except a few private 
schools and the bare beginnings of 
work in a very few public schools — 
that trains the young directly to earn 
their livings by the trades. 

There is only one way out of this 
absurd position. A part of the public 
school machinery must be adapted to 
trade-training, and enough of it to put 
a free trade-school within the reach of 
every boy and girl who wants it 
“ Kducationalists’’ may discuss this 
theory and that, till the crack of doom. 
This is a condition and not a theory ; 
and the people had just as well begin 
to make this change, no matter what 
theory it violates. If teaching the 
trades be not ‘‘education,’?so much 
the worse for education. When we 
have to import carpenters and paper- 
hangers and masons and the like, and 
when very, very few American boys 
have a chance to learn these trades, 
and when we maintain public schools 
to teach boys, it is time to stop the 
foolishness of discussion and to come 
to the common sense of making the 
schools do what is needed. 

Most of the “education” that we 
offer to those who must become wage- 
earners not only faiis to fit them for 
their work but tends to make them 
dissatisfied with it. Our high schools 
are designed to help business and pro- 
fessional men — the class which needs 
help least. We learned long ago tha 
a college which was meant chiefly to 
train preachers would not give us good 
engineers, and we have been building 
engineering schools ever since. We 
are now just finding out thata high 
school which is meant mainly to pre- 
pare boys for college does not help 
boys who are going to be carpenters. 
Yet the apprenticeship system — ex- 
cept in some highly organized shops 
no longer meets the demands of mod- 
ern conditions. Even immigration ha 
not supplied the deficiency. We need 
more skilled workmen than we have 
any means of getting. Private trade 
schools can never be numerous enough 


They can hardly do more 
than point the way. We must have 
public schools that will prepare car- 
penters to build, as well as prepare 
others for the professions — schools in 
which young men and young wome 
may get a training adapted to the 
work which they intend to do.

New Auto Legislation? 


The bill of Col. Wm. D. Sohier and 
others of the North Shore colony to pro- 
vide a penalty for the use by automobiles 
of private roads from which motor 
vehicles are excluded was before the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges at the 
State House last week. It met consider- 
able opposition, though members of the 
local summer colony showed that they 
were strongly in favor of the measure. 
The bill is designed particularly to keep 
automobiles off the wood roads in Bev- 
erly, Essex and Manchester, which have 
been constructed by private subscription 
by North Shore residents. Col. Sohier 
told the committee that there are about 15 
or 16 miles of these roads built through 
private property; that they have been 
posted with signs saying that automobiles 
are excluded by the North Shore Auto- 
mobile club, and that they are narrow 
and not at all adapted to the use of auto- 
mobiles. He said that they had cost in 
private subscriptions between $50,000 
and $60,000. “The North Shore Auto- 
mobile Club favors the bill, and he pres- 
ented to the committee letters from Maj. 
H. L. Higginson, R. L. Agassiz, Philip 
Dexter and others in favor of the bill. 
The penalties he proposes are the same 
as are now on the statute book for reck- 
less driving of automobiles. Col. Young 
of the Springfield Automobile Club op- 
posed it as, he said, it would make a 
criminal of any automobilist who happen- 
ed to get on one of these private roads. 
He characterized it as class legislation 
and said that if the North Shore people 
own the roads they can keep other 
people off them by toll gates. 

Wednesday the committee made a 
favorable report on the above bill, not a 
member going on record as a dissenter.

The annual Town Meeting, held in 
Manchester, Monday, all day, and on 
Tuesday evening, though lacking much 
of the old time enthusiasm, was alive 
with little flurries of excitement here and 
there asthe various matters were intro- 
duced, and taken all in all the 
meeting thus far has been quite interest- 
ing. 

Though only a little over $125,000 
has been appropriated thus far there yet 
remains almost that amount more to be 
voted upon at the meetings to follow. 
Tuesday evening in less than ten minutes 
over $74,000 was appropriated for var- 
ious purposes. 

The most amazing thing, perhaps, is 
the manner in which salaries and wages 
were increased. ‘This started with the 
firemen who got an increase of 100 per 
cent, and last but not least came the 


superintendent of streets who gets a raise 
of $300. The chief of the fire depart- 
ment’s salary is raised from $50 to 
$150, the two assistants from $50 to 
$100 each, and all the members of the 
companies from $25 to $50. 

The salary of the Town Auditor was 
doubled, from $250 to $500. ‘Two 
members of the board of selectmen re- 
ceived a raise of $100 each while the 
chairman gets $1000 as before. The 
rate of paying town labor is increased to 
30 cents an hour, or $2.40 a day of 
eight hours, and the price for teamsters 
will be $6 instead of $5. 

Among other important action was 
the vote to discontinue the privilege of 
allowing persons to take sand from Sing- 
ing beach, and in the future only persons 
having a written permit from the park 
commissioners can take away sand.

Promptly at 9 o’ clock the meeting was 
called to order by Town Clerk A. S. 
Jewett, there being about 50 voters pres- 
ent. After the reading of the Town 
Warrant of 62 articles Art. 1, “‘to 
choose a moderator,’’ was taken up.

Park Comms. Howe and Beaton both 
said they hadn’t heard of this, the latter 
saying there was a contractor who at- 
tempted to haul sand from the beach in 
connection with building an avenue off 
Beach street. Six loads had been hauled 
but no more. 

Other discussions followed and a 
motion by E. P. Stanley ‘‘that the park 
commissioners be instructed to allow no 
out of town contractors to remove sand 
from the beach or any parties to remove 
sand out of town’’ lead to still more.

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In Ipswich the office of Selectman, 
Assessor and Overseer of the Poor is 
a three-years’ job. Ex-Senator Geo. 
A. Schofield was re-elected to the 
office at Tuesday’s election for three 
years. He beat his nearest competi- 
tor by 353 votes, which shows that 
Mr. Schofield is held in much favor in 
his home town. 


Everybody seems to have received 
an increase in pay at the hands of the 
Manchester voters but the police. 
They now receive $2.50 a day,— ten 
cents more than town laborers, who 
now will receive $2.40. Manchester 
should not be behind other places in 
this regard and should give the patrol- 
men $2.75 or $3.00 a day. It is likely 
this matter will be brought up at the 
next meeting. 


The adjourned Town Meeting in 
Manchester will be held next Monday 
evening at 7 o’clock. There are yet 
30 or more articles which have not 
been acted upon or which require 
still further action. The most im- 
portant matter, probably, will be the 
question of purchasing the piece of 
land on Beach street adjoining the 
park. Though this was voted down 
twice Tuesday night and did not re- 
ceive the necessary two-thirds vote the 
third time, the opinion seems to be 
that the land ought to be purchased. 
The town will certainly gain nothing 
by holding this matter over for the 


town will sometime have to purchase 
it ; it will be far better to do so nowat 
the figure stated than to go toany fur- 
ther trouble in the matter. 


The annual report of the county

It seems that a wealthy 
citizen of the town has taken a notion 
that Mr. Kimball should be retired, 
and is running for selectman witha 
view of dispensing with Mr. Kimball’s 
services.

Knight of the Finance Committee 
stated that the amounts recom- 
mended by the committee were for 
labor as it existed prior to the vote 
passed for increasing wages.

Obed Carter, jm, town treasurer ; 
D. L. Bingham, Henry Lee and Eben 
Tappan, selectmen. 

Voted that the Town Treasurer 
have his pay fixed. 

Voted to give Town Treasurer Obed 
Carter, jr.. $15 for his services as 
treasurer. 

Voted that on the highways a yoak 
of oxen and a man and plough and 
cart shall have the same price as they 
had last year. 

Voted to raise $380 for the support 
of a school the year ensuing. 

_ Voted that Kittle Cove, North Yar- 
mouth and Potato Row shall have 
their proportion of school money. 

Voted to raise $900 for the support 
of the Poor and other Town Charges. 

Voted to raise $400 for the support 
of the highways. 

Voted that the town should hire 
$2,000 for to go towards the expense 
of building a new Meeting House. . 

Voted that the bell should be rung 
at 9 in the evening and 12 in the day 
through the year. 

Voted to restrain horses and neat 
cattle from going at large in the road 
or commons from the first of April to 
the last of November. 

[Note.-—— The town treasurer today 
gets 100 times the salary Obed Carter, 
jr., received 100 years ago; 60 times 
as much is spent for schools ; 80 times 
as much is spent on highways, and 
Supt. Kimball, instead of having “a 
yoak of oxen and a man and plough 
and cart ’’ has all the latest and most 
up-to-date road building devices anda 
new road roller in the bargain. The 
meeting house in question is the Con- 
gregational church still standing in 
the center of the town. We presume 
the purpose of the last vote was to 
guarantee safety from automobiles in

Boat Landing at Magnolia 


The committee on harbors and pub- 
lic lands granted a hearing Tuesday 
on the petition of George A. Upton to 
incorporate the Magnolia Wharf Cor- 
poration, Alonzo F. Covel, James S. 
Lee, Charles F. Panhallow and Joseph 
Sargent, Jr., being named as the in- 
corporators. 

The purpose of incorporation is to 
permit the erection of a public landing 
at Magnolia, to be not less than eight 
feet or more than 15 feet wide, and to 
extend from above high water mark to 
a point not exceeding 60 feet below 
the outside of mean low water, and 
maintain a float landing stage at the 
end. ‘The wharf is to be between the 
land of W. R. Nelson and H. F. 
MacDonald. 

Senator James F. Shaw advocated 
the proposed legislation, saying that 
at the present time there was no safe 
landing places for yachts at Magnolia ; 
that the sport was on the increase and 
some provision should be made _ for 
their safety. The wharf was not to

from the following text: “‘And David’s 
anger was kindled against the man’’ (2 
Saml#12:5.:) 

He spoke of the ‘““Power of Imagina- 
tion;’’ not fancy, but imagination that 
affects the will, the imagination that goes 
to the heart of things and seeks for 
essential truth. Following are a few 
excerpts from his sermon: 

“The power of imagination is the 
great lever.to success in life. None of 
us can read Dante’s works without per- 
ceiving that his imaginative power is far 
superior to ours. Nobody can look up- 
on the great paintings without perceiving 
that the imaginative power of the artists 
is far ahead of ours. 

“This power of imagination in con- 
nection with the ethical life of ours is a 
power that is growing. In the days of 
the ancient Greeks sculpture was the 
predominant art; then there was the 
musical age, and then came painting, 
etc. We cannot attain unto the heights 
which these attained, but our power of 
imagination today and in the days to 
come is the power of imagination to 
place ourselves. in another man’s place 
and perceive how he thinks and how he 
feels. 

““One of the things of the old day 
was a man couldn’t see how his act af- 
fected the other man. In our day we 
see the struggle in a man’s heart and we 
see what affect our acts have on him. 

‘‘Not only unchristian men, but christ- 
ian men find within themselves a 
thousand devils to ight. What ruins we 
have in men who cannot work their 
imagination on the moral side of life!

Following the above program, which 
was much enjoyed by the gathering, 
President Mrs. Mary Lane called 
upon Com. E. P. Stanley of the Post 
for remarks. Mr. Stanley spoke in 
his characteristic way, thanking the 
corps for the pleasure of being pres- 
ent. ‘I want to thank you for your 
18 years of work,” he said, ‘‘because 
your work has undoubtedly made us 
feel younger. We have felt repaid 
many times by the kindness of the 
women. It doesn’t seem 45 years ago 
that we enlisted from this town and 
met our foe. We should feel lucky 
that we are here after the things we 
passed through. If we stopped to 
think how the women rule the home, 
and politics even, we would give them 
the credit of ruling the country in 
patriotism. This organization has 
done good for us, for yourselves and 
for the rising generation. Children 


should be taught patriotism and that 
is what you women are always teach- 
ing. No other nation has so many 
immigrants as we have here, and they 
come here to get liberty, that which 
they cannot get in any other country.” 

The president then called upon 
Comrade Enoch Crombie, saying by 
way of introduction that no anniver- 
sary could be complete without a few 
remarks from him, as he was respon- 
sible for starting the corps. Mr. 
Crombie spoke enthusiastically of the 
work now being done by the corps 
and of the struggle in the early days 
of its existence. 

Mrs. Enoch Crombie was next called 
upon. She was the first president of 
the corps and she reviewed in brief 
the early days of the organization, and 
of the deep interest she had always 
maintained not only in the corps but 
in the Post as well. She said that she 
had always been taught by her parents 
to have great interests in the boys 
and she took so much interest that 
she had taken one to take care of and 
she was now trying to teach him that 
he was growing old and must do 
better in the days to come. She was 
pleased to be able to do her little 
share to cheer and encourage the 
veterans. 

Rev. Mr. Brewster, representing 
the camp, was the next speaker. He 
said in part: ‘‘We have met in the 
name of the higher brotherhood of ex- 
perience and not of the flesh. We 
cannot appreciate the feelings with 
which the G.A.R. gather on an even- 
ing of this character, since such an 
appreciation is based on a higher 
brotherhood of experience. We often 
attempt in our books and histories to 
outline and determine experiences of 
that period, but only the men who 
pass through those stirring scenes and 
were baptized in the name of liberty, 
in the fire of the conflict, can really 
be fully informed of these things. 
Thus we have come to stand aside to- 
night and recognize there is a brother- 
hood into which we can never enter.” 

“The G.A.R. is famous for one 
thing : They were the makers of history 
—moral history. When we shall have 


forgotten the battles in which they 
participated the world will never for- 
get they freed the slaves. No one 
can understand the philosophy of his- 
tory unless he reads his Bible. It is 
here that God is seen marshalled in 
the nations, at his will bringing to 
pass the purposes of his heart through 
human instrumentality. The G.A.R. 
was used to set the standard of civili- 
zation a little higher, and it is for this 
chiefly we honor them. One thing 
stands out above all things, the red 
streak in the flag gathers up into color 
the thoughts in our hearts. It is 
through sacrifice that the nation has 
attained its greatness, and in these 
days of personal selfishness, pelf and 
graft, it is refreshing to go back in 
memory, at least, toa time when sac- 
rifice had all honor paid to it. The 
practical outworking of all this is set 
forth in the motto of this order: 
Friendship, Loyalty, Friendship for 
the soldier, Loyalty for the principles 
for which he fought, love to country 
for which he gave himself, are the 
deeds which are demanded of all 
those who affiliated themselves with 
these kindred organizations.” 

“When another 18 years have 
passed away, when the G.A.R. is no 
longer in evidence amongst us, the 
W.R.C. must enter upon a new minis- 
try if they shall carry into all the 
future years the meaning and the 
power of friendship, charity and loy- 
alty which they learned while sitting 
at the feet of the Post, they shall do 
well.” |

Business Pretty Well Cleaned up at second Adjourned Meeting this week. 
Matter of reconsidering vote relative to salaries and pay of Town Labor 


caused some discussion. 
Meeting adjourned to April 8. 


At the second adjourned meeting Wed- 
nesday evening practically all the balance 
of the business of the annual Town 
Meeting in Manchester was disposed of, 
though there are yet at least two matters 
of much importance to come up at the 
adjourned meeting in April. “These two 
matters pertain to the suit of the “‘In- 
habitants of Manchester vs. Frederick 
Burnham,’’ and an additional water sup- 
ply. 

‘The meeting this week was put through 
with the greatest despatch, lasting only 
45 minutes. Besides cleaning up a few 
odds and ends the matter of salaries again 
came up, being introduced by a motion 
to reconsider the action of a former meet- 
ing whereby the salaries of the selectmen 
were fixed for the year. 

The vote to reconsider lost 17 to 71. 
W.C. Rust then gave notice that he 
would move to reconsider the vote re- 


$500 appropriated for Celebration of the Fourth. 


garding the amount paid for town labor, 
at the next meeting. ‘This will probably 
meet with favor when taken up as Mr. 
Rust’s object is to incorporate in the 
motion fixing the pay of town labor a 
clause discriminating between resident 
and non-resident labor. “The amount to 
be paid according to vote already passed 
is $2.40 a day, which amount is much in 
excess of that paid by contractors both in 
and out of town, and the result is our 
citizens have to compete with what might 
be termed transient labor that come here 
for what they can get out of it. 

When Mr. Rust had concluded Samuel 
Knight gave notice that at the next meet- 
ing he would ask for a reconsideration of 
the vote whereby the auditor’s salary was 
to be $500. “Town Clerk Jewett said he

RAMBLING NOTES ON TREES AND SHRUBS. 


BY J.9. Wea DUNCAN 
Asst. Supt. of the Boston Parks and Gardens. 


(The following excerpts are from a paper by Mr. Duncan before the North Shore Horticultural 


Society at their meeting last Friday evening—Ep. ) 


Within the last two decades remarkable 
advancement has been made in out-door 
gardening in almost every section of the 
country. This has caused more attention 
to be paid to all kinds of hardy plants, and 
especially to trees and shrubs; and the 
gardener, to properly fill his position, 
must have a good idea of fine landscape 
effects, and a thorough knowledge of the 
many hardy plants that may be required 
for the ornamentation of the place of 
which he may have charge. Not only 
should he be familiar with the varieties, 
but, if he does not verse himself in the 
practical methods of cultivation, he will 
not only prove himself incapable of hold- 
ing his position, but, perhaps, do more 
damage in a few years than can be repair- 
ed in a life time. Itis for the purpose of

. giving a few hints on the management of 


the out-door home grounds that this paper 
is written. 

I have seen very few places where 
much attention has been paid to native 
woodlands; and yet in these woodlands 
there are ample opportunities for a man 
to make splendid effects of what would, 
otherwise, be a neglected wild wood. 
Where there are native woodlands that 
need attention the first work to be done 
is to judiciously thin out all dead or half- 
dead trees that may be destroying the 
health and development of others. 

It should be seen too that the trees re- 
ceive attention that will cause a renewed 
root action as well. “This may be done 
by giving a top dressing of several inches

THOUGHTS HERE AND THERE 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 

It is often said that corporations have 
no souls; but a town or any corporate 
body cannot afford to be unjust any more 
than an individual can; there is not one 
standard of right for the individual, and 
another for firms, trusts, corporations, 
towns and nations. Let justice be done, 
though the heavens fall. 

‘Peace hath its victories no less than 
war,’ and peace hath its dangers no less 
than war; but is it not the very irony of 
fate that a warship built for the destruc- 
tion of enemies should be the destruction 
on soterrible a scale of its own crew? 
‘The question arises, Why have warships 
at all? What need have civilized nations 
of armies and fleets? Why not go back, 
or forward, to the Golden Rule? Why 
not let justice, humanity, common-sense 
reign, and not greed, ambition and vio- 
lence? 

‘There is a vast difference between the 
truly comic and the merely silly, a differ- 
ence of which many people and many 
papers seem hopelessly ignorant; the 
comic, to save it from utter insipidity and 
dreariness, must have an element of san- 
ity in it. 

‘The supineness and indifference with 
which the public treats great moral issues 
and grave dangers to public morals, of 
which many examples have lately been 
seen, is owing no doubt largely to the mat- 
erlalism of the day. 

Many things have served of late to dis- 
credit expert testimony, so-called, if not 
to make it ridiculous; many people can- 
not help feeling that an ounce of com- 
mon-sense is worth a pound of expert 
knowledge that boasts such great things. 

Building castles in Spain is generally 
considered a thriftless and disappointing 
employment; but it may furnish innocent 
occupation to those who are never likely 
to build castles anywhere else, provided 
they do not addle their brains with great 
expectations never to be realized. 

We cannot hope to make the world 
better by Act of Parliament; public sen- 
timent may mould legislation, but legis- 
lation will not outrun public sentiment;

NOTES ON TREES AND SHRUBS. 


Continued from first page, second column 


of loam, the quantity of which, will, of 
course, depend upon circumstances. [| 
do not wish it to be understood that I re- 
commend the cutting out of all under- 
brush; far from it, for there are many 
places where gardener’ s artistic taste may 
come in, by planting shade-loving shrubs 
and plants. It is in the planting of these, 
too, that much forethought and good 
judgement must be shown, so that they 
will be in harmony with their surround- 
ings. No better teacher can be found 
than Nature for this class of work, and, 
by giving Nature a little study, we will 
soon see why those rhododendrons do 
not thrive under those pines, or why those 
azaleas look so poorly and so out of place 
amongst those spruces. 

The bordering of native woodlands for 
effect with dwarf flowering trees or oran- 
mental shrubs should receive much atten- 
tion, for what could be finer than season- 
able effects of these against the woodland 
background, when looking acrossagreens- 
ward. For effective plantings of this 
kind we have such a host of suitable sub- 
jects. 

It is too seldom the case that enough 
attention is given to the proper manner 
of planting trees and shrubs. Why they 
do not thrive better is often wondered at, 
not only by the owner of the place, but 
by the very men who plant them. I be- 
lieve that every estate should have its 
own little nursery, and that before plants 
are put in there permanent locations they 
should have, at least, one year in that 
little spot where they will get a chance 
for proper care with the pruning knife, 
and have an opportunity to make those 
fibrous roots that are required to make 
a healthy growth when put in their per- 
manent locations. 

Spring is the most suitable time to plant 
all kinds of trees and shrubs, althought 
some species may do well enough if 
planted during the autumn, yet, in most

locations, better results will be obtained 
if the planting i is done in the spring. 

The pruning of trees and shrubs is 
something that needs the most careful 


consideration. How often do we see 
shrubs all cut and butchered all into the 
self-same shape? and, in fact, we can 
hardly tell until we look closely what the 
shrubs are. Trees require very little 
pruning after they have got properly 
started. 

All the pruning that needs to be done 
with such shrubs as the Viburnums, Cor- 
nuses, Deutzias, Wielelas, Ligustrums, 
etc., is to cut out occasionally any of the 
older branches, to give an opportunity 
for new growth; and this pruning may 
be better done in summer time or after 
the plants have passed the blooming sea- 
son.

Haskell; matron, 
Mrs. Haskell; salary, $375; served 
here 18 years. No assistance. Total 
annual cost $2151.50; net, $1077.72. 
Wooden building, with iron _ fire- 
escapes and other fire protection. No 
sitting-room ; 10 sleeping rooms, with 
12 beds. No bath room. Weekly 
bathing insisted on. No water-closet; 
two privies. Heating by hot water. 
Lighting by oil. No separation of 
sexes. Eight inmates; five men and 
three women. One man and one 
woman do light work. Ages: two 
between 40 and 50; two between 50 
and 60; one between 60 and 70; one 
between 70 and 80; two between 80 
and 90. All inmates permanent. 
Two have relatives in town. Two 
men idiotic; one woman a cripple. 
Nine acres of land ; sixacres ploughed; 
six acres tilled. Chief products: milk 
and vegetables. Prescribed register 
kept. 

Since the above report was com- 
piled by the state board the number 
of persons at the poor farm has been 
decreased by the death of John Fox 
Flowers and Mrs. Jane James. Two 
bath rooms with all modern con- 
veniences have been installed, a tele- 
phone has been put in and electric 
lights will be installed very soon. 
“Idiotic” is a rather strong word to 


apply to any of the inmates of the 
poor farm.

3 of 
White beach, the same to be reserved 
for the use of the Poor-Farm ; that the 
location of the bathhouses and the re- 
moval of sand be left with the select- 
men ; that the selectmen have charge 
of the building and grounds at Tuck’s 
Point and the same regulations be in 
force as last year, a keeper to be ap- 
pointed by the selectmen to have the 
care of the buildings and grounds, to 
open and close the buildings, keep the 
grounds and premises clean and in 
good order; the use of the building 
and grounds to be free to the citizens 
of the town; any three legal voters 
applying to the selectmen in writing 
can have the use of the building for 
one day, they being responsible for 
any damage while in their care; the 
selectmen to offer a reward of $25 
for any malicious damage. 

Art. 45. It was voted to add a 
street light on Pleasant street, one on 
Friend’s court, two on Proctor street, 
and one on Summer street extension. 
The last was moved by P. H. Boyle 
and this.brought out some discussion. 

Art. 48. $400 was appropriated for

Under the-vote taken if our authori- 
ties have to hire any help that comes 
along they have to pay 30 cents an 
hour. My idea is to give the citizens 
of the town the regular pay,—30 cents, 
but transients shall be paid differently. 
That leaves it in the hands of the au- 
thorities who hire labor. The con- 
tractors pay 15 or 20 cents. We hire 
from them and have to pay 30 cents. 
It isn’t right; we ought to discrimi- 
nate between the citizens and tran- 
sents.” 

Samuel Knight gave notice that he 
would move for a ‘‘reconsideration of 


the vote whereby we agreed to pay 


the auditor $500.” 

Town Clerk Jewett said he was of 
the opinion from what he had read on 
such matters that a reconsideration of 
a vested right is a far different matter 
from what is not vested. He thought 
this could not be reconsidered. 

Mr. Knight said that the matter of 
increase of 100% in the auditor’s sal- 
ary was unexpected by us and unex- 
pected and entirely unlooked for on 


his (the auditor’s) part. In addition, 
he said, “‘We have voted to buy a ma- 
chine to do part of the man’s work. 
At the time we voted to increase his 
salary we didn’t know we would pur- 
chase that.

The Appropriation Committee of the Town Reports favorably on the 


Matter. 


Thev recommend Appropriations covering $35,133.50. 


Matter to come up second week in April. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Manchester: 

The Appropriation Committee have 
considered .carefully, the appropriations 
called for under Article 27 of the Town 
Warrant relating to the matter of addition- 
al water supply and make the following 
recommendations : — 

We recommend that the own accept 
the Beaver Dam Meadow plan as an ad- 
ditional water supply, and that the water 
be brought from that location through 
Essex road, School street and private land 
to the large well at the pumping station; 
and appropriate the sum of $16,605. 

We recommend the removal of small 
plant at the pumping station to Beaver 
Dam Meadow, near location of wells, 
and the erection of a suitable building for 
same; and the appropriation of the sum 
of $5,000 for this work. 

We recommend 12 additional driven 
wells on the western side of Essex road, 
in Cedar Swamp; including main pipe 
and connection with pump, and the ap- 
propriation of $5,800 for this work. 

We recommend that the Town take 
up the option on the Gentlee land at 
the Beaver Dam Meadow, 6.589 acres; 
and appropriate the sum of $1,147.25. 

We recommend that the Town take 
up the option on the Knight land at 
Beaver Dam, 1.31 acres, and appropri- 
ate the sum of $ 5327.50. 

We recommend that the Town take 
up the option on the Sturgis land at Bea- 
ver Dam, .233 acres; and appropriate 
the sum of $58.25.

Pond as an additional water supply.

S. Hanks, de- 
livered before the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce on “The Growth of Cor- 
porate Wealth and its effect upon us 
as Individuals.” Mr. Hanks is now 
having published a book entitled 
“Our Plymouth Forefathers,’’ which 
is to be sold as a subscription book at 
$2.50 a volume. 


Boom Manchester! We very gladly 
fall in line with the sentiment of the 
article in last week’s Manchester 
Cricket, and say ‘“‘boom Manchester.” 
Not particularly because we think 
Manchester is falling behind and 
needs booming, but because the good 
things said of and done by a town or 
a community, as in the case of an in- 
dividual, cannot fail to do good. Man- 
chester is gaining a reputation the 
world over as one of the prettiest 
spots in the country. Some of the 
most prominent people in the country 
come here to spend the summer 
months. But we want more of them. 
Now that practically all the seashore 
property is taken up, we should make 
an extra effort to place our hills and 
wooded property away from the shore 
on the market. This has already been 
done in many cases. Every wood 
drive opened up, too, helps the town 
just that much. Money spent in this 


way must surely bring returns sooner 
or later. 


Another way in which Manchester 
can give itself a good boost, is to look 
out for its beaches. People come 
here from all over the country and 
exult in our excellent sea views, our 
beautiful beach and -the delightful 
bathing. But many wonder that 
there is no pavilion at the beach,—no 


public. bath-house. Our board of 
park commissioners have moved very 
wisely in this matter and they are to 
present plans at the adjourned Town 
Meeting that will call for a combined 
bath house and pavilion that will be 
115x45 feet. We do not know just 
what the estimated cost of this is, but 
whatever the cost—assuming that it 
is right—we believe the town should 
adopt the plan and instruct the com- 
missioners to erect a building. We 
believe that an attractive building 
would more than earn its cost in good 
advertising for the town within a few 
years. It would help to boom Man- 
chester. 


Whatever may be the attitude of 
the voters of Manchester in regard 
to the appropriations called for in the 
report of the water commissioners 
in regard to the additional supply, 
we feel that this matter should receive 
the gravest consideration on the part 
of the voters. The appropriation 
committee, who go over these matters 
carefully and we believe conscien- 
tiously, recommend that $35,138.50 
be appropriated to carry out the plans 
of the committee, and the matter will 
next be put up to the voters for 
action. A good many people are 
talking about booming Manchester. 
Now there is no better way to boom 
a town than in holding out such at- 
tractions as this,—namely, good water 
supply. True it is, the town has voted 
considerable money already this year, 


but the committee very wisely recom- 
mends that only $5,138.50 of this 
amount be paid this year, the remain- 
ing $30,000 to be raised by three 
notes of $10,000 each. This thing 
has been talked of for some time; 
now is the time to act. 


WHISPERINGS 


Mr. John W. Marshall of Manches- 
ter, has quite an interesting relic in 
two black buttons, about the size of a 
quarter, which were worn on a coat 
by his great uncle, the late Captain 
John Marshall of Beverly, at the cor- 
onation of Queen Victoria. On one 
of the buttons is worked a crown and 
on the other the letter “V.” Captain 
Marshall was one of the best known 
sea captains in his day sailing from 
Salem. At the time of the coronation 
he was on a voyage to England and 
was among the Americans honored 
by an invitation to attend the great 
event. The coat he wore was a sort 
of black broadcloth, with high velvet 
collar and on it were these buttons 
made especially for the occasion.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN 
WRITERS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


‘The name of Joseph Hall, or as he 1s 
better known Bishop Hall, is probably 
even less familiar to modern readers than 
that of George Herbert; and yet Hall 
was an instructive prose writer and a vig- 
orous poet. He was a contemporary of 
Herbert, Quarles, Lovelace and Fuller, 
having been born in 1574 and dying in 
1656, at the venerable age of eighty-two. 
He was a man of rare excellence of 
character; of profound and varied learn- 
ing and knowledge of affairs. He was 
not fitted, however, for state craft or 
church craft, and seems to have been 
utterly without worldly ambition. He 
found his greatest delight in a retired medi- 
tative life, and in the quiet scenes of a village 
parish. His pleasantest years were spent in 
his country living of Waltham; he was 
free from worldly solicitudes, the clouds 
of national distress which darkened his 
later life had not appeared in his sky, 
abundant leisure was at his command, 
and his home was the abode of happiness 
and peace. He was a studious and 
scholarly divine in an age distinguished 
for clerical students and scholars. His 
even tenor of life, howerer, was later 
broken in upon by calls to bear a part in 
public affairs. In. 1627, he became 
Bishop of Exeter, andin 1641, Bishop of 
Norwich. [he times were stormy. 
Episcopacy and Puritanism were in the 
field, both strong and equipped for the 
contest, and marshalled by able and ear- 
nest men. Bishop Hall, though a zeal- 
ous Churchman, was no bigot; he never 
forgot the christian in the prelate. He 
was a vigorous polemic and sharp disput- 
ant, as his tilts with Milton in the ecclesi- 
astical arena testify; but controversy was 
not waged in that belligerent age in the 
irenic spirit; men were accustomed to 
give and take hard blows; Milton himself 
was not the mildest of antagonists, he 
could wield language like a battle-axe as 
well as like a harp. His official life was 
marked by ability and moderation. With 
eleven of his brethren, he was deposed 
in 1642 by Parliament, under the intimid-

A movement in which many of the 
North Shore ladies are greatly interested, 
a number of them being represented on 
the board of directors, is the Mass. 
Emergency and Hygienic Association, 
and the actual results obtained by the as- 
sociation is being recognized almost every 
day. ‘This is the hospital that the Vin- 
cent club girls give their vaudeville per- 
formance for every spring. “he particu- 
lar part of the work to which we call at- 
tention is the department of instruction 
to attendants, Vincent Memorial hospital, 
44 Chambers street, Boston. 

‘The purpose of this department is the 
training of women to be attendants in the 
care of convalescents, feeble or elderly 
persons, and subacute and chronic cases. 

The course of instruction embraces a 
period of twelve weeks, devoted to class 
work, and practical work in hospital. 
There is an examination at the end of the 
course. A certificate is given to those 
who pass such an examination. No pu- 
pil will be admitted under twenty or over 
forty years of age, except by special per- 
mission of the committee. The work 
of an attendant tothe sick requires intelli- 
gence, good temper, cleanly and orderly 
habits, entire trustworthiness, and a cheer- 
fuland willing disposition. No one should 
enter this work except with a strong 
sense of duty and a readiness to conform 
to strict rules of discipline and obedience. 
An education equivalent to that of a 
grammar school course is necessary for 
admission. Pupils must present refer- 
ences of high character and general in- 
telligence. [he pupils who wish to ob- 
tain certificates must be prepared to give 
their whole time to the work of the 
course. ‘The character of this work is a 
very important test of the ability of the 
pupil. A pupil will be dropped from the 
class if she absents herself without suffic- 
ient excuse, or fails to attend properly the 
patient under her charge; if she does not 
show willingness to learn, to follow the 
instructions given her, and to obey orders, 
or if she does not give satisfactory evi- 
dence of ability and character. “The hours 
are from 7.30 a. m. to 8p. m., with 
time allowed to go out to meals. The 
wards are kept neat and in order by the 
attendants, which means from two to 
four hours cleaning daily. Tuition fee, 
twenty-five dollars, to be paid in advance. 
Five dollars of this must be paid when 
applicant is accepted, the rest when the 
class begins. Pupils board and lodge at 
their own expense, outside the hospital. 
The number in each class is limited. 
Classes will begin at intervals of six 
weeks.

Dear Sir: I write to ask if you will 
undertake the construction of a dupli- 
cate of the model of the steamer 
Savannah, which is now in the Na- 
tional Museum. I enclose for your 
information a description of the vessel, 
and a photograph. It is necessary 
that the model should be completed 
in June, and I want you to give me an 
estimate for it completed, packed and 
ready for shipment. Should you pre- 
fer doing it in Washington, I could 
furnish you the necessary workshop 
and turning lathe. Please let me have 
your reply by wire. You should also 
confirm it by letter.

The steamship Savannah was the 
first steamship to cross the Atlantic. 
This ship was built by Francis 
Fickett, at Corlear’s Hook, N.Y., and 
was launched Aug. 22, 1818. Origin- 
ally designed as a sailing ship to run 
as a packet to Havre, France, she was 
purchased before completion and fitted 
with steam engines and adjustable 
paddle wheels. Her capacity was 75 
tons of coal, 25 cords of wood. 

She was a wooden, carvel-built keel 
ship; she carried a full ship rig. 
Length over all, 120 feet; water line, 
116 feet; beam, 29 feet; depth of 
hold; 13 féeet;.Gane 
$50,000. 

The Savannah made her first trip in 
1819, leaving Savannah, Ga., May 22, 
and arriving in Liverpool June 20. As 
she neared the British coast she was 
mistaken for a ship on fire. 

The designs for the model were 
based on a careful study of contempo- 
raneous sailing vessels and the litho- 
graph published shortly subsequent to 
the building of the Savannah.

ating effect of the popular outcry, ‘““No 
Bishops;’’ but no spot ever sullied his 
fair fame. The remainder of his life 
was spent in retirement. 

Bishop Hall is little known as a poet, 
but that he possessed no mean poetic gift 
appears evident from his Satires which 
are full of animation, of strong coloring, 
with traces of genuine humor. ‘They 
are, however, deformed by obscurities, 
a remote phraseology and abrupt express- 
ions, such as repel most modern readers; 
the subjects, also, and the whole atmo- 
sphere, are foreign to modern life and 
modes of thought. “The dictum of Wal- 
ton that they are “‘marked by a classical 
precision to which English poetry had 
yet rarely attained,” seems somewhat 
exagerated; but Pope esteemed them the 
best poetry and truest satire in the lan- 
guage. 

It is upon his prose works that Hall’s 
fame chiefly rests. For solidity and en- 
during value, they have seldom been sur- 
passed. We see him at his best, per- 
haps, in his ‘‘Contemplations on the 
Historical Passages of the Old and New 
Testaments.’’ For richness of thought, 
originality of conception, and felicity of 
illustration, this work ranks high in Eng- 
lish literature. It reminds one of an old 
garden, somewhat formal and artificial, 


but rich in flowers and fruits. It is as 
picturesque as an ivy-covered castle, full 
of antithesis and surprises, but withal of 
charming simpuicity and solid wisdom. 
One hardly knows which more to admire, 
the author’s profound learning or his 
deeply devotional spirit, the vigor of the 
thought or the beauty of the diction; the 
apples are gold, but the basket that con- 
tains them is silver. Quotations might 
be made from every page, showing the 
mingled shrewdness and piety, the spark- 
ling wit and the serious gravity of the 
versatile writer. 

The life of Bishop Hall was that of a 
scholar; he passed delightful days “‘in 
so many improvements of reason, in such 
sweetness of knowledge, in such variety of 
studies, insuch1 importunity of thoughts,”’ 
that life was never wearisome, but filled 
with constant refreshment and solace. 
He found a constant spring of comfort 
in his literary activity; his study was a 
retreat in which he found peace amid the 
political and ecclesiastical turmoil around 
him; and that study was not only a haven 
of rest, but a work-room filled with books 
that were his tools as well as his com- 
panions. He might have written with 
Southey: 

““My days among the dead are passed; 
Around me I behold, 

W here’ er these casual eyes are cast, 
The mighty minds of old; 

My never-failing friends are they, 

With whom I converse day by day.’”’ 


Bishop Hall was a laborious, conscien- 
tious, and in the language of his time 
a painful preacher. At Waltham, for 
sixteen years, as before at Halstead, he 
preached thrice in the week. “‘Yet 
never,’’ he says, ‘‘durst I climb into the 
pulpit to preach any sermon, whereof | 
had not before penned every word in the 
same order wherein | hoped to deliver 
it, although in the expression | listed not 
to be a slave to syllables;’’ apparently 
combining thoughtful preparation with 
freedom of delivery. 

Bishop Hall was a man of peace in an 
age of controversy; he loved the country 
with its retirement, for which his nature 
seemed better fitted than for the distrac- 
tions and cares of office. ““The court 
is for honor, the city for gain, the coun- 
try for quietness; a blessing that need 
not, in the judgment of the wisest, yield 
to the other two.’’ ‘The atmosphere in 
which this good man lived, and in which 
he found the inspiration which breathes 
throughout his pages, was one of content- 
ment and humility, of nicessant activity 
and of conscientious service. He sought 
no human applause, but when he passed 
over, in the fulness of years, of wisdom, 
and of goodness, how the trumpets must 
have sounded for him on the other side.

There was a good sized con- 
gregation out to hear Rev. Fay Tyler 
of Norwood, N.Y., who supplied in 
the pulpit for the day. 

Mr. Tyler preached a strong and 


able sermon on “The Living Christ,” 


taking for his text ‘“‘Of the increase 
of his government there shall be no 
end.” (Isa. 9:7). He said in part : 

“This is the brightest morn there 
comes to the Christian church. There 
is no fairer day in the whole church 
calendar. This is the day of life, not 
of death ; that bids us not only hope of 
universal life, but belief in it, —for it is 
the day when Jesus Christ did break 
the shackles that held him captive. 

“It is the very inherent quality of 
life to enlarge itself. ‘I am the way, 
Let us think 
of life with its expansive quality, and 
let us think of Jesus Christ as the 
giver of that life as well as the highest 
exponent of it. 

“Easter is more than a memorial, 
more than a day with divine hopes. 
Easter is the suggestion that inasmuch 
as Christ lived, we live; that our 
Christ is a living Christ, not a dead 
Christ ; and a present Christ, not an 
absent Christ ; a victorious Christ, not 
vanquished. 

“Men have always acknowledged 
the greatness of Christ in other days. 
That pierced hand lifted governments 
off their hinges and is still governing 
nations. The one great force back of 
human life is in the life of that lowly 
Nazarene that lived 1900 years ago. 

“The history of the world has been 
the history of a succession of leaders. 
In all that seems to have entered into 
the progress of the race there seems 
to have been a succession of leaders. 
Christ comes and stands today and 
Says the same words to you he said to 
his disciples. 

“Jesus Christ is the profoundest 
force in human life today ; the world 
has need of his leadership. What is it 
that distinguishes the civilized man 
from the uncivilized? The civilized 


man has learned how to use himself 
and his own life and the peers of the 
nations about him ; the savage never 
learned that lesson; he drifted with 
the tide. 

“Christianity has made the richest 
contribution in the suggestion of the 
idea that the spirit of Jesus Christ 
has entered into all the complicated 
forms of life. 

“We can see the power of Jesus 
Christ in the fact that he is now the 
leader. There is a power of convic- 
tion that Jesus Christ is the saving 
power in human life today,—the re- 
deemer of human life, a living Christ 
unseen by human life but a power in 
the affairs of life. Honor him with 
immortal glory !” 


The church, was very effectively 
decorated with flowers about the altar, 
the decorations including Easter lilies, 
cyclamen, dracenas, geraniums, prim- 
roses, marguerites, palms, and a beau- 
tiful large azalea with scores of its 
pink blooms.

When- 
ever the leaders of Israel wished to 
impress upon the mind and heart of 
the nation the truth of their covenant 
to God, they dramatically pointed 
backward to that crisis in the history 


of Israel when the waves of the Red 
Sea gave back before the Jehovah’s 
arm. The glory of the New Testa- 
Men Csism thes nesurrection. of “Jesus 
Christ. The messages of the apostles 
thrill with the story of the marvellous 
fact of the resurrection and every 
where through out the history of the 
early church, the pathos and passion 
of the crucifixion are blended with the 
splendor and glory of the resurrection. 

“Despite the tact that these two 
revelations of the power and grace of 
God are so separated in time and 
place, there is, nevertheless, a strik- 
ing similarity in their situation and 
teaching. In the case of the former 


the defeat of the Divine plan for the 


future of Israel] seemed inevitable. 
The great sea rolled stolidly before 
the hosts of Israel, walling them away 
from the glorious folks that had cen- 
tered in the promised land. It 
seemed as though the enemy would 
certainly triumph; the armies of 
Egypt were hastening to the prey. It 
was a glorious instance of God’s de- 
livering power. Very similar is the 
teaching of the resurrection of our 
Lordy lt? scemed* evidentothat the 
Divine plan had ‘suffered defeat. The 
Christ of God was dead, the enemy 
he had come to destroy had rolled its 
flood of darkness over him, locking 
away the hopes of man in its grim 
and ghastly vault. 

“The resurrection was a matchless 
instance of God’s delivering power ; 
themskies: weretrent,. the angel -de- 
scended, spurned with his foot the 
stone before the tomb, sent it crash- 
ing to the earth with Caesar’s seal 
upon it, and the God of glory was 
ushered forth to the light and joy of 
Easter day. 

“To understand, however, the un- 
rivaled superiority to every other fact 
recorded in history, two facts only 
need to be grasped and held: first, 
the fact of the resurrection though 
unique, no one was ever raised 
from the dead as Jesus was; second, 
the teachings of the resurrection is 
thoroughly sublime. In no other 
religion is the resurrection of the 
body so much as hinted at. 

“We must be in him in order to 
partake of him. Jesus is this type of 
the harvest yet to be. We must all 
taste death. as he did. We shall be 
raised from the dead as he was raised, 
and this same body shall be glorified.”

TOWN MEETING. 


Manchester Voters Decided not to continue 
law suit against Mr. Burnham. Matter 
consumed all time of Monday Evening 
Session. 


Two more sessions of the annual 
Town Meeting in Manchester were held 
this week, one on Monday and the other 
on Tuesday evening. Atthe first only 
one matter came up, the question of 
whether or not the lawsuit of the Town 
against Frederick Burnham should be dis- 
continued. On Tuesday evening so few 
voters were present as a result of the 
storm that the meeting adjourned after a 
ten minutes’ session. 

‘The vote on the matter of lawsuit was 
strongly in favor of discontinuing the suit, 
which, in fact, was very generally con- 
ceded beforehand. Counsel for both 
sides were present and a very compre- 
hensive view of the case was given, Mr. 
Underwood, for the town, giving a clear 
explanation of the case from the legal 
standpoint. 

It will be recalled that a gravel pit had 
been dug along the line of Arbella street 
for about 200 feet on the land of Fred- 
erick Burnhamand that the selectmen had 
asked Mr. Burnham to erect a fence in 
accordance with the town by-laws, that 
Mr. Burnham declined to do this unless 
forced to do so, and the selectman filed 
a bill in equity against him to compel 
him to erect a fence and also to compel 
him, in removing gravel from the land, 
to avoid injuring the street surface. The 
case was dismissed by the court after a 
week’s trial. 

Whatever may be the legal. bearings 
of the case the town voted that it be drop- 
ped and that the suit not be carried to 
higher court, and virtually instructed the 
selectman not to enforce the town by-law 
on this matter at least. 

Counsel for both sides were present 
and each was granted the privilege of the 
floor for twenty minutes. The discuss- 
ion lasted until 9.30 when the meeting 
adjourned until Tuesday night. 

The question of additional water sup- 
ply was to come up Tuesday evening, 
but so few were out the meeting adjourn-

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At the Town meeting next week 
the question will be put up to the 
Manchester voters of deciding be- 
tween Gravelly Pond and the driven 
well system as an additional water 
supply. The latter is recommended 
by the majority of the appropriation 
committee and the former by the min- 
ority. Assuming that we must have 
an additional supply and that action 
will be taken one way or the other, 
the question will be between a pond 
water and underground water. Which 
do the citizens want? The board of 
water commissioners have been work- 
ing on this matter for several years. 
They thought they could see an 
answer to their efforts in the under- 


ground supply at Beaver Dam. The 


state board would not give their sanc- 
tion until certain experiments and 
tests had been made. These have 
been made and they recommend the 
Beaver Dam project. Now it is 
thought by some that this. Beaver 
Dam supply would simply mean tap- 
ping the present supply and conse- 
quently they favor some other means, 
namely, Gravelly Pond. Manchester 
has justly been able to boast of its 
water, but what will be the effect if 
we go to the expense of bringing pond 
water to the town? Will our summer 
residents look upon this with favor? 
Wouldn’t it be better to follow out 
the recommendations of our water 
board and the state board and adopt 
the Beaver Dam plan, so-called. 


Our Manchester Senator 


A central and conspicuous figure on 
Beacon Hill, Boston,during the present 
session of the legislature is Senator 
“ Jim’”’ Shaw of the third Essex Dis- 
trict who although no novice in pol- 
itics is serving his first year under the 
Gilded Dome. 

While but a first year man there is 
no member more popular and better 
known among the legislators and em- 
ployees at the State House than Sen- 
ator Shaw, who is busy early and late 
in attendance at committee hearings 
and sessions of the Senate. 

Shaw stands forth as an able leader 
and one of influence and he has dem- 
onstrated rare ability thus far, holding 
important positions on the committee 
on ways and means, committee on 
rules and committee on military of 
which he is chairman. 

Essex’s senator is one those men 
who believes in doing. -He has cer- 
tainly made himself conversant with 
the needs of his constituents, so that 
his district is being represented in on 
doubtful or quiescent manner. 

Shaw has been especially active in 
behalf of the clammers of Newbury- 
port, and his so-called clam bill which 
would give clammers a privilege of dig- 
ging shell fish on Sunday seems to be 
a popular measure. He has taken 
active interest in the appropriation bill 
which provides for the expenditure of 
$10,000 to meet the national appropri- 
ation to dredge Essex River and is 
hopeful of getting another appropri- 
ation to dredge the harbor at Man- 
chester where he resides. 

The so-called armory bill has been 
given close attention by the senator, 
and his committee has reported favor- 
able, whereby the state shall assume 
control of all armories, thus relieving 
the cities and towns of their present 
burdens. The passage of such a bill 
would be gladly heralded by Glouces- 
ter, Lawrence and Haverhill who at 
the present time have big buildings on 
their hands. It seems reasonable at 
the present time to believe that the bill 
will pass both houses and become a 
law. 

The attention of Republican leaders 
is being directed on Shaw who during 
his short term of office has made good. 
He promises to be a factor in the Re- 
publican administration and at present 
is a close and important figure in the 
administration. Frequently he has 
been called into consultation by “His 
Excellency” on important measures. 
Amid a great stress of business he has 
found time to devote time to state af- 
fairs, and his important business and 
political connections here and there 
have made him a valuable servant to 
his constituency. Personally he is one 
of those big hearted fellows, cordial, 


approachable and agreeable. Heisa 
hard worker and knows how to accom- 
plish things, and his fairness as a busi- 
ness man and a politician which has 
been his business acumen has made 
him popular and a factor. 

Will Shaw be a candidate to succeed 
Congressman Gardner when the latter 
retires is a question being asked among 
politicians of the sixth congressional 
district? It is admitted that he is 
made up of the proper kind of material 
necessary for a Congressional candi- 
date, but the senator will not commit 
himself one way or the other. He 
says it is a little too early to consider 
the matter of Congress with such a 
volume of business before the state 
legislature. 

But in the meanwhile his career is 
being closely followed.

ed till next Tuesday. : 

Next week there will be several other 
matters beside the water question if there 
is time, namely, the matter of a pavilion 
at Singing Beach and the matter of re- 
considering the vote on salaries of offic- 
ers.

What was Said and Done 
at Manchester Town Meeting. 


Monday evening, Apr. 8, meeting 
called to order by Moderator Allen at 
7.40. 

Art. 53—-Town of Manchester vs. 
Burnham lawsuit,—was taken up im- 
mediately. 

C. C. Dodge asked how this article 
came in the warrant. Selectman Swett 
went for the petition. 

F. J. Merrill moved that immediately 
after this matter is disposed of the meet- 
ing consider the subject matter of article 
27, additional water. Voted. 

The moderator read the petition for 
Art. 53 and the name of the signers, the 
petition being advanced by friends of 
Mr. Burnham. ; 

W. C. Rust: “‘T don’t suppose there 
are a dozen persons in the hall who: un- 
derstand what this lawsuit is about and I 
move that counsel on each side have 20 
minutes each for discussion of this case. 
We don’t expect the counsel to go in- 
to every detail of the law, but state plain 
matter of fact.’’ 

F. K. Hooper thought the selectmen 
might make some sort of a statement 
first. He thought the town was entitled 
to a statement of some kind before the 
counsel were heard from. (Applause). 

Mr. Swett said the only report the 
board had to make was found on pages 
175-6 of the Town Report. That had 
been very carefully prepared and he did- 
n't have anything further to say. He 
read the report from the book, which 
clearly stated the case. 

Counsel McNierny for Mr. Burnham 
was them called. Mr. Rust suggested 
that he take the stage, but the lawyer 
thanked the gentleman, saying he would 
rather be on the ground floor among the 
people. He then went on to say in part: 

“As I first read that report(the select- 
men’s) I thought I could detect the handi- 
work of counsel. You get the impress- 
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ion from it that one judge decided one 
way and the other another. That is 
wrong. You ask how this article got in- 
to the warrant. Well, the selectmen 
didn’t do it. I'll tell you how it was 
done. ‘The first of January I made up 
my bill to Mr. Burnham. It was some- 
thing like $700. My conscience prick- 
ed me a little and I thought it wasn’t 
right for this thing to go on and this man 
be called upon to stand this and other ex- 
pense if the case were carried farther. [ 
thought this thing ought to be brought be- 
fore the town. Your selectmen think 
they are competent to take up a lawsuit. 
If this sort of thing is allowed why can’t 
they keep on and bring other lawsuits. I 
did feel interested in my client and I 
thought you would feel interested in just- 
ice and right. 


“*Brother Underwood had all the help 
in his office going through all the laws of 
England, Scotland, Canada, and I may 
add the Fiji Islands trying to find a case 
to fit ours. What did I do? I had todo 
my work myself. 

*‘Now wouldn’t Mr. Burnham sup- 
pose that the town would take some act- 
ion or call a town meeting before going 
into a suit of this kind? ~ They waited 
for counsel to get home from Europe but 
they didn’t have time to call a town meet- 
ing(Applause). But Mr. Burnham was 
not so easy as they thought he was. 

““Mr. Burnham was brought into court 
and treated unjustly.

Mr. Underwood was next called. 
He started by reviewing the whole

‘A few years after the layout 
of the road,” he said, “Mr. Burnham 
began to dig a gravel pit along the 
road. Itis about 15 feet deep and 
comes to within three feet of the road 
in some places. It is an obvious dan- 
ger totravelers. It is an abnormally 
dangerous place. The selectmen had 
The real important 


_ question was as to the construction 


of the fence. The town was liable for 


damages due to falling over the street 


into the ditch. The town by-laws said 
that Mr. Burnham should construct a 
fence, and these by-laws are for your 
officers to go by. The board went to 
Mr. Burnham in the summer to see 
what he woulddo. They asked him to 
put up a fence. He said ‘Not until 
I’m obliged to.’ Under those circum- 
stances the selectmen have a right to 


_ put this up to a disinterested tribunal. 


“They asked him about digging and 


he said that he proposed to dig as long 


as he could and was sorry he had sold 
the corner lot because he could get 
more for the gravel. Mr. Burnham 
has his right on his land, and the se- 
lectmen have their duty. If Mr. 
Burnham has the right to dig there, 
you ought to buy a sufficient strip of 
land to protect your street; if he 
can’t dig he ought to know it. No- 
body could decide it but a tribunal. 
“The selectmen in instituting this 


suit were only carrying out the by- 


laws. You have never repealed this 


_ by-law. To vote to discontinue that 
- Suit means to say to your board that 
you don’t mean to have your by-laws 


enforced ; you mustn’t carry out the 
by-laws unless you get an order from 
the town to do so.”

Lewis Killam moved that 10 min- 
utes be allowed Mr. McNierny to reply 
to the argument of the counsel for the 
town.

Town Clerk Jewett read of a similar 
case, or at least the nearest he could 
find after much reading to one in 
hand.

F. K. Hooper: ‘‘ If this case is dis- 
missed and the matter remains as it 
was, and Mr. Burnham feels he has 
the right to take away gravel, it leaves 
the town in a bad shape. Now the 
question is whether we wish to settle 
this matter or let the other fellow 
settle it, or wait tillit comes up again.” 

C. O. Howe repeated his former 
question whether it wouldn’t be better 
to have called a special town meeting. 

A. Morley moved that the town dis- 
miss the case and let some other larger 
town settle the matter. 

The moderator ruled his motion out 
of order. 

Dr. Tyler: ‘Suppose the gravel pit 
had been there before the street was 
put through, or that the hill sloped 
sharply, who would have to build the 
fencer 

Mr. Underwood: ‘ This by-law ap- 
plies not to the natural conditions but 
to unnatural conditions.

The question of additional water sup- 
ply for Manchester occupied all of the 
‘Tuesday evening session of the adjourn- 
ed meeting this week and part of the 
Wednesday evening session. It was de- 
cided to investigate Gravelly Pond as a 
possible solution of the question, and 
the Beaver Dam Meadow project on 
which the town has already spent $10, 
000 in making experiments is thrown 
overboard, so to speak, for the present. 

A committee was appointed to petition 
the legislature for the right to take water 
from Gravelly Pond and to make all the 
necessary investigation, analyses of water, 
etc., in shape to report to the town fully 
at a special meeting later on.

THOUGHTS HERE AND THERE 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Spring, with its coy advances and sud- 
den retreats, with its changeful and 
coquettish moods, will always be a favor- 
ite with the poets; partly, perhaps, be- 
cause of its very capriciousness; and with 
all its fickleness, Spring has in it the pro- 
mise of Summer, it will give place in due 
time to sunny days and golden harvests, 
as hoydenish maidens often steady down 
into sedate and home-loving matrons. 

Longfellow wrote, perhaps, few finer 
short pieces than ‘‘The Arsenal at Spring- 
field,’’ in which he protested against the 
most widespread evil of our time. Many 
tell us that his vision of universal disarm- 
ament is only a dream, and a dangerous 
one at that; but it is to be hoped that 
there are others who will dream it, until 
the world will have no need of arsenals 
and forts, and war’s great organ will no 
longer shake the skies. 

This is an age of slang; we have a 
surfeit of it in the papers, on the street, 
in school-rooms, in college-halls, every- 
where; there is danger that an noble 
heritage of English undefiled become 
debased and the power to speak the 
language in its purity a lost art, unless the 
schools and people of taste set their faces 
as a flint against the prevalent custom. 

With its many importations from other 
languages and the coinage of new words 
required by our advancing civilization, it 
would seem that our English tongue is 
rich and copious enough to express 
thought with force and picturesqueness 
without resorting to the often meaning- 
less and silly vocabulary of slang. 

To be able to serve our generation in 
however humble a way is something to 
be profoundly thankful for, in these days 
of useless wealth and idle leisure, of 
meretricious display and gilded imbecility. 

There wasa time in the history of 
Israel when “‘every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes;’’ that was the 
time of the supremacy of the ‘‘unwritten 
law;’’ there are some who seem anxious 
to get back to that condition of barbarism; 
why do they not emigrate to New Guinea 
or some other corner of the earth where

Fruit trees, small fruits, 
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Electric Power to be Substituted for 
Steam on the Gloucester Branch? 


Is the Gloucester branch of the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad to be equipped 
with electricity? 

For sometime it has been rumored that 
one of.the numerous branches of the 
system would substitute electric for steam 
power and there has been much specu- 
lation as to which branch it would be. 
The Cape Ann News has the following to 
say on the matter: 

Recent developements make it highly 
probable that the Gloucester branch will 
be the first to be equipped with electric- 
ity and that during the coming summer 
electric trains will be run with great fre- 
quency between Rockport and Beverly. 

In talking with a prominent B. & M. 
official recently in Boston, the subject of 
substituting .electricity for steam was 
broached by a News reporter, and the 
official in reply said: “‘If the B. & M. 
carry out their plans this summer you 
will probably be riding in electric cars 
over the Gloucester branch before many 
months. ‘The road has had in contem- 
plation for some time the equipment of 
one or more of its branches with elec- 
tricity and if the experiment proves suc- 
cessful electric power will gradually sup- 
plant steam on all the important branches 
of the road. 

“The Gloucester branch has practic- 
ally been decided upon as the best strip 
of road upon which to try the experiment

of running electric trains. In the summer 
time there are many thousand visitors 
along the North Shore from Beverly to 
Rockport and every year the number in- 
creases. ‘hey demand a more frequent 
service between stations than we can af- 
ford to give them with steam trains and 
it is with the idea of meeting this demand 
that the company has decided to equip 
the branch with electricity. 

“*The double tracking of the road from 
Magnolia to Gloucester will be pushed 
ahead rapidly now that the weather is 
getting settled, and I expect that by the 
middle of the summer electric trains will 
be running over the branch. The cars 
would probably be attached to the through 
trains at Beverly for Boston and the re- 
sult would be a much better service for 
the people living along the Gloucester 
branch, than they now enjoy.’’

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


Satisfactory Results obtained 
in Moth War at Manchester 


The second annual report of Supt. 
Kirkland for the suppressing of the 
gypsy and brown-tail moths recently 
issued contains the following on Man- 
chester, which bespeaks the good 
work of the local superintendent, 
William Young : 

“The work of destroying the brown- 
tail and gypsy moths on private prop- 
erty was prosecuted vigorously during 
the early months of 1906, the gypsy 
moth being found particularly abun- 
dant along Summer, Pine and School 
streets. In the Pine street colony the 
brush was cut, trees thinned, and the 
stone walls and ledges burned out with 
oil. This treatment gave very satis- 
factory results, since in this colony 
during the summer only two infested 
trees were found. The same methods 
were applied to the School street 
colony, and no caterpillars were found 
there. during the summer. All the 
street trees and those standing on in- 
fested private estates were burlapped 
and the burlaps carefully attended 
during the summer, with satisfactory 
results. Strange to say, — at least 
from the standpoint of one familiar 
with the possible damage by the moth 
pest,—the local superintendent met 
with considerable opposition, in the 
work-of burlapping private estates, on 
the part of several large property 
owners. It must be admitted that the 
burlap is to some extent unsightly ; 
but stripped or dead trees as a result 
of gypsy moth damage are much more 
repugnant objects. If the work is to 
succeed in Manchester, property own- 
ers must co-operate fully with the town 
and State authorities ; and it is to be 
hoped that the conditions above men- 
tioned will not prevail in 1907. 

“The woodland has been thoroughly 
scouted by the local force, and two 
important gypsy moth colonies have 
been located, — one near the Essex 
line and the other on Pleasant street 
In the former upward of 5,000 nests 
were destroyed. The woodland is 
generally infested, while the street 
trees and residential sections show a 
great improvement over last year. 

“The work of inspecting and clear- 
ing the street trees is now in progress.

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What Was Said and Done 
at Manchester Town Meeting 


The adjourned Town meeting was 
called to order at 7.40 by Moderator 
Allen. 

Art. 27, additional water supply. 
Upon request the report of the appro- 
priation committee was read,—both 
that of the majority and minority 
reports. 

Poole Merrily. syearsago, you 
instructed the water board to make a 
thorough investigation of Beaver Dam 
Meadow with a view of determining 
the amount, quality and cost of water 
to be obtained there. We have fol- 
lowed your instructions and we find 
that there is a strata of water bearing 
gravel which extends into the Essex 
territory, and also a water shed to the 
east of the road where there is ap- 
parently a_ still greater supply of 
water. We have also determined the 
amount of storage and the area it 
covers. We have determined the 
quantity, quality and cost.” The 
speaker then gave some figures as to 
the work done in conducting the tests 
showing the amount of water pumped 
from the driven wells, and arrived at 
the conclusion that 300,000 gallons a 
day can be taken from the wells. 

“We feel perfectly satisfied, and our 
engineer feels satisfied that we can 
get 300,000 gallons a day from that 
number of wells. Mr Coffin thought 
we could get a million gallons a day 
from that locality. Mr. Thorpe is a 
little more conservative. He says we 
can get 750,000 with 30 or 40 wells. 
We have no reason to doubt that this 
locality will give us a supply that will 
more than double our present supply. 

“As to the quality. The tests have 
demonstrated that there is less album- 
inoid, less nitrates, less of other min- 
erals in the water than in the present 
supply. The water is about one-half 
of one per cent harder. We have 
demonstrated we can reduce the iron 
to much below the present supply. 

“The cost is moderate. We can 
more than double the present supply 
for $30,000. We have already spent 
$10,000 or more on experiments, 

“My conclusions are that we have 


sufficient water for this town for a 
number of years,—not less than 15; 
that the quality is right and that the 
cost 1s very moderate.” 

Mr. Merrill then offered the follow- 
ing motion: 

That the Board of Water Commis- 
sioners be and they hereby are auth- 
orized to prepare and cause to be con- 
veyed through Essex road, School 
street and private lands to the large 
well at the pumping station, an addi- 
tional water supply for the town in 
accordance with the Beaver Dam 
Meadow plan, as recommended in the 
annual report of the Board of Water 
Commissioners for the year 1907, and 
that they be and hereby are authorized 
to do all the work necessary or ex- 
pedient therefor: and the sum of 
$16,605 is hereby appropriated for 
said purpose. 

F. K. Hooper seconded the motion. 

W.C. Rust said he should like to 
know why the appropriation commit- 
tee at the end of their report seemed 
to throw everything overboard and 
recommend Gravelly pond. 

C. O. Howe asks if anyone had 
analized Gravelly Pond water and 
what was the estimated cost of laying 
pipes. 

John Baker said he had favored the 
Beaver Dam plan to answer present 
demands. If Gravelly Pond water 
could be drawn down by gravity that 
would be a better scheme. 

F.P. Knight: “I didn’t sign the 
report recommending Beaver Dam 
until I had decided it was the feasible 
thing todo. I think it is the feasible 
thing t >» do now andas long as it lasts. 
Your committee had a number of 
hearings. They heard the water 
commissioners trom their standpoint. 
There are three important considera- 
tions in this matter and the engineer 
assured us that in his opinion there 
was as large a supply at Beaver Dam 
as at Gravelly Pond. He assured us 
it would cost less and also that the 
water would be of better quality, be- 
cause a ground water supply is univer- 
sally better than pond water. My 
reasons for believing that the supply 
at Beaver Dam was equal to that of 


Gravelly Pond are these: From Mr. 
Blake’s report you can gather that the 
size of the water shed of Gravelly 
Pond is about 200 acres. Beaver 
Dam is nine times that amount. Now 
the pond is supplied by springs. If 
Beaver Dam is uncertain, is not the 
supply of Gravelly Pond all the more 
uncertain because of its water shed? 


As to the quality. People who are. 


more scientific could tell you more 
than I, but the fair practical conclu- 
sions to be drawn are these: From 
50 to 60 towns now use. underground 
water. Eighteen have harder water 
than ours. About one-half have iron 
in excess of ours. As to the cost that 
is immaterial.

. T. Beaton: “This matter was 
considered very thoroughly. The en- 
tire committee was very much in favor 
of Gravelly Pond leaving out the idea 
we have got to have additional water 
for the coming year. I feel sure we 
could get much more water at Grav- 
elly Pond than we do here.” 

Mr. {Beaton moved to amend and 
substitute the report of the minority 


committee, which is to effect that a 


committee be appointed to investigate 
Gravelly Pond as an additional supply. 

G. E. Willmonton thought we 
don’t get a very good idea of what 
there is at Beaver Dam. He thought 
pumping could be kept up till doom’s 
day as long as the water pumped could 
soak down through as fast as it was 
pumped. He also thought that the 
present supply would be tapped. 

F. J. Merrill: “There is nothing 
whatever to indicate that this water 
comes from the same source. The 
water we pumped overflowed and was 
carried away by a gutter to the brook. 
We pumped 21,000 gallons an hour 
from below clay and soil. Now if the 
gentleman thinks this would filter 
down through the ground faster than 
it would flow to the brook, he has a 
very funny idea of things. Our 
pumps at the station maintained a 
normal level, and I don’t think it 


would make a particle of difference if ~ 


we did. The ground is like a sponge. 
We are putting more wells in and we 


Now is the time for the Singing of Birds. 
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can take more water out unless we put 
the wells all in the same place.” 

Dr. G. W. Blaisdell gave a clear 
talk on what he considered a good 
water should be and pointed out the 
good and bad qualities in both waters 
Hard water, he 
said, is not a healthy water. It 
Sauees, more or less trouble. He 
concluded by saying the water at 
Gravelly Pond would prove better 
than that at Beaver Dam. 

Dr. W. H. Tyler also went into de- 
tail in giving some statistics as to the 
present water, pointing out that the 
town, in his opinion, would mike a 
mistake to take the Beaver Dam water 


in preference to that of Gravelly Pond. 


John Baker thought saw mill brook 


-_ might be dammed up and use that 


water. 

E. S. Bradley spoke on the present 
water supply and thought he tavored 
a pond water. 

F. M. Andrews, superintendent of 
the water plant, said he was present to 
answer any question that might be 
asked and to correct any statement 
any one may make. 

W. C. Rust said as regards the 
water of Gravelly Pond, it was pure, and 


as regards the supply ‘‘we have been 


asked a number of times to appropri- 
ate money to experiment. I find that 
the reports of those engineers don’t 
pan out. If we've got to go to 
Gravelly Pond I think now is the time 
to do so,”’ 

F. K. Hooper prefaced his remarks 
by reading a communication to the 


_ BrRE#£ZE signed by “A Citizen,” which. 


alluded to the situation. in what he 


considered a joking way. He spoke 


of the water celebration in 1892 when 
the water was turned on and the gen- 
eral approbation of the plant at that 
time and since. He believed that it 
would be good business for the town 
to take this supply as recommended 
by the water board, as he considered 
the additional supply proposed prac- 
tically as good as the present supply. 
He didn’t know as the supply would 
last if the town kept growing as it had 
in the past ten years. The town had 
expended $10,000 along this line, and 
as the water was needed, and as it was 
a good water, he thought the town 
should take it now. 

O. T. Roberts said he was one of 
those who felt the town ought to in- 
vestigate the taking of water from 
Gravelly Pond. He didn’t see as any- 
body could oppose this proposition to 
investigate. If the investigation shall 
show that we have an abundant sup- 
ply of better water there, perhaps we 
can save the town a little money and 
the board of commissioners a little 
embarrassment. As near as he could 
remember the area of Gravelly Pond 
is 40 acres and the average depth 23 


feet. The pond holds 300,000,000 


gallons. He quoted the opinion of 
several of the shore residents on the 
matter, the general opinion being, he 
thought, in favor of Gravelly Pond. 
He didn’t think there was any imme- 
diate need of more water and the in- 
vestigation could be made this year. 

Samuel Knight asked if the water 
from the Nat. Allen spring had ever 
been analized and Mr. Merrill read the 
analysis. F. M. Andrews said in 
reply to a question by Mr. Knight 
that a greater part of the supply was 
pumped from that spring in the sum- 
mer. Mr. Knight didn’t think this 
spring ought to be given up. He 
thought if a line of wells were driven 
up through Pleasant street way it 
would be found that our present water 
comes from the direction of Gravelly 
Pond. He was of the opinion that 
water could be stored at Beaver Dam 
and in case of emergency could be 
brought down to the large well by 
gravity. 

Peo jc Merrill eT here ismo:matter 


.so vital to any town as its water. 


Unfortunately there are not many of 
us who know anything about it. But 
there are some men whose business it 
is to advise on such matters. These 
gentlemen recommend Beaver Dam. 
That is enough for me and for the 
water board. I have heard more un- 
fair statements in regard to Manches- 
ter water in the last ten days than I 
ever dreamed of.” Mr. Merrill then 
refuted some of the statements made, 
showing by way of comparison the 
high standing of Manchester waters. 

O. T. Roberts was of the opinion 
that the matter of cost should not be 
considered too much. All we ask is 
to have this matter of Gravelly Pond 
investigated. If Beaver Dam is better 
tike that. 

Dr. Tyler asked where Mr. Merrill 


got his figures. 


Mr. Merrill replied: “From the 
1904 report of the Board of Health.” 


Dr. Tylers “Well sir, this is:a1905 
book and gives entirely different 
figures.” 


The question of Mr. Beaton’s 
amendment was put and carried 83 to 
14. The motion as amended was then 
put and carried by a very large 
majority. 

F. J. Merrill offered a motion on 
the Moses Hill site for high service. 
This was already voted upon in the 
previous motion, but was again offered 
in legal form. 

Samuel Knight moved a deference 
of this until such time as we get the 
report from the committee to be ap- 
pointed. 

M. E. Gorman thought that the 
town was acting hastily in voting to 
buy property for a stand pipe before 
we get the water. 


The moderator said the town had 
committed itself and should either 
stand by it or reconsider. 

S. Knight moved to reconsider. 

F. J. Merrill said the board had ob- 
tained an option two years ago on this 
hill and the engineer said it was the 
best site in town. 

W. C. Rust thought Moses Hill 
was not the best. 

D. T. Beaton rather favored Moses 
Hill. 

A.C. Needham thought it part of 
the duty of the committee who was to 
look up water supply to look up 
matter of location of stand pipe also. 

O. T. Roberts moved that a com- 
mittee of six be appointed, five of 
whom shall be appointed by the mod- 
erator, and the sixth to be the modera- 
tor of the meeting, and that these 
serve with the water board. 

Moderator Allen said he felt it 
wasn't the right thing to do to ap- 
point him on a committee and then 
ask him to appoint his colleagues. 

This difficulty was passed over by 
the moderator appointing five on the 
committee and the town elected Mr. 
Allen. The committee as appointed 
Stands. GW. Blaisdell» Cs. Cratts: 
Deglesbeaton. ice Norton ad aur 
Knight and R. C. Allen. 

It was voted to reconsider the vote 
taken whereby the town accepted the 
minority report of the appropriation 
committee, and it was then voted to 
accept all the report except that per- 
taining to Moses Hill. 

At 10.20 the meeting adjourned to 
Wednesday evening. 


Tuesday Evening Session 


The Tuesday evening session was 
called to order at 7.40. 

Art. 4. On request the names of 
S. A. Parsons and H. M. Stanley 
were taken from the jury list. The 
selectmen added the names of J. S. 
Reed and Wm. Swanson. 

Art. 50. H.M. Stanley and Leslie 
B. Mason resigned from the Fourth‘of 
July celebration committee. Ralph 
Stanley and J. H. Rivers were ap- 
pointed to take their places. 

F. K. Hooper thought that the 
thanks of the meeting ought to be ex- 
tended to the moderator for the able 
and efficient manner in which he has 
conducted the business of this town 
meeting and an appropriation of 
$25.00 should be made as a renumera- 
tion. He thought it was for him to 
make this motion. While he was 
moderator he didn’t draw any money 
for his services, but he now felt that 
the position had grown in importance 
and the moderator should be paid. 

W. C. Rust offered a motion to the 
effect that it be the desire of the town 
that the selectmen present the thanks 
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of this town to F. K. Heoper for his 
able and efficient services as modera- 
tor for the past 12 years and that a 
testimonial of appreciation be em- 
bossed and presedted to him, 

Mr. Hooper’s motion was carried. 
The moderator said he had felt that it 
would be well for the moderator not to 
accept a salary. But he thanked the 
voters for their expression of con- 
fidence and appreciation. 

The motion of Mr. Rust was then 
put and carried. Mr. Hooper thanked 
the citizens. He said the testimonial 
was something he should appreciate 
more than any money renumeration, 
but he hoped the town would go to 
no great expense in the matter. 


F. K. Swett moved that the thanks © 


of the meeting be extended to John 
B. Schoeffel of Brookline for his gen- 
erosity in repairing the curtain on the 
stage. Voted. 

Art, 27. “De Tp Beaton moved that 
$3000 be appropriated for the use of 
the water board and the committee to 
whom was referred the subject matter 
of the vote for investigating additional 
water supply. 

Samuel Knight asked that the 
records of Tuesday night’s session be 
read so that the voters might see what 
had been done. This was done. Mr. 
Knight suggested that the committee 
might need some more instructions 
besides petitioning the legislature, 
such as location of high service stand 
pipe. ; 

IF. K. Hooper would like to know 
how broad a construction they could 
put.on the vote votilast) nights ble 
suggested that they be given further 
time, say to a meeting called for the 
purpose. It might take more than 
two months to get ready to report. 

C. C. Dodge said he thought $3,000 
was quite a liberal sum. Was the ex- 
pert to get two-thirds of it ? 

F. P. Knight said the sum of $3,000 
hadn’t been based on anything in 
particular. The committee ought to 
be able to feel that it had the latitude 
to employ the best engineer possible, 
and that it could investigate any water 
supply, and any system of high service. 
It is impossible to base an estimate on 
a matter of this kind. But if $3,000 is 
needed to give you the best obtain- 
able - report, 
have it. 

James Beaton: “If this committee 
intends to go into this thing as deeply 
as they give us to think they are, is 
that motion worded right? If they go 
into the thing fully they may not be 
able to report until the’ next March 
meeting.. He amended so that the 
motion would read ‘“‘ any town meet- 
ing.” 

C. CO, Dodges “What” didthe 
speaker mean by ‘other supplies?’

the committee should . 


F. K. Hooper suggested that some 
one might draw up a motion covering 
the whole thing. 

I. P. Knight explained in answer to 
Mr. Dodge’s. question, that after in- 
vestigating Gravelly Pond it may de- 
velop that the water is not what we 
want. It has been suggested that we 
go to other basins and build a dam. 
He thought the committee ought to 
be given the scope to bring in the very 
best report possible. 

I’. K. Hooper wanted wide latitude 
given to the committee so as to get the 
best possible supply. You may want 
Gravelly Pond, Beaver Dam, or Saw 
Mill brook, or all, he said. It is best 
to look into- val; The $10,000" the 
town had spent was worth considering 
and he didn’t. think it ought to be 
thrown away. 

A. C. Needham said he thought this 
committee ought to be instructed 
clearly whether they are to investigate 
Gravelly Pond alone, or whether they 
can look into other possible sources of 
supply. 

F. P. Knight moved that the water 
board and the committee to whom 
was referred the matter of petitioning 
the legislature. for permission to use 
the waters of Gravelly pond for a 
water supply and to investigate the 
said source be instructed to investi- 
gate. any available source of addi- 
tional supply and report to the town 
their findings at a future town meet- 
ing, and the sum of $3,000 be appro- 
priated for the purpose of such inves- 
tigation. 

This amendment prevailed. 
motion was then put and carried by a 
unanimous vote, 

Art. 30, D. ly Beaton ofthenbark 
Commissioners brought up matter of 
bath house at Singing. beach, gave 
brief outline of the plan, kind-of build- 
ing, etc. Cost would be about 
$11,000, including architects fees. 

W.C. Rust: ‘It -was only -a few 
years we got the beach and it cost us 
$100,000. Now you want to put upa 
building costing one-tenth of that 
amount. The idea of putting up a 
$10,000 building on the beach. One 
of the most foolish things the town 
ever did. If you put up-a $2,500 
building it would be more like it.” 

Mr. Rust moved to postpone the 
matter indefinitely. 

A.C. Needham asked the select- 
men how much the tax rate would be 
this year so far as could be estimated 
now. 

Mr. Swett gave some figures show- 
ing that the receipts would be about 
$90,150, appropriations to date $188,- 
634.12, and that about $113,484 would 
have to be raised by taxation. This 
meant a tax rate of about $9.90. 

It was voted unanimously that the

F. K. Swett moved that $4,250 be 
appropriated for official salaries for 
the ensuing year. 

Art. 25.—Hose house at the Cove:

W. C. Rust moved reeonsideration 
of Art. 51, as regards rate of paying 


“ town labor. 


Mr. Rust offered the following mo- 
tion: That laborers, residents of the 
town on the first of May employed by 
the town, shall be paid at the rate of 
30 cents per hour. 

Mr. Rust then moved that the pay 
of Jaborers on town work other than 
residents of the town on May 1 be 
left to the heads of the various depart- 
ments of town work and for them to 
use their discretion in regard to pay 
of said labor. 

Art. 29. DT Beatonmstaredst nas 
the Park Commissioners had made an — 
agreement with the dredging commit- 
tee whereby the mud from the inner 
harbor was to be dumped at the 
Beach street park, inside the wall. 
Other expenditures would leave only 
$50 for contingencies He asked for 
$1,000, suggesting that perhaps this 
amount might te transferred from 
some other account,—say Highway. 


C. C. Dodge thought this could not _ 


come up.under this article as it espe- 
cially calls for $2,500. This, in his — 
opinion, ought to come up at special 
meeting. . 

A. S. Jewett said from what he had 
read on such matters this could come 
up under Art. 29, as it is necessary. 

F.K. Hooper didn’t think we should 
add on to the appropriations as the 
tax rate would have to be raised’ He 
thought the town should maintain its 
standing and keep the rate below 
$1.000. 

E. P. Stanley amended by moving 
that $1,000 be transferred from the 
highway to park department. 

Austin Morley wanted to know 
why a backing was wanted in the wall, 
—the wall was supposed to be 4-inch 
pointed. ; 

W. C. Rust thought this dump — 
ought not to be filled in. Should put 
the mud on the upland part of the 
marsh. 

D. T. Beaton said the commission- 
ers felt the park ought to be im- 
proved. It was ridiculous to keep 
this open for a dump. 

The amendment of Mr. Stanley pre- 
vailed. The motion was then put and 
counted as a two-thirds vote is neces- 
sary on park questions. Voted in 
favor 46 to 1. 

Art. 21. Selectman Swett said that 
a petition had been received from 
prominent residents of the Cove dis- 
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trict, calling for a patrolman in that 
section. 

W. C. Rust moved that £500 be ap- 
propriated in addition to the $5,000 
already appropriated for police. 

Mr. Swett stated that the board of 
selectmen in talking the matter over 
had decided that the second night 
patrolman might be taken off and 
specials be used until 1 a.m., and that 
the day patrol in winter be done away 
with. 

A. C. Needham said he understood 
from summer residents at the Cove 
that they do not want a hose house 
at the Cove, but they do want a 
patrolman. 

Samuel Knight moved to reconsider 
the vote whereby the town voted to 
pay the auditor 7500 for yearly salary. 

The moderator read a lengthy 
opinion from town counsel W. O. 
Underwood on the matter showing 
that the vote could be reconsidered. 

Mr. Knight said it had been a mat- 
ter of pleasure to him to note the 
spirit of saving, — retrenchment. At 
the time the vote on salaries was taken 
up there was a wild, mad raid upon 
our treasury. He argued at some 
length on why he thought the modera- 
tor should not have his salary doubled 
this year. He thought that when Mr. 
Cheever took out his nomination pa- 
pers he felt he would get $250, — the 
same as the past year, and that this 
100% increase was un2xpected. 

Mr. Cheever gave a clear represen- 
tation of the work required in the 
office over that of former years, saying 
that he had put in an average of eight 
hours a day for 130 days the past year 
and he had received less than f2a 
day. In February, when preparing 
the Town report he had at times 
worked as much as two days in one. 
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The adding machine, he said, had 
not been bought for the auditor. It 
was for the use of all the town officers. 

FE. P. Stanley said when the town 
gets a man who has learned the _ busi- 
ness, and who knows more about the 
town finances than any new man 
could possibly know, it is worth some- 
thing to keep him. 

F. K. Swett said the auditor ought 
to be paid for the amount of work he 
does. He can do $100 or he can do 
$500. Our present auditor is a very 
conscientious man. He will earn $500 
if his salary is $500. 

Hee K, srooper® said ’s tisist matter 
should have gone to a committee as 
he had formerly suggested. He 
thought the auditor would have been 
treated squarely ; $500 was too much, 
he thought. 

The question on reconsideration did 
not prevail, the vote being 7 in favor 
to 38 against. 

It was voted that the town rebate 
to G. F. Allen $17.40, the amount of 
concrete bill rendered against him. 

At 10.20 the meeting adjourned 
until Monday evening at 7.30.

Rev. Mr. Tyler of Norwood, N. Y., 


at Manchester. 


Rev. H. Fay Tyler of Norwood, N. 
Y., preached at the Congregational 
church, Manchester, again last Sunday. 
In the morning he preached from the 
text: ‘“Your heart shall live forever.’’ 
(Psalm 22: 26.) A few excerpts from 
his sermon follow: 

“The psalmist was thinking of what 
you may cail ‘the survival of the fittest.’ 
But why did he not say ‘your mind shall 
live forever?’ It is the element of thought 
that reasons; it is the element of love that 
makes happiness. It was the latter that 
the psalmist had in mind. 

‘“There are great souls,—great intel- 
lects that rise out of the level of human- 
ity, but we can never be drawn to them 
in adoration unless man is attracted to 
them by the glory of God. The heart 
of man gives color to his life; we can no 
more admire the great intellect far re- 
moved from us without the heart than we 
can the flower without color.

What 
are we doing in the great church of 
Christ in the way of learning about the 
ereat dynamics of Christian life? 

“Tf our religion is to us a dreamy thing 
then we are sitting by the open tea kettle 
seeing the power go to waste. ‘The real 
force of our christian life lies in the secret 
chamber of the heart.”’

Is it any wonder that with those to

resort is had to suicide as all that is left? 

Happiness is not the most important 
thing in life, and if happiness is sought 
for its own sake the quest will be a fail- 
ure; but if we put first things first, hap- 
piness will follow as the harvest grows 
from the seed, or if not happiness some- 
thing better than happiness.

Manchester_by-_the Sea. 
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(By Our Special Correspondent. ) 
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There has been, for a long time, 
feeling of dissatisfaction in regard to the 
taxation system of the State. Conse- 
quently last year the Legislature referred 
all taxation legislation to a recess commit- 
tee composed of four senators and eleven 
members of the House of Representa- 
tives, with the hope that this vexatious 
subject could be rounded into some pro- 
pershape. ‘This committee, after a six 
months’ session, made a report which 
has been submitted to the Committee 
on [Taxation of the present Legislature. 

The present Legislature is also in re- 
ceipt of a petition from the leading busi- 
ness men of the Commonwealth asking 
for the appointment of an expert com- 
mission to investigate and report on the 
subject of taxation. This petition, of 
course, was also referred to the Com- 
mittee on J axation which places the 
committee in a rather ridiculous position 
for they cannot report favorably on the 
business men’s petition without practically 
throwing the recess committee’s labors 
of six months entirely away. “The gener- 
al impression at the State House is that 
the Committee on Taxation will report 
on the suggestions contained in the recess 
committee’s report before taking up the 
later petition. [here is much specula- 
tion as to whether the committee will 
report favorably on the petition, but the 
general opinion is that the subject of taxa- 
tion is such a large and intricate subject 
that it will require further consideration 
which can best be obtained by a commiss- 
ion composed of men who are experts in 
the subject. 


Lt. Governor Draper will cuide the 
“ship of State’? in the absence of Gov- 
ernor Guild at Jamestown. 


The bill which provides for the joint 
use of street railway tracks was the sub- 
ject of a rather bitter debate in the sen- 
ate on Tuesday when it came up for re- 
consideration. Senator Linehan of Bos- 
ton in an attack on the bill said that 
Senator Shaw of Manchester had not 
right to vote as he has a pecuniary in- 
terest in the bill. The reconsideration 
was postponed until Monday the 29th. 


On Tuesday the Legislature began to 
hold morning sessions. 


Last week Governor Guild signed the 
bill entitled “‘An Act Relative to the Sale 
or Possession of Small Lobsters,’’ which 
reduces the size at which lobsters may be 
taken from 104 to 9 inches. For years 


there have been attempts to change the* 


law in regard to the taking of lobsters 
under 104 inches. It has been the atti- 
tude of the Fish and Game Commission 
for years that the small lobsters should be 
protected and the taking of large lobsters

should be permitted. But this year the 
commissioners have come to the con- 
clusion that the large lobsters should be 
protected rather than the small ones on 
the ground that lobsters do not lay eggs 
to any extent until they have reached a 
length of 11 or 12 inches. 


The plan of the Commission is to 
regulate the sale of lobsters in the future 
by enforcing the use of lobster traps with 
a mouth restricted to 34 inches in diame- 
ter. ‘The present law is very difficult to 
enforce as the lobsters are, in many cases, 
cut up as soon as caught. “The Gover- 
nor, after carefully considering the bill 
and with the belief that this kind of legis- 
lation is only the forerunner of better and 
more scientific legislation on this subject, 
signed the bill as stated above. ‘The sign- 
ing of this bill puts Massachusetts on the 
same basis as New York, Connecticut 
and Rhode Island. 


His Excellency on Thursday of last 
week returned to the Senate, without his 
approval, a bill which provided for an 
increase of $500 inthe salary of the clerk 
of the Superior Court(for civil business ) 
for Suffolk County. Previous to 1904 
the Legislature had been besieged by peti- 
tions from clerks of courts for increases 
in compensation received. In 1903 a 
recess committee was appointed to con- 
sider this subject and to establish some 
fixed compensation. “The committee 
went into the matter with great care and 
prepared an act which was adopted by 
the Legislature in 1904. “The compen- 
sation, by this act, was based on the 
population in different counties. “The 
bill which the Governor vetoed was in dir- 
ect contravention of the act of 1904. If this 
bill had become law, the clerk of the 
court would have received the same com- 
pensation as the justices. Under these 
circumstances the Governor deemed it 
his duty to return the bill without his ap- 
proval. 


The Public Opinion Bill, so called, is 
one of the most discussed pieces of legis- 
lation on Beacon Hill atthe present time. 
This bill provides that ona request, sign- 
ed by 1000 voters, asking for the sub- 
mission of any question for an expression 
of an opinion, the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth shall transmit such request to 
the state ballot law commission and if 
this commission determines the question 
is one of public policy, the commission- 
ers shall draft the question in simple and 
adequate form, and if 5000 voters sign 
these forms the question shall be placed 
on the official ballot at the next state elec- 
tion. Resprestative Luce of Somerville 
is the sponsor of this bill.

_ NEED PARENTS’ HELP IN WORK OF SCHOOLS 


school is thus set forth by the head- 
master of one of the Boston schools: 
“The educational, religious, and sci- 
entific publications of today are filled 
with learned discussions and sugges- 
tions for improving and raising the 
_ standard of efficiency and stability of 
- our public school system. In their 
attempt to invent, or organize, some 
__ royal road to intellectual growth and 
morality, the educator and reformer 
_ seem to forget the most essential fac- 
tor in the right development of the 
child mind, i.e., the home. 
“Tt is perfectly useless to attempt to 
solve the problem by an appeal for a 
more efficient school board, fora high- 
_ er grade of teachers, or greater relig- 
ious enthusiasm, unless the fathers 
and mothers of the children put their 
hearts and souls into the work and tiy 
_ in every possible way to encourage 
___and supplement these other education- 
al forces. 
Mee Leachers’ institutes and _ ladies’ 
clubs attempt, through their discus- 
sions and round-table talks, to raise 
_ standards and improve methods. It 
is true, no doubt, that a great amount 
_ of good is done in this way, but the

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the parents join hands with the over- 

worked and conscientious teacher and 

add encouragement and hope where 

it is so much needed and where often 

_ it is so sparingly given. 
Inadequacy of Old Way 

“The fact that something else is 

_ necessary is evident from the growing 

interest in mothers’ clubs, heart to 

heart talks between teachers and pa- 

rents and a general recognition of the 

inadequacy of the old ways of going 
the at difficulties. 

_ “T often wonder how many parents, 

unless they have themselves been 

through the mill, realize the amount 

of nervous energy it takes to hold and 

control a class of 50 or more of our 

_ cosmopolitan American children for 

_ five or six hours five days in each 

' week. If, in addition to this, they 

seek to instil love of patriotism, honor, 

a thirst for knowledge and a desire for 

_ future’ usefulness, how much more 
difficult the task ! 

“Ts it any wonder that so many of 
our teachers break down under the 
strain, and, in spite of generous vaca- 

_ tions and periods of rest and relaxa- 
tion, become prematurely old, and 
often give up discouraged at a time 
when they should be most efficient ? 
Surely, there is no class of employes 
more carefully fitted, or more devoted- 
ly enthusiastic in their work than the

The parents’ opportutity to help the. 


teachers, nor is therea class which is 
doing more for the future generations, 
not even the clergy excepted, than this 
same class of teachers. 

“If the above statements are cor- 
rect, and no one familiar with the sub- 
jrct will deny them, is it not the duty 
of every parent, who has the welfare 
of his child at heart, to do all in his 
power to give sympathy and encour- 
agement and support to these true and 
tried public servants ? 


Cause of Misunderstanding 

‘“‘ The cause of all this seeming diffi- 
culty between parents and teachers 
comes in a large measure from a mis- 
understanding or lack of foresight on 
toe part of of the parent. So many 
parents seem to think that ‘ Caesar 
can do no wrong,’ and when the child 
comes home with his petty complaints 
they immediately take sides against the 
cross, unjust or crankyteacher. 

“The child is sent back to school 
inspired to continue his misdemeanors, 
with possibly a scathing note from 
mother, which shall tell the teacher 
her place for presuming to interfere 
with ‘Johnny’ in his wilful career ; 
and thus the flame is kept burning. 

“Ttis safe to say that nine-tenths 
of the teachers’ difficulties come from 
this sort of disloyalty on the part of 
the parent. 

“How much better it would be for 
all concerned if the parent would make 
it his practice not to listen to these re- 
ports, which, in most instances, are 
like all childish complaints, more or 
less imaginary, but when he thinks 
there may be some cause, go to the 
teacher, and in a kindly spirit try to 
arrive at a mutual understanding of 
the case. 

«T recall my own experience when 
I was first sent toa publicschool. My 
father called to me as I started off 
with my books : ‘ Young man, you are 
going to school to learn, and if I hear 
any reports of any trouble at school 
you may expect to hear from me when 
you get home.’ It is needless to say 
that there was no trouble at school, 
for I had a wholesome respect for the 
paternal authority and knew better 
than to take any chances in that di- 
rection. 

«The above may seem a little severe 
to some, but it is safe to say that if all 
parents would take the same stand 
with their children and live up to it 
there would be very little cause for 
complaint because of insubordination, 
excessive corporal punishment or of 
nervous prostration among teachers. 

‘The question may be asked— 
What measures would you suggets to 


remedy the difficulties which now con- 
front us ? 


Remedial Suggestions 


“The answer is obvious: See to it 
that in so far as possible the home con- 
ditions and life of the the child be such 
as will tend to make him most efficient 
in his school life and interested in his 
work. 

“As to particulars, encourage him 
to always speak respectfully of his 
teacher ; inquire into his daily life and 
the tasks which are assigned at school ; 
insist on punctuality and regularity of 
attendance, as one session away from 
his class may seriously impede his 
progress for many days thereafter, and 
can never be fully made up; discourage 
all outside interests and _ entertain- 
ments which tend to impair his vitality 
or the interest in his school duties. 

“If he has home lessons assigned, 
provide such assistance and encourage- 
ment as will insure their proper prep- 
aration ; require him to go to bed 
early and.to arise in season, eat his 
breakfast properly and start for school 
clean and with all the equipment re- 
quired for the day’s work. 

“Give him good nourishing food, 
instead of fancy pastry, candy and 
pickles, which ruin his digestion and 
retard his mental activity ; insist on 
his having a good amount of vigorous 
exercise in the open air each day and 
a proper amount of sleep in well ven- 
tilated, airy rooms ; make it a point to 
know who his companions are and 
how he spends his time while out of 
your sight. 


Conferring with Teacher 


“The parent will say, perhaps, 
‘But how can I do all these things 
and attend to the numerous cares of a 
large family?’ True, it is seemingly 
an Herculean task, but you have as- 
sumed the responsibility, and on you 
must rest the burden, if you care for 
the results and wish your child to be- 
come an honored, efficient, contented 
American citizen. 

“Many of our brightest, most lova- 
ble and ambitious children are those 
who come from poor homes, where 
they are compelled by necessity to as- 
sume many of the responsibilities and 
cares of life, at an early age, and they 
are made nobler and better thereby. 

‘Last and not least to be consid- 
ered is the inspiration and help that 
may come from frequent conferences 
with the child’s teacher. In this way 
the two most potent forces which are 
fashioning the _ child’s future are 
brought into harmony and unity of 
purpose, and thus may the highest 
ideals of the child, the parent, the 
teacher and the state be realized, and 
continual friction and discouragement 
be eliminated.”

Chicken Farm at Manchester Pri= 
vate Estate. 


Over half a thousand perfectly white 
chicks varying in age from one day to 
twelve weeks isarather uncommon sight 
in Manchester, yet this is what met the 
writer's gaze a few days ago when on 
invitation of the caretaker, Fred. Brasch, 
he was taken over the hennery at ‘‘Eagle- 
head,’’ the beautiful summer home of 
the late Senator McMillan. 

The past winter, as every hen fancier 
knows, has been an abnormally bad one 
_ inraising chickens. Mr. Brasch has met 
_ the average success, perhaps, but of those 
hatched he has been particularly fortunate 
in handling for he has saved 95 percent, 
which, from the hen man’s standpoint, is 
considered great success. 

All the chickens are white wyandottes, 
and a finer looking lot it would be hard 
to find anywhere. The chicks are all 


raised by incubators, the first hatch com- 


ing out about three months ago. 

In the first brooder house, where the 
little chickens are first taken after hatching, 
there are six pens and in these were little 
chickens, one lot four days old, another 
one week and so on up to five weeks old. 
There were as many as 70 in some of 
the pens. ‘The brooder house is heated 
by hot water system of piping. 

In the next brooder house, which was 
not heated, were six more pens and in 
these were chickens varying in age from 
six weeks to three months. 

Hen raising is not done at ‘“Eagle- 
head’’ as a commercial business, but it is 
carried on a sufficient scale to cope with 
the needs of the family who will arrive 
here from Washington and Detroit in 
June. At an ordinary dinner party some 
20 or 25 chickens are served in some 
form or other, either as soft roasters, 
broilers, squab broilers, etc. 

Mr. Brasch started in January and will

There are some ducks 
and a collection of beautiful silver and 
golden pheasants, with most gorgeous 
plumage. ‘There are angora goats, and 
on another part of the extensive grounds 
may be seen some deer.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN WRITERS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


The history of English literature in the 
first half of the 17th century is advanced 
by the names of many gifted men, be- 
sides those who attained the highest rank 
among their fellows. Among them are 
Hales and Chillingworth, great contro- 
versialists, Richard Crashaw, “‘poet and 
saint,” Phineas Fletcher, the imitator of 

Spenser, and Thomas Fuller, the histor- 
ian and divine. 

Fuller was a son of a clergman of the 
same name, and was born in 1608. He 
entered Queen’s College, Cambridge, at 
the early age of twelve, became a preach- 


er in due time, acquiring great popularity, 


and after several promotions secured a 
lectureship in London; he became after 
the Restoration chaplain extraordinary to 


the King. 


Fuller must be counted a remarkable 
man even in age of remarkable men. He 
was a man of wide reading and acute 
powers of observation; his memory was 
prodigious, and he was not wanting in 
judgment in the use which he made of 
his multifarious gifs. He was an instruc-

tive and amusing writer, so interweaving 
anecdotes, quotations and serious and 
humorous remarks and reflections, as to 
constitute a most entertaining composite 
of original and borrowed sentiment. 
Among the chief of Fuller’s works, 
which are very numerous, are: 1. ‘‘His- 
tory of the Worthies of England,’ a 
strange mixture of topography, biography 
and popular antiquities. 2. ““The Holy 
and Profane State,” containing charac- 
ters in different departments of life, lives 
of eminent persons illustrating these 
characters, and general essays. 3. ‘“The 


History of the Holy War,”’ and °“The 


Church History of Britain.’’? 4. ““Good 
Thoughts in Bad Times.’’ 5. ““A Pis- 
gah Light of Palestine,’’ etc. Besides 


these he published a large number of oc- 
casional papers and sermons. — His writ- 
ings are marked by felicity of illustration 
and pithy and sententious sayings; they 
delight the reader often by their quaint 
and unexpected turns of thought, and 
their robust common sense. ‘Take these 
as examples of his miscellaneous aphor- 
isms: 

‘‘He must rise early, yea, not at all go 
to bed, who will have every one’s good 
word.’’ 

‘““He needs strong arms who is to 
swim against the stream.’’ 

““Know, next to religion, there is noth- 
ing accomplisheth a man more than 
learning. Learning in a lord “is ‘asa 
diamond in gold.’’ 

“It is the worst clandestine marriage 
when God is not invited to it.’’ 

The following is from his character of 
a “‘Good Schoolmaster:’’ 

“‘His genius inclines him with delight 
to his profession. God, of his goodness, 
hath fitted several men for several call- 
ings, that the necessity of church and 
state, in all conditions may be provided 
for. And thus God mouldeth some for 
a schoolmaster’s life, undertaking it with 
desire and delight, and discharging it 
with dexterity and happy success. 

He studieth his scholars’ natures as 
carefully as they their books; and ranks 
their dispositions into several forms. And

though it may seem difficult for him in a 
great school to descend to all particulars, 
yet experienced schoolmasters may quick- 
ly make a grammar of boys’ natures. 

He is able, diligent and methodical in 
his teaching; not leading them rather in 
a circle than forwards. He minces_ his 
precepts for children to swallow hanging 
clogs on the nimbliness of his own soul, 
that his scholars may go along with 
him.’’ 

+ He has these wise observations on the 

Good Wife:”’ 

“‘She commandeth her husband in any 
equal matter, by constant obeying him.”’ 

“Her clothes are rather comely than 
costly, and she makes plain cloth to be 
velvet by her handsome wearing it.’’ 

‘Her husband’s secrets she will not 
divulge; especially she is careful to con- 
ceal his infirmites.’’ 

“In her husband’s sickness she feels 
more grief than she shows.’’ 

Of the “‘Good Sea-Captain’’ he has 
this to say:

North Shore Union Carpenters Will 
Not Ask for Wage Raise. 


North Shore District Council of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners, through Secretary E. A. South- 
ard, has sent out a communication to the 
contractors of this vicinity stating that 
they will not ask for an increase in wages 
until May 1, 1908. 

The council submits an article of a- 
greement to the contractors of Lynn, 
Saugus, Marblehead, Salem, Danvers, 
Beverly, Hamilton, Manchester, and 
Gloucester. It provides for an eight 
hour day, with time and a half for over 
time to 10 p. m. and double pay after 
that hour. Holidays shall be paid for on 
double time except on Labor day, when 
no carpenter shall work except in cases 
of extreme emergency and then they 
shall receive triple time. 

Recognized holidays are February 22, 
May 30, July 4, Labor Day, ‘Thanks- 
giving and Christmas. “The wage scales 
shall be 41 cents an hour and the _busi- 
ness agent may appoint a steward on 
each job. “The agreement also contains 
a proviso that preference shall be given 
to union men, but if such men cannot be 
obtained other men may be hired with 
the understanding that the business agent 
shall have the right to visit them at the 
job and to obtain their transfer or appli- 
cation. 

‘The council agrees to promote harm- 
onious relations between the contractor 
and the union. ‘Ihe agreement remains 
for one year. [he agreement for mill 
operators and employees provides for a 
50-hour week, with 9 hours a day, with 
the exception of Saturday. Carpenters 
are to receive 41 cents an hour, first class 
cabinet makers 37$c, second class 334c, 
first’ class moulders 36c, second class 
33c, sawyers 27c, first class stock fitters 
36c, second class 33c, turners 36c, first 
class mill.hands 334c, second class 25c, 
planer hands 30c, fast feed flooring men 
36c, variety moulding men 36c.

H. Moore had seven of 
his best show horses sent on from _ his 
stables in Pride’s Crossing, where they 
have been kept all winter in charge of 
his man, Frank McQuillan, to his stables 
on 58th street, New York City, Mon- 
day. “They. will be entered in the Horse 
show at Philadelphia the latter part of this 


month. ‘The horses sent were Viking 


King, wheeler of a coach; Wilkes, 
champion runabout; Lady Evans, for 
jumping class; Forest King’s colt for the 
high stepping class; a chestnut colt, 
wheeler of atandem; Comet, a gig horse, 
and another wheeler of a road four. A 
car-load of horses are expected on from 
New York in a week or so. It is expect- 
ed now that Judge Moore’s house at 
Pride’s will be opened the middle of this 
month, though the family may go abroad 
for a short season for the horse show 
in England the latter part of June. Judge 
Moore’s private one-third mile exercis- 
ing track at Pride’s is being put in con- 
dition. Last year it was inclined to be a 
little wet and heavy and to overcome this 
and to make it more springy a bedding of 


cylinders is being put in, which neces-_ 


sarilly means quite an outlay of work and 
money. ‘Ihe Judge recently bought a 
noted Kentucky saddle horse, Hot Cock- 
les, a brown gelding which attracted 
much attention at the recent exhibition at 
Durland’s Riding academy, New York. 
It is understood that the Judge will con- 
vert him into a heavy harness horse, or 
perhaps show him in the class for com- 
bination harness and saddle horses. 


A pair of the finest carriage horses that 
will be seen on the North Shore this sea- 
son, probably, arrived from New York 
this week and are now at the stable of 
Henry C. Frick, in Pride’s Crossing.

The King is by im- 
ported Troarn, himself a blue ribbon 
winner in heavy harness at the National 
Horse show, and The Emperor is by im- 
ported Blue Peter, another noted prize 
winner. Both of Mr. Frick’s high step- 
pers are from native trotting dams. They 
were raised in Crawford county, Penn.

mate business. The company has a 
very large percent. of the patronage of 
the Farms people, both regular resi- 
dents and the summer residents. The 
people of Beverly Farms justly feel 
that it is not only fair and proper to 
treat all express companies alike, but 
for the accommodation of the people 
this concern should get fair treatment 
and be granted this license. It might 
be stated that the license was granted 
on Monday evening with others, but 
Wednesday it was reconsidered and 
the vote to grant the license was a tie 
Alderman Hodgkins of Beverly Farms 
is to be congratulated upon his efforts 
to secure equal rights and also give to 
the Farms the accommodations which 
the people here feel should not be re- 
stricted, and it is hoped that when the 
board meets next week justice will be 
done and that this company will be 
granted equal privileges that are en- 
joyed by their competitors, 


“STATE HOUSE GOSSIP 


The Supreme Court of the Com- 
monwealth sent to the Senate on 
Tuesday its opinion on the Shoe 
Machinery Bill, so-called. The bill 
was decided to be constitutional by a 
divided court, five of the Justices 
concurring in the opinion that the 
bill was constitutional and two dis- 
senting. 

The bill in question is aimed at the 
United Shoe Machinery and provides 
that, <‘No person, firm, corporation 
or association doing business in this 
Commonwealth shall make it a condi- 
tion of a sale or lease of machinery 
tbat the purchaser or lessee shall not 
buy, lease or use the machinery of 
any other person, firm, corporation or 
association, provided that nothing in 
this act shall be construed to prohibit 
the appointment of agents or sole 
agents for the sale or lease of machin- 
ery.’ The second section provides 
that in case of a violation of this act 
the party guilty will be subject to a 
fine of five thousand dollars, and for a 
second offence the right to revoke its 
charter. 

This practically puts the bill in the 
same position as it was before being 
referred to the Supreme Court. If 
the opinion had been adverse to the 
bill, it would, of course, have been the 
end to the whole subject. The effect 
of the opinion on the measure, if any, 
is to give a little prestige to the sup- 
porters of the bill. The governor on 
Thursday sent to the House of Rep- 
presentatives the third veto of the 
year. The measure which did not 
meet with His Excellency’s approval 
was a bill entitled, “An Act Relative 
to the Exemption of Certain Substi- 
tute and Call Members of Fire De- 
partments from Civil Service Rules.’ 


Lake-Croft Inn 


The Senate this week ordered to a 
third reading the bill which provided 
for the joint use of tracks by electric 
railroads. This is the bill which Sen- 
ator Linehan of Boston claimed Sena- 
tor Shaw of Manchester had no right 
to vote on, but President Chapple of 
the Senate did not uphold the senator 
from Boston, saying it was a general 
bill and not a special bill inasmuch as 
it applies to all railroads in the Com- 
monwealth. 

The bill which gave preference to 
veterans of the Spanish-Americar war 
of 15 per cent. in all civil service ex- 
aminations was defeated in the Senate 
by a vote of 16 to 15,

Rev. Mr. Brewster Preaches on 
“Nothing to Pay” 


Rev. E. Hersey Brewster delivered 
a sermon at the Baptist church, Man- 
chester, last Sunday evening, taking 
for his text : ‘“‘ Nothing to pay,”’ Luke 
7:42. He said in part: 

«« This parable of Jesus dining with 
Simon, the Pharisee, is a glorious one. 
Here we see Jesus sitting at meat 
with a Pharisee, one of those who so 
oppose him. We find he has accepted 
the invitation to dine with this Phari- 
see, and see him sitting across from 
him, looking into his heart, and seeing 
his indebtedness to God. 

«* And far out in the city there is a 
sinner,—-a woman ; she gets word that 
Jesus is dining at the house of Simon, 
and leaving her own Pharisee’s house 
—for she was bent upon seeing Jesus 
—-she came into the room where Jesus 
was, and standing behind at his feet 
weeping, she began to wet his feet 
with her tears. She was aware of her 
sins and felt sorry because of them. 
She knew that he could save her 
from her sins. 

“Tn this parable of the two debtors 
we see Jesus is willing to receive and 
forgive us for our indebtedness. 
one can say, ‘Thy sins are forgiven 
thee,’ but God; no one can free you 
from your indebtedness but God. 
Jesus means for every one of us to be 
forgiven of our indebtedness and it 
can't be done unless we take the for- 
giveness God offers us. 

«We see this woman go to Jesus 
in faith; she repents, and believes 
that God can forgive; she was for- 
given. But not so with the Pharisee ; 
he did not respond to Jesus’ invitation ; 
he had no faith ; he wasn’t saved. He 
lost the experience of peace, that 
peace which comes to the heart when 
the sins are washed away.”

A hearing was held last Saturday 
afternoon at the office of the select- 
men on petition of William Phalen for 
a victualler’s license. J.S. Reed and 
L. W. Floyd remonstrated against 
granting the license, and A. S. Dow 
spoke favorably.

from what might be termed itinerant 
venders, or people looking for gain in 
summer resorts, and therefore they 
gave the applicant permission to with- 
draw. 

Arthur S. Dow has applied to the 
board of selectmen for a common 
victualler’s license (which allows 
serving food on Sundays), and at the 
meeting of the board Thursday even- 
ing his petition was granted. The 
selectmen felt justified in granting the 
license as the town in the summer 
months demands a restaurant, or 
lunch room, where a meal can be 
obtained at any hour of the day.

Almost a Million Callsa Day. Trez 
mendous Telephone Patronage of the 
New England Company. 


‘The New England telephone system 
is the second largest in the country, ac- 
cording to the annual report of Gen. 
Thomas Sherwin, President of the New 
England Telephone and ‘Telegraph 
Company, which has just appeared. The 
growth of the business during 1906 was 
greater than in any previous year, and on 
the first of January, 1907, there were 
255,576 “‘subscribers’ stations’’ connect- 
ed with the lines of the New England 
company and its sub-licensees, which 
cover Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont 
and Massachusetts. That is, approximate- 
ly speaking, one telephone to each 18 
men, women and children in the terri- 
tory. The total includes a small num- 
ber of subscribers in Rhode Island and 
in a corner of New York State. 

President Sherwin points out that it 
has been the constant purpose of the di- 
rectors to extend the service as fully and 
rapidly as is consistent with good busi- 
ness judgment throughout the wide area 
within which his company operates, and 
to place its facilities within reach of the 
largest possible number of the people of 
New England. ‘There is scarcely a_vil- 
lage or settlement in the field whose re- 
sidents cannot readily avail themselves of 
the company’s service for communication 
to near or distant points. 

The total expenditures during the 
year for materials, General Sherwin re- 
ports as $4,316,375.30. Of this amount 
a million and three-quarters went for wire 
and cable, more than three-quarters of a 
million for switchboards and switchboard 
material, and almost a quarter of a mil- 
lion for poles and cross-arms. Two large 
items of expense were $3,051,884 for 
new construction and $3,045,183 for re- 
pairs and maintenance.

Motor Maniac Worse ina Footpad, 


says Maj. Higginson. 


Maj. Henry L. Higginson’s position 
on the matter of fast automobiling and 
reckless handling of cars by careless 
chauffeurs and others, has been cited in 
these columns on several occasions be- 
fore this. Monday he sent out an open 
letter, inspired by the death of a Lexing- 
ton trolley conductor as the result of be- 
ing run into by an automobile, in which 
he Says among other things: 

“It would be” an interesting question 
whether a man shooting a chauffeur in 
defence of his life on the road would be 
punished, and certainly the danger from 
an automobile is much greater than from 
the ordinary footpad. 

‘‘Have we killed people enough, or 
do the automobile drivers wish a few 
more victims? ‘Three cases in a week 
of death or injury should suffice, but the 
fast men of the road may need more. 

‘The poor devil who gets drunk, or 
in a moment of passion throws a stone 
at a free teamster, is locked up by the 
police; and very rightly, too, for we are 
a law-abiding, law-loving community, 
which means to respect the laws of de- 
cency; yet in the face of it all the fast 
men of the road are running at the usual 
pace. 

‘The secretary of the automobile club 
hurries to court to defend the chauffeur, 
who has blood on his head, and says that 
he was running only at a moderate rate 
of speed. 

““How does the secretary known it, 
and is any man running an automobile a 
judge of speed? If one asks them, one al- 
ways hears it is a moderate rate of speed, 


-and this is absolutely untruein many cases. 


“‘We have four bodies of men who 
presumably might interfere with this out- 
tage: <— 

““Our legislators on the hill, who ne- 
glect it. 

““Our park commissioners, who are 
excellent in most ways, and look on with 
a smile while their parks are made the 
most dangerous places in town. 

‘*The highway commission, which, 
with much power, folds its hands and 
looks on. 

‘“The police, about whose power it is 
hard to say. 

‘Tn answer to a question a policeman 
told the writer that he would take him to 
the police station if he broke a window, 
but that he was powerless against auto- 
mobiles. 

“Tt is to be wished that the automobile 
sinners should have to lay out the bodies 
of the men, women and children—and 
dogs—which they kill, in order that they 
may get a realizing sense of their sport. 

‘‘Shall we keep the reputation of a 
law-abiding, order-loving community 
long if we break the law every 10 min- 
utes—not only in this city of Boston, 
but in the whole stat?’’

Money at interest; Amount of Money on hand, 
including deposits in Banks, etc., other than 
Savings Banks incorporated under the laws of this 
Commonwealth; Railroad, Town, City, State 
and other Bonds(except those of the United 
States); Shares and Stocks of Insurance, Manu- 
facturing and incorporated companies chartered 
or organized under the laws of any State other 
than Massachusetts; Goods, Wares, Merchan- 
dise, and other stock in trade, within or without 
the State; Household Furniture, exceeding 
$1,000 in value; Horses, Mules, Carriages, 
Oxen, Cows, other neat cattle not less than one 
year old, and Swine and Sheep not less than six 
months old; Income from Profession, Trade or 
Employment exceeding $2,000; personal pro- 
perty held in trust or by wife or minor children. 

**Whoever, with intent to defeat or evade the 
provisions of Jaw in relation to assessment or 
payment of taxes, delivers or discloses to an as- 
sessor or an assistant assessor afalse or fraudul- 
ent list, return or schedule of property as and 
for a true list of his estates, not exempted from 
taxation, shall be punished by fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars or by imprisonment in 
jail not exceeding one year.” 

MORTGAGED PROPERTY.—A mort- 
gagor or mortgagee of real estate may bring in 
to the assessors of the city or town in which it 
lies, within the time prescribed by the notice 
under Sect. 41, a statement under oath of the 
amount secured thereon or on each separate par- 
cel thereof, with nameand residence of every 
holder of an interest therein as mortgagor or 
mortgagee.

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STATE HOUSE GOSSIP 


(By Our Special Correspondent.) 


The past week has been the most 
strenuous one of the session for the 
Legislature. Some of the most im- 
portant measures that this year’s Leg- 
islature had before it for action were 
given consideration. The fate of the 
Public Opinion Bill was decided; the 
Bucket Shop bill was ordered to a 
third reading ; the bill which provided 
for the abolition of capital punishment 
was rejected by the Senate but Sena- 
Vahey’s amendment was adopted ; the 
Govenor’s veto on the firemen Ex- 
emption Bill was sustained in the 
House by a good majority. 

The Public Opinion Bill which came 
up in the House on Tuesday and 
which took the whole day for its con- 
sideration, was attended with unusual 
incidents. Rep. Luce of Somerville 
and Rep. McEttrick of Boston were 
the main supporters of the bill, while 
Rep. Walker of Brookline and Rep. 
Turtle of Pittsfield opposed the meas- 
ure. The vote on the rejection of the 
bill was taken at four o’clock and the 
bill was rejected by a vote of 135 to 80. 


During the debate Rep. McEttrick 
accused the Speaker of sending the 
bill to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee in order to have it adversely re- 
ported. The speaker brought down 
the gavel and the representative from 
Boston and the speaker glared at each 
other for the space of ten seconds. 
The Speaker, with a smile, again rec- 
ognized Rep. McEttrick, who started 
in on the same tack as. before. For 
the second time the gavel came down 


with a crash and the Speaker made it 
clear that any reference in regard to 
the bill being sent to the Ways and 
Means Committee in order to have it 
adversely reported would not be toler- 
ated as he, the Speaker, had to refer 
it to that committee under the rules 
of the House. Rep. McEttrick again 
began to speak when the gavel came 
down for the third time and he was 
told that his time had expired. He 
then went down to the Speaker’s desk 
to attempt to talk but was waived aside. 


It seems to be the general opinion 
among the representatives in regard 
to this bill that the people, taken as a 
whole, would not take the time to go 
thoroughly into different matters that 
would be referred to them under the 
provisions of this bill, and that the 
principal of the bill was distinctly 
against the present form of govern- 
ment under which this state and coun- 
try has prospered so greatly. Rep. 
Luce who is one of the ablest repre- 
sentatives in the state, was the father 
of this bill. Mr. Luce has the respect 
of the Legislators, but in this instance 
they believe, and it seems regardless 
of outside influences, that the impulse 
which lead him to introduce this bill 
was too radical and uncalled for. 


The debate on the capital punish- 
ment bill, advocated by Sen. Vahey, 
came up in the Senate on Tuesday. 
The bill itself was finally rejected, but 
Sen. Vahey’s amendment which pro- 
vides that in the trial of a capital case 
the jury may qualify a verdict in the 
first degree by adding, ‘ without capi- 
tal punishment,’ was adopted. 

The Bucket Shop Bill which created 
such a stir last year by the accusations 
of bribery followed by the expulsion 
of a Boston representative, was ordered 
to a third reading. There were sever- 
al motions to amend the bill, which 
would have endangered its passage in 
the House, but they were defeated. 
This insures, it is said, the passage of 
the bill. When it arrives at the Gov- 
ernor’s Office it will receive his signa- 
ture without delay as it is one of the 
Governor’s recommendations made in 
his inaugural address. The Governor 
is extremely anxious to have this act 
placed on the statute books. 


\The bill which provided for the joint 
use of tracks by street railways which, 
through Sen. Shaw’s efforts succeeded 
in passing the Senate, was defeated in 
the House by a vote of 45 to 159, 

The Shoe Machinery bill was or- 
dered to a third reading Thursday.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN 
WRITERS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


In continuing these brief extracts from 
the wit and wisdom of old Thomas Ful- 
ler, | we note a few things that he wrote 
on “‘Travelling,’’ in times when a jour- 
ney from London to Vienna was fully as 
arduous an undertaking as a journey now 
from New York to India. Bacon had 
written on the subject in‘statelier phrase 
and with more afHuent learning, but 
hardly with more practical wisdom and 
shrewdness. Thus our divine discourseth: 

“*Travel not early before thy judgment 
be risen; lest thou observest rather shows 
than substance.’’ 

““Get the language(in part), without 
which key thou shalt unlock little of 
moment.’’ 

“Know most of the rooms of thy _na- 
tive country before thou goest over the 
threshold thereof.’”’ 

“Be wise in choosing objects, diligent 
in marking, careful in remembering of 
them.’’ 

His admonition, “‘travel not beyond 
the Alps,’’ reveals to us Fuller’s canton, 
the context showing that he had a low 
opinion of the morality and _ civilization 
of those distant and almost unknown re- 
gions. To him, as to Roger Ascham 
before him, who spent nine days in Italy, 
these half-Oriental countries were full of 
peril to the traveller. 

Like many others, Fuller seems to 
have found Memory a fascinating sub- 
ject; but he did not treat it in any phil- 
osophical or occult fashion; he says 
many good things without putting his 
readers on the rack to understand him, 
a diving into the depths out of our sight 
to appear profound. 

Of ‘“‘Memory’’ he says: 

“Tt is the treasure-house of the mind, 
wherein the monuments thereof are 
kept and preserved;’’ and he adds 
with a glimpse apparently of the yet fut- 
ure wonders of Phrenology, ‘“Philoso- 
phers place it in the rear of the head; 
and it seems the mine of memory lies 
there, because there men naturally dig 
for it, scratching it where they are at a 
loss.’’ 


He regards artificial memory, by 
which he means a memory gained by 
rules “delivered by memory mounte- 
banks,’’ as rather a trick than an art; 
but He hopes that an art will yet re 
found out, ‘‘wherein as yet the world is 
defective,’’ that will be “‘no more de- 
structive to natural memory than spec- 
tacles are to eyes, which girls in Holland 
wear from twelve years of age.’? What 
would Fuller have said to some of our 
cumbersome and irrational systems of 
mnemonics? 

The following are among many wise 
counsels concerning the use and abuse 
of memory: 

“‘Soundly infix in thy mind what thou 
desirest to remember, (lest) agitation of 
business jog that out of thy head which 
was there rather tacked than fastened; 
it is best knocking in the nail over night 
and clinching it the next morning.’’ 
(The writer approves the wisdom of this 
advice. ) 

““Overburden not thy memory to make 
so faithful a servant a slave. Have as 
much reason as a camel, to rise when 
thou hast a full load. Memory, like a 
purse, if it be over full that it cannot 
shut, all will drop out of it.’’ 

“*Marshall thy notions into a hand- 
some method. One will carry twice 
more weight trussed and packed up in 
bundles, than when it lies untoward, 
flapping and hanging about his shoulders. 
Things orderly fardled up under heads 
are most portable. (‘‘We trussed up our 
fardels to go up to Jerusalem.’’ Geneva 
Version 1560. “‘Who would fardels 
bear?’’ Shakespeare. ) 

Fuller had a high opinion of such use 
of note-books as Emerson and many 
other writers have made; he evidently 
kept one at his elbow himself: 

‘“Adventure not all thy learning in one 
bottom’’ (a nautical phrase very common 
a century or two ago, in the days of pri- 
vate ventures in trading vessels to foreign 
parts); “‘but divide it betwixt thy memory 
and thy note-books. x x x A common- 
place book contains many notions in gar- 
rison, whence the owner may draw out 
an army into the field on competent 
warning.’’

We're going to give them a 
great time, too. ‘There is going to be a 
crowd of them, but we have enough big 
hotels here to take care of all that come. 
The N. E. A. met here eight years ago, 
and some of the people didn’t go back 
East again. A good many that did go 
back soon returned to Los Angeles. 
They didn’t like the freezing winters 
back there, when they had seen the roses 
and fruit and sunshine we have the year 
around. They call this ‘“The land of 
Sunshine,’’ and it is a good name for it.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


ROADS AND ROAD BUILDING 


Col. Wm. D. Sohier spoke of the Work done in this Vicinity, and 
What is proposed to be done, before Beverly Farms 
Municipal Club. Practical and Interesting Talk. 


Col. Wm. D. Sohier of the Beverly 
summer colony gave a very practical 
and interesting talk Tuesday evening 
before the members of the Municipal 
club in Marshall’s hall, Beverly Farms, 
on “Road Building.” 

Col. Sohier has been the prime 
mover in building and reopening so 
many of the North Shore drives, es- 
pecially so-called wood drives, all 
along the shore from Magnolia to 
Beverly, and it was largely through 
him that the state highway along the 
Beverly shore to. Manchester was 
built. He is therefore well qualified 
to talk on a subject of this kind. He 
brought out many new points in the 
manner of construction, the cost, ways 
and means to preserve macadam roads 
from the tearing automobiles, and 
other inteaesting phases of building 
and maintenance. 

The speaker held the floor for over 
an hour. He said in part: 

«Some years ago,”’ said the speaker, 
“Beverly and its neighboring towns 
had ideal roads built of gravel, but 
with the increase of traffic these roads 
could not stand up and at the same 
time the water supply threatened to 
become inadequate. About that time 
a committee of summer residents, 
consisting of Oliver Ames, Charles 
H. Tyler and the speaker, started to 
find a remedy and raised a fund of 
over $30,000 by subscription among 
the shore residents. This committee 
also negotiated successfully for assist- 
ance with the city authorities and the 
State Highway Commission. 

“To maintain these roads constant 
vigilance is necessary and for this 
year the city of Beverly and the towns 
of Wenham, Essex, Topsfield, Box- 
ford, Rowley and others, the High- 
way Commission and many private 
individuals have agreed to assist the 
committee. Some of the roads that 
are to be improved are the Essex- 
Manchester, Essex-Hamilton, Ando- 
ver road in Boxford and Newburyport 
turnpike in Rowley. In addition to 
the regular highway work the com- 
mittee maintains about twelve miles 
of woods roads,” 

Continuing, Colonel Sohier de- 
scribed the effect of automobile traffic 
on the macadamized roads. The 
swiftly moving machines, he said, 
suck up the top of the roads and ex- 
pose the stones, and if they are not 
covered immediately the stones them- 
selves are pulled out of place. 

The new _ remedies,. which the 
speaker described at some length, are 


the calcium chloride, tarvia and oil 
treatments. Concerning these, Col. 
Sohier said, in part : 

“Last year we tried watering a half 
mile of road with calcium chloride, 
with apparent success. It certainly 
laid the dust and saved the road some- 
what, but the cost is still doubtful, 
because we do not know how many 
applications will be needed each sea- 
son. We put on four in the sunny 
places and two in the shady, and the 
dust was kept well laid and the road 
moist until snow fell. We think it 
still shows. Calcium chloride attracts 
water from the ground and air, and 
holds it a long time. We used a 
pound toa gallon of water, and each 
application cost about $32 for a mile 
of road eighteen feet wide. Certainly 
it was an extremely successful experi- 
ment, and I think we shall use it again 
this year, possibly on all the shore 
roads, if we can obtain it, and arrange 
a plant to use it. This, however, like 
water and sand, merely saves the road 
surface for a time, and does not really 
build the road. 

“Our committee in Beverly tried 
four pieces of old road last year, three 
being gravel, and one macadam. We 
used the crude Texas oil from the 
Guffey Company, which has an 
asphalt base. Of course we had no 
machinery or appliances for using oil, 


and we had to use an ordinary water- 
ing cart. We tried various quantities, 
from two-fifths of a gallon a square 
yard to a gallon a square yard; that 
laid the dust thoroughly for all the 
season and the road was better than 
before, certainly, but there was ccn- 
siderable smell in the beginning, and 
it never entirely wore off. 

“We found that before using oil the 
road should be thoroughly shaped, so 
that the oil when spread would hold 
it, and, further, that you should never 
use oil without spreading enough sur- 
face material upon the top of the road 
to absorb all of the oil. If half an 
inch of sand or gravel is spread on top 
of it it not only lays the dust but 
holds the road’s surface from being 
torn up. Personally I am rather in- 
clined to think that the oil may be 
on the whole the best material to use. 
One must remember, however, that 
only oils with an asphalt base, like the 
Texas and Californian, can be used 
successfully upon roads, because the 
Ohio and Pennsylvania oils, with the 
paraffine base, make the roads scale 
up. In other words, one is greasy and 
slippery and the other is gluey and 
sticky. 

“The oiling that we did cost at from 
$275 to $400 a mile. 

“It seems to me that the crude oil 
must produce the best results in the 
end, certainly in road building, and 
will on the whole have less smell, as 
it need only be applied once a year 
and will last a whole season, if it 
works here as it does in other places.”

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Praise For Manchester Highways 
and the so-called Kimball Process. 


The ‘‘Kimball process,’’ so-called, 
which is an improvement in road building 
over the macadam finish, and for the 
purpose of seeing which a number of 
prominent road builders and superintend- 
ents came from various parts of the state 
last fall, is attracting wide attention. 

Supt. Kimball is now using this tar- 
macadam on School street, Manchester, 
which is being re-surfaced. 

The Gloucester Dazly Times in comment- 
ing on highways and automobiles editor- 
ially a few days ago had this to say: 

‘At this time when automobiles are 
playing such havoc with the surface of 
macadam highways, experiments which 
may solve the problem of securing a 
method by which the road may with- 
stand the wear and tear of motor car traf- 
fic are interesting. Last year numerous 
tests were made, and Superintendent of 
Highways Kimball of Manchester tried 
a plan which has evidently stood the test 
and has proven practical. On a section 
of a much traversed street, a preparation 
of tar and crushed stone was used, and 
the results were gratifying. “The tar made 
an excellent bed to hold the stone, and a 
good surface was furnished. ‘The dis- 
ereeable feature of the prevalence of dust 
was removed, and the section is still in 
excellent condition after considerable 
constant travel. So satisfactory has the 
method proven, it has been decided to 
lay a similar additional section as a sub- 
stitution for the ordinary macadam. 

““The problem of building highways 
which will be proof against the automo- 
bile is a serious one to many communi- 
ties, and is becoming more and more so 
as the use of motor vehicles continues to 
increase. Gloucester is well aware of 
this, as some of the roads will show, 
hespecially the state higway to Magnolia, 
where in many places the top dressing 
has been torn practically off by the light- 
ning like revolving wheels of the innum- 
erable automobiles which daily pass over 
the road. “The Manchester plan of im- 
proved road building seems to be all that 
is desired, although further time may be 
desired to fully warrant this belief. How- 
ever, there is no doubt but the motor car 
has come to stay, and it seems as if some 
change in the highway construction 
methods will be necessary on thorough- 
fares where the travel of this kind is 
heaviest and most constant.”’

West Beach Corporation Loses 


Its Case. 


Important Decision 


_ May Result in Serious Complications 


The Supreme Court, to whom was 
submitted the case of the Preston heirs 
vs. West Beach Corporation, in March, 
late yesterday handed down a de- 
cision against the corporation. The 
decision involves ownership of about 
one-third of the beach. 

While the particulars are as yet not 
given out the Breeze is able to an- 
nounce this afternoon that the corpor- 
-ation loses principally though the 
agreement of 1856 whereby the cor- 
poration agreed to relinquish its rights 
to Mr. Preston as regards not taking 
sand and seaweed from the property, 
and the court practically decided this 
agreement takes the form of a deed.

STATE HOUSE GOSSIP 
ee Our Special Correspondent. ) | 


Another week of strenuous en- 
deavor in the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture has passed into history. The 
legislation which attracted the most 
attention was the Bucket Shop bill 
and the Shoe Machinery bill. 

The Bucket Shop bill was signed by 
the governor on Wednesday, but does 
not go into effect until the expiration 
of thirty days from the date of the 
governor’s signature. It is not neces- 
sary to recall the disgraceful proceed- 
ings which attended the legislation on 
this bill last year. It is still fresh in 
the memory of the people. There 
were several attempts to tack on un- 
friendly amendments this year but 
they were promptly defeated! The 
bill was drafted by Rep. Higgins, one 
of the most popular members of the 
House, and was based on the recom- 
mendation contained in Gov. Guild’s 
address to the Legislature. 


The Shoe Machinery bill was passed 
to engrossment in the Senate on 
Tuesday by a vote of 19 to15. Five 
members of the Senate refused to 
vote either on a standing vote or by 
roll call. On Wednesday a motion 
was made by Sen. Cox to reconsider 
the engrossment, the intention being 
to amend by striking out the penalty 
clause. This motion was lost by a 
vote of 18 to 15. Four of the five 
senators who neglected to vote on 


Tuesday, again sat in silence as their. 


names were called by the clerk. Sen. 
Shaw, one of the five who did not 


vote on Tuesday, voted on Wednes- 
day for the reconsideration. 


One of the rules of the Senate re- 
quires that every member present at 
a roll call must vote. The president 
of the Senate did not enforce the rule, 
not considering it his place to take the 
initiative. No member of the Senate 
asked for the enforcement of this rule 
for the simple reason that neither the 
opponents or the friends of the bill 
knew on which side these silent sena- 
tors would vote if compelled to. 

The House has the bill now which 
comes up for the ordering to a third 
reading on Wednesday next. If the 
bill passes the House the Senate will 
have another opportunity to consider 
it when it is returned for enactment. 
It is thought that the bill will ul- 
timately pass the House although there 
are prospects of a hard fight. It is a 
close question and much can be said 
on both sides. There does not seem 
to be present the unreasonable preju- 
dice which is generally shown in fights 
of this kind. 


Some unfounded rumors found their 
way into the daily papers to the effect 
that the governor would veto the bill 
allowing the Fitchburg Railway Com- 
pany to purchase the Conway Rail- 
way. The governor, however, found 
after careful investigation that this bill 
was entirely consistent with his stand 
of last year and in accord with the 
policy of the Commonwealth in regard 
to railway mergers. 


The Spanish War Veterans bill 
which came up for reconsideration in 
the Senate was defeated by a vote of 
20 to 20. 


Council of K. of C. to Be Instituted 
at Manchester 


Knights of Columbus from Lynn, 
Salem, Peabody, Beverly, Beverly 
Farms, Gloucester, and various other 
places will come to Manchester to- 
morrow, especially if the weather is 
favorable, when a council will be in- 
stituted. It is expected there will be 
fully 400 present. Most of the vis- 
itors will come on the train arriving at 
Manchester about 1.30.

The first degree will be exemplified 
by a special degree staff, the second 
by Leo Council of Peabody, and the 
third by D. D.S. K. Lawrence A. 
Ford of Beverly and staff. A. ban- 
quet will be served after the second 
degree.

have some. 
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find no fault with his sermon, save only 
that it had too much truth. But this I 
quarrelled at, that he went far from his 
text to come close to me, and so was 
faulty himself in telling me of my faults. 
Thus they will creep out at small cran- 
nies who have a mind to escape; and yet 
I cannot deny but that which he spake 
(though nothing to that portion of Scrip- 
ture which he had for his text) was ac- 
cording to the proportion of Scripture. 
And is not thy word in general the text 
at large of every preacher? Yea, rather 
I should have concluded, that if he went 
from his text, thy goodness sent him to 
meet me; for without thy guidance it had 
been impossible for him so truly to have 
traced the intricate turnings of my deceit- 
ful heart.”’ 

‘*Travelling on the plain (which not- 
withstanding, hath its risings and fall- 
ings), I discovered Salisbury steeple many 
miles off; coming to a declivity, I lost 
sight thereof; but climbing up the next 
hill, the steeple grew out of the ground 
again. Yea, I often found it and lost it, 
till at last I came safely to it, and took 
my lodging near it. It fareth thus with 
us, whilst we are wayfaring to heaven: 
mounted on the Pisgah top of some good 
meditation, we get a glimse of our celest- 
ial Canaan. But when either on the flat 
of an ordinary temper, or in the fall of 
an extraordinary temptation, we lose the 
view thereof. ‘Thus, in the sight of our 
soul, heaven is discovered, covered and 
recovered; till, though late, at last, 
though slowly, surely, we arrive at the 
haven of our happiness.’’ 

“*T heard a preacher take for his text: 
Am not [ thine ass, upon which thou 
hast ridden ever since I was thine unto 
this day? was I ever wont to do so unto 
thee? I wondered what he would make 
thereof, fearing he would starve his audi- 
tors for want of matter. But hence he 
observed: 

1. The silliest and simplest, being 
wronged, may justly speak in their own 
defence. 

2. Worst men have a good title to 
their own goods. Balaam a sorcerer; yet 
the ass confesseth twice he was his. 

3. ‘They who have done many good 
offices, and fail in one, are often not only 
unrewarded for former service, but pun- 
ished for that one offence. 

4. When the creatures, formerly of- 
ficious to serve us, start from their wont- 
ed obedience (as the earth to become bar- 
ren, and air pestilential), man ought to 
reflect on his own sin as the sole cause 
thereof. 

How fruitful are the seeming barren 
places of Scripture. Bad plowmen, which 
make balks of such good ground. Where- 
soever the surface of God’s word doth 
not laugh and sing with corn, there the 
heart thereof within is merry with mines, 
affording, where not plain matter, hidden 
mysteries.’

*One of Surviving Men Tells Breeze 
of His Awful Experience 


Those who read in the daily papers 
the first of the week of the terrible ex- 
perience of two Boston men, John 
Baker, 65, and Michael Shea, ay who 
were picked up in a dory, exhausted, 
near Yarmouth, N. S., after drifting a- 
bout four days and four nights, little knew 
that one of the men, John Baker, 1s 
known to some extent in Manchester. 
He is a father of “Thomas Baker, John 
A. Baker and Mrs. John W. Gaapbell 
and was here visiting them on Easter 
Sunday. In the early days Mr. Baker 
followed the sea and now in his advanc- 
ing years he is not content only when he 
is following his former avocation. 

For the past few days Mr. Baker 
has been in Manchester visiting his 
children. The BREEZE mancalled on 
him Thursday evening and Mr. Baker 
related his awful experiences which 
were substantially the same as pub- 
lished in the daily papers. 

“We left Boston on Saturday, Apr. 
27, he said, “and on the following 
Tuesday arrived on Brown’s Banks, 
65 miles from Cape Sable. There 
were 21 of us” At 6 o'clock in ‘the 
morning we put off in our dories to 
set the trawls for cod and haddock. 
It was a little foggy and we calculated 
to be back to the boat about 10 or 11 
o'clock. We started back to the boat, 
but could see nor hear anything of her. 
We rowed about until 5 o’clock, and 
seeing we were lost we started to pull 
for shore, which we judged the direc- 
tion of by the wind. Wekept this up 
all Tuesday night, Wednesday, Thurs- 
day until Friday night at 5 o’lock, not 
having a thing to eat or drink, except 
some raw fish in the boat, and lay lap- 
ping water that settled on our oars and 
boat from the fog and alittle rain. It 
was something awful,— the pangs of 
hunger and thirst. 

‘«« About dusk Friday we were picked 
up by a small lobster steamer near 
Seal Island and were taken into Woods 
Hale, and from there to Yarmouth, 
coming from there to Boston by steam- 
er last Sunday.”

BAD ACCIDENT. 


Engine Demolished Express Wagon at Sea 
Street Crossing, Manchester, as horse 
went through the gates. 

A bad accident was very narrowly 
averted at the Sea Street Crossing, Man- 
chester, ‘uesday afternoon at 4.30 when 
a horse attached to an express wagon 
either jumped over the gates or ducked 
under one of them. The horse and dri- 
ver were uninjured, but the wagon was 
smashed to kindling wood. 

The 4.30 train had just left the Man- 
chester station for Magnolia and Samuel 
Cullivan, driver for P. H. Boyle, was 
coming down Sea street in the express 
wagon formerly used by the Masconomo 
House. Just at that time a special work 
- traincameup throughthe ‘‘ledge’’ and was 
approaching the crossing. Gate-tender 
Luke Morgan, who has the name of be- 
ing one of the most faithful gatemen in 
the employ of the road, saw the train. 
He also saw the horse and wagon ap- 
proaching. He put down the gates and 
warned the driver to stop his horse, but 
despite all he could do the horse plunged 
through the easterly gate and smashed it. 

Samuel Cullivan, the driver, claims the 
gates were not down, and that the gates 
were broken by coming in contact with 
the hames on his horse. At any rate, 
however the thing happened, Cullivan 
jumped from his seat, grabbed the horse’ s 
bridle and pulled himself and animal far 
enough from the track to escape the en- 
gine which was coming upon them. In 
an instant the wagon was struck and 
smashed, and turned up on end against 
the crossing tender’s house. 

‘The engine was coming up the track 
with tender in front, consequently the 
train could not be brought to a stop so 
well as if the engine had been heading 
the other way. It stopped ten feet be- 
yond where it struck the wagon. 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
A. E. Tuttle and Engineer Quimby was 
at the throttle. Cullivan had a close call.

Sermon. 


Rev. James Alvord, late of Woon- 
socket, R. I., where he resigned recent- 
ly after a pastorate of thirteen years, 
preached at the Congregational church, 
Manchester, last Sunday. In the morn- 
ing he took for a text Isa. 40: 3—‘“The 
voice of him that crieth in the wilder- 
ness, Prepare ye the way of the Lord, 
make straight in the desert a highway for 
our God.’’

“The world has gone on amidst self- 
sacrificing ages and was made by self- 
sacrificing men. 

“Il am almost tempted to throw out an 
‘Irish bull’ over this pulpit and say that 
no prophet ever managed to make his 
voice heard until after his head had been 
cut off. The leaders of the race have 
been men who sacrificed themselves. It 
is well for us to remember that these 
heroes, these martyrs, were redeemers 
of their race; they failed to realize their 
feet did swash through blood. Yea, the 
world never would have gone onward 
save along the footholds of martyred 
heroes. Sprinkled with their blood the 
desert has blossomed as a rose. 

““Only when the cross has laid a 
shadow against the face of man’s life does 
the true glow of humanity appear. Hun- 
dreds of men die in order that Christianity 
might be preached to the nations.”’

Various predictions are being made 
as to the time the Legislature will be 
prolonged. Speaker Cole believes 
the House will finish its business 
about the first of June. The general 
Opinion is, however, that the sessions 
will not cease before the middle of 
June. 


The Shoe Machinery bill is still the 
subject of great oratorical efforts. 
It not only is of great interest to the 
legislators themselves, but to thousands 
of citizens throughout the Common- 
wealth. This bill came up Wednes- 
day for ordering to a third reading, 
the debate taking the entire day. 
Rep. Higgins leads the fight for the 
bill while Rep. Turtle leads the 
opponents. 

The sensational newspapers with 
flaring head lines claims that money 
is freely offered in order to kill the 
bill. Most people pay no attention 
to these rumors. They are born of 
that unreasoning prejudice that be- 
lieves a corporation, simply because it 
is a corporation, should be subjected 
to this sort of treatment. The peo- 
ple also believe that the great major- 
ity of legislators are honest men, men 
who would not blacken their character 
for sordid gain. 

The bill passed the house by a wide 
margin, but Rep. Ross of New Bed- 
ford, the labor leader, offered an 
amendment which many men think is 
unconstitutional. An effort will be 
made to reconsider this amendment 
and defeat it. If this is done it is be- 
lieved the bill will ultimately pass both 
the House and Senate. The bill has 
gone through the Senate but goes 
back for enactment.

There appears to be no way to reach 
this fellow except to expose him in the 
region where he is working I should 
be glad to have you do this. You 
might arrange for the publication of 
this letter.

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WEST BEACH CASE 


The Opinion handed down in the Case. 


Decision not unlooked 


for, though it means a Great Deal to the Residents 
of Beverly Farms 


The decision of the Supreme court 
against the West Beach Corporation 
in its case against the Preston heirs, 
reported exclusively in last week’s 
BREEZE, was read with much interest 
by the Farms people. 

The decision is naturally of much 
concern to the people of the Farms as 
to just what it means and the results. 
The whole thing in a nutshell is that 
within a month or six weeks the bath 
houses on the westerly end of the 
beach will have to be removed for all 
time. No sand can be taken from 
this portion and the question as to 
whether boating, bathing and resting 
in the sand is. permitted, will have to 
be determined when the decree is 
drawn up, but it now appears that 
none of the above will be allowed. 

There is, however, no doubt in the 
matter ofa dividing fence or wall,— 
that none such can be erected, and 
the Corporation will still have the 
right to pass and repass over the 
property and to collect driftwood and 
sea-weed. In other words the terms 
of the agreement made between Mr. 
Preston and the Corporation in 1856, 
will have to be carried out by both 
parties. 

We had hoped to be able to print 
some pictures of the beach in this 
issue, but were disappointed in the 
matter. We do publish, however, the 
opinion handed down on the case, 
which was as follows: 


George B. Preston et al. 
vs. West Beach Corporation 


Knowlton, C. J. This bill is brought 
to restrain the defendant from erect- 
ing bathhouses and other structures 
on the plaintiffs’ beach at Beverly 
Farms. The case was heard at great 
length, first before an auditor and then 
before a jury, upon eleven issues 
which were framed for trial by a jury. 
It involves an investigation of titles 
beginning with a grant from the town 
of Salem in 1635, and extending to 
deeds made only a few years ago. 
Questions were raised as to the validity 
and effect of two acts of incorporation 
of proprietors, one under a general 
law, and the other under a special 
statute. A contract was made between 
the defendant and the plaintiffs’ pre- 
decessor in title, which the defendant 
seeks to avoid on the ground that it 
was ultra vires. Both parties rely 
upon prescription, as well as convey- 
ances to establish a title that shall be 
available in support of their respective 
contentions. 


The plaintiffs own about an acre 
and a half of land near the sea bya 
title that is unquestioned. They con- 
tend that their absolute title by deed 
extends to high water mark, that in 
addition to the tenancy in common by 
deed in the shore and the adjacent 
flats to low water mark, they have ac- 
quired rights in them by prescription. 
The defendant contends that the 
plaintiffs’ boundary next the sea is a 
bank separating the upland from the 
sand of the beach below at a distance 
of several rods from high water mark. 
A great many requests for rulings 
were made by the defendant, and nu- 
merous important questions of law 
have been argued betore us, some of 
which it will be unnecessary to decide. 
The decision of the court will turn 
upon a few propositions, 

The parties have filed a stipulation 
that the plaintiffs are owners of an 
estate in fee in the disputed tract as 
tenants in common with others. As 
against a stranger to the title sucha 
share is sufficient to entitle them to 
the relief which they ask in this bill. 
We may therefore turn at once to the 
defendants’ claim of title. 

The defendant was incorporated 
under the. 5tae 852 cmp, cuaabic 
is a very peculiar act which incorpo- 
rates all the resident inhabitants of a 
certain territory, comprising most of 
two school districts in the town of 
Beverly, and which authorizes them 
to take and hold a described portion 
of the seashore, beach and flats at 
Beverly Farms. It puts upon them 
the burden of keeping in repair a cer- 
tain causeway across a creek and 
marsh, and provides that they “may 
use and occupy said described portion 
of seashore, beach and flats for the 
purpose of gathering drift stuff and 
sea-weed, and of boating and bathing, 
as said premises have heretofore been 
used and occupied by them and their 
predecessors.” It contains a require- 
ment that the legal voters, who are 
members of the corporation, shall be 
assessable a certain amount for the 
erection and maintenance of a stone 
wall at the causeway, and it makes 
regulations as to the removal of sand 
and gravel from the beach, and the 
gatherings of drift stuff and sea-weed. 
It declares that “nothing contained 
in this act shall be so construed as 
to. . . impair the legal rights of 
any person.” 

Although the defendant relies 
somewhat upon a incorporation of 
proprietors under the general law in 


1840, claiming the same property, we 
consider this of no further signifi- 
cance than to show that this beach 
had previously been treated almost 
like common property. The defen- 
dant corporation has derived nothing 
from the former corporation. It 
seems to have been supposed that 
there was a change, or a contention 
effecting this land in reference to the 
maintenance of the causeway accord- 
ing to the terms of the original grant 
from the town of Salem. But it ap- 
pears that so far as the land now in 
dispute is concerned this was a mis- 
take. The change or contention was 
in a grant which did not include this 
part of the beach, although it included 
a part of that described in the statute. 

What was the effect of this statute ? 
It assumed to give the corporation a 
possessory title in the beach, if it 
chose to take and hold it. The cor- 
poration, having been duly organized, 
undertook the work required of it in 
the repair of the causeway, and 
did it to the satisfaction of the select- 
men of the town. By a board of offi- 
cers regularly elected from year to 
year, it has attempted to manage and 
control the property described in the 
act. Considering the situation and 
nature of the real estate we think the 
defendant took it within the meaning

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of the statute, and has held it gener- 
ally; although for the most part they 
refer to nice questions in regard to 
boundaries. The statute did not pur- 
port to take any property by right of 
eminent domain, and did expressly 
provide that it should not impair the 
legal rights of any person. There- 
fore the statute gave the corporation 
no valid title as against the legal title 
of any private owner. If there were 
any public or common rights in the 
tract included in the grant they passed 
to the corporation. The defendant’s 
counsel argues that the legislature 
‘intended to gather up the fragmen- 
tary and unascertainable interests 
_held by a great multitude of persons 
and vest them immediately in a cor- 
poration for the purpose of securing 
to those who appeared to be the 
owners, and those who would become 
the future owners, the beneficial use 
of West Beach for the purposes to 
which it had long been devoted.” 
Very likely he is right in this; but if 
he is the law makers were careful not 
to attempt to interfere wlth private 
property. Doubtless they recognized 
their constitutional limitations. As 
against individual owners nothing 
more than a possessory title was 
created, and as against them no rights 
* have been acquired by the corporation 
otherwise than by disseizin. If we 
assume in favor of the defendant that 
by reason of the publicity of the dif- 
ferent proceedings before the legisla- 
ture and the town, and the notoriety 
_ of its acts in regard to the beach, it 
- has now acquired title by disseizin to 
all the property described in the statute 
as against all private owners who have 
made no claim since the corporation 
took possession, we could put their 
relations with the plaintiffs and the 
plaintiffs’ predecessor in title, and ask 
whether they have acquired any rights 
against them. 
After negotiations between the par- 
ties a vote of the corporation an agree- 
ment finder seal was entered into be- 
tween the defendant and Jonathan 
Preston, who then owned the estate of 
the present plaintiffs, whereby the de- 
fendant was to release to him ‘all in- 
terest they may have to that portion 
of the beach which fronts upon the 
land situated to the westward of. the 
line running” etc. . . “reserving only 
such privileges as may have been ac- 
quired by usage or otherwise to col- 
lect sea-weed and drift wood, and to 
pass and repass over said beach, which 
privileges are still to remain to be en- 
joyed by them in common with the 
owners of said land, said corporation 
further agreeing that the sixth and 
seventh sections of their act of incor- 
poration sha]] not apply to said por- 
tion of the beach.” Then followed a 


stipulation that no sand should be re-" 


moved from this portion of the beach 
under a prescribed penalty. 

Sections six and seven referred to, 
relate to the removal of sand, gravel, 
drift stuffand sea-weed. This instru- 
ment was executed in 1856. 

The defendant contends that the 
agreement was ultra vires of the cor- 
poration and void because by the eighth 
section of the act the beach is forever 
to remain for the use of the present 
and future residents within the limits 
designated, and the transfer of his 
right by a member is forbidden. We 
have no doubt that a sale of the beach 
as a whole was forbidden. But here 
was a small part of it claimed by the 
plaintiffs’ predecessor, and there was 
much reason to believe that he had a 
good title to high water mark. He 
was willing to give the defendant val- 
uable rights in the disputed portion, 
and they entered into the agreement 
in order to settle for all time rights 
that otherwise would be doubtful. He 
and his successors treated the agree- 
ment as binding, and it seems that for 
a long time the defendant did also. In 
this trial the plaintiffs consented that 
the third issue, as to the right of the 
defendant and its members to enter 
upon and pass and repass over the land 
to and from the sea, and the fourth 


issue, as to the right of the defendant - 


and its members to gather drift stuff 
and sea-weed on the land-and to carry 
it away, should be answered favorably 
to the defendant. We are not pre- 
pared to say that the corporation 
could not bind itself in this way for 
the settlement of doubtful questions 
affecting its rights On the contrary 
we think that the defendant was 
bound by the agreement at least by 
way of estoppel, since it was acted up- 
on by both parties. 

The agreement becomes very im- 
portant as bearing upon the nature of 
the subsequent occupation of the par- 
ties, and upon the question whether 
the corporation has acquired any right 
by disseizin or prescription against 
the plaintiffs. So faras the defendant 
has exercised the rights secured to it 
by the writing, its occupation as_be- 
tween those parties, must be deemed 
permissive and not adverse to the 
plaintiffs. Beyond the exercising of 
those rights nothing is shown which 
approaches proof that the corporation 
has acquired any title or easement 
against the plaintiffs by a continuous 
adverse use and occupation for twenty 
years or more. If as against other 
tenants in common who have made no 
claim to any part of the property, it 
has acquired by its general corpora- 
tion a supervision of the beach and 
title to their shares by disseizen, its 
occupation has been all the time in 


subordination to the rights of the . 


plaintiffs under this right. The rights 


of others which it may have acquired 
are not their full former rights, be- 
cause the defendant was subject to 
those written provisions in favor of 
the plaintiffs’ predecessors in title. Or 
to put the property in another form 
so faras the defendant has acquired 
prescriptive rights from others they 
have all the time been limited by this 
agreement while they were going into 
the detendant’s ownership, and as 
soon as they were made by the pre- 
scriptive title good as against others, 
they were controlled, as between those 
parties, by the agreement which was 
made for their regulation. 

The case stands with the conceded 
title in the plaintiffs’ as tenants in 
common, and with no title to the de- 
fendant as against the plaintiffs as to 
any of the matters in dispute. It 
therefore becomes unnecessary to de- 
cide whether the judge was right in 
his ruling that the plaintiffs have a, 
perfect title by deed to high water or 
whether the auditor was right in find- 
ing that the description of their land 
in the deed stopped at the bank, a 
considerable distance away from high 
water mark. We have little doubt 
that there was evidence before the au- 
ditor which would have warranted a 
finding in favor of the plaintiffs on 
this point. Whether the judge could 
rule on this point as matter of law 
against the finding of the auditor is a 
different question. 

There is no ground for the de- 
fendant’s contention that the judge 
could not direct the jury to answer 
the tenth issue “‘yes as tenant in com- 
mon.” The addition of the words 
“as tenants in common’ showed 
briefly the nature and extent of their 
ownership in fee. It was not neces- 
sary in answering the issue as it was 
framed, it was desirable and not ob- 
jectionable. If the judge had chosen 
he might have then amended the 
issue, So as to require such an answer. 
An error in the trial of any of the 
issue is immaterial, provided the 
answers to the issues rightly tried un- 
able the court to dispose of the case. 
It therefore becomes unnecessary to 
consider the exceptions and the exclu- 
sion of testimony. None of this tes- 
timony had any bearing on the plain- 
tiffs’ conceded title as tenant in 
common, nor on the question whether 
the defendant has acquired a title by 
disseizin or prescription against the 
plaintiffs. 

It follows that the judge was right 
in ordering a decree for the plaintiffs, 
and the exception to that order is 
overruled. 

Upon reservation of the case on all 
the questions before the court, the 
order is : 

Decree for the plaintiff with costs.

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THOUGHTS HERE AND THERE 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 
Public opinion is not a thing of small 


moment; it does matter what people 


think and say; no man can afford to be 
indifferent to the good opinion of the 
best men in the community, the men of 
intelligence, character and reputation; 
we may be independent of wealth, of 
fashion, of popularity, but we cannot be 
independent of a sane public opinion. 

Some say that we are being over-legis- 
lated, and no doubt there may be such a 
thing as over-legislation, especially when 
private bills and measures over-ride public 
affairs. There is too much legislation 
in the interests of classes, of corporations, 
of professions. In the times of Abraham 
Davenport and the “‘Dark Day,’’ so 
Whittier reminds us, “‘the state sent its 
_ wisest men to make the public laws;”’ 
these men were sometimes narrow and 
they sometimes made mistakes, but they 
were at least honest and earnest and they 
legislated as men who heard the sound of 
Doomsday coming. 

It is acurious commentary on an ad- 
vanced civilization that in the freest dem- 
ocracy in the world, there are such wide 
deversities of social condition, such vast 
accumulations of power in the hands of 
a few, such a tendency to the worship of 
wealth; it takes no prophet of evil to for- 
see that such a state of things bodes no 
good to the commonweal. 

The ancient Greeks held that the feet 
of the avenging deities were shod with 
wool; retribution for evil may be silent 
and unsuspected in its approach, but its 
approach is none the less sure for that. 

‘There are some things that are too ser- 
ious to be made a jest of, such as poverty, 
deformity, misfortune, ignorance. It is 
no mark of good sense or good feeling 
to turn what with so many is a source of 
mortification and distress into Durlesque. 

President Wayland, a famous educator 
in his day, had much to say to his classes 
of the ‘‘tendencies of things; ”’ a due re- 
gard to what things may lead to as well 
as what they are in themselves would 
sometimes save ministers, teachers, par- 
ents and town officials from serious mis- 
takes; the permitting of things innocent 
enough in themselves may prove as dis- 
astrous as the sowing of the dragon’s 
teeth that sprang up into a crop of armed 
men. 

No doubt the iron hand in the velvet 
glove, the firmness in affairs combined 
with the graciousness of manner, is the 
ideal of goverment in the family, the 
schvol and the state; and if it seems an

MEMORIAL DAY 


Manchester paid fitting tribute to Soldier and Sailor Dead. Public Exer- 
cises in afternoon and Entertainment in Evening. 


Memorial Day with all that it means 
to the veterans of the Grand Army, with 
its lessons of patriotism for the young and 
for the old as well, was appropriately re- 
cognized in Manchester on ‘Thursday. 
Public services were held in the Town 
hall in the afternoon and in the evening 
an interesting entertainment, to which 
the public was invited, was carried out 
under the direction of the ladies of the 
Relief Corps. 

Under smiling skies in the afternoon, 
followirg the cool winds and cloudiness 
of the morning and day previous, the ve- 
terans, under escort of the Sons of Veter- 
ans, marched first to the own hall, and 
then to the various cemeteries, where 
the graves of their departed comrades 
were decked with flowers. 


It was a little before 2 o'clock that 
Post 67 was escorted from Grand Army 
hall to the Town hall, when the follow- 
ing program was carried out:

ADVANCED” [O SECOND CLASS 


After July 1 the Manchester post-office 
will be advanced to second class and a 


male clerk will be added to the force. 
Edward H. Wilcox has received the ap-

pointment for this position and will as- 
sume his duties the 17th of this month. 

To the unprecedented growth of the 
office and the increase in business is due 
this change. Knowing for some time 
that the gross receipts of the office had 
been sufficient to change the office to 


second class, Postmaster Samuel L. 
Wheaton did not know that the change 
would be made until last week, when J. 
M. White, assistant superintendent of 
salaries and allowances of the New Eng- 
land Division, called at the office. 

The office became third class over 
ten years ago when William Johnson 
was postmaster. Since Postmaster W heat- 
on’s appointment over eight years. ago 
the business of the office has been steadi- 
ly increasing. During his first year the 
receipts were $5057. Last year the gross 
receipts were $8604, which is over $600 
in excess of the amount necessary to 
make the office sécond class, and which 
was $800 in advance of the previous year. 

The first thing that goes with this 
change is the addition of a male clerk, 
making two clerks the year around. The 
postmaster also receives an increase in 
salary, making an total of $2000. 

‘Tf the office keeps on increasing Man- 
chester will be entitled to a free delivery 
system within a few years. Less than 
$2000 increase in gross receipts is all that 
is necessary,—or a total of $10,000. 

Mr. Wilcox, who is the newly ap- 
pointed clerk is one of Manchester’s 
most popular young men. He is a phar- 
macist and has been with A. Lee & Sons 
for anumber of years prior to which he 
was with A. L. Green, now F. G. 
Cheever Co. Miss Lulu Johnson will re- 
main as assistant to the postmaster, and 
Miss Mary Barry will also be retained as 
clerk during the summer at least.

address of the day. He paid an elo- 
quent tribute to the men of the army 
and navy, the heroes of a thousand 
battles, and at the close of. the war, 
industrious and helpful citizens in 
the community. He spoke feelingly 
of Memorial Day and what it signifies 
to the nation and deprecated the fact 
that in some respects people were not 
observing it as a memorial to the 
nation’s dead but asa day of sports 
and the opening of pleasure parks. 
Mr. Bostwick’s address was in part as 
follows : 

“As God’s chosen people after 
their 40 years wandering in the wil- 
derness, upon coming into the Prom- 
ised Land, placed a pile of stones on 
the banks of the Jordan as a memorial 
of this epoch in their history, so, in 
the ceremonies of today, in the plac- 
ing of wreaths and flowers. on the 
graves of departed comrades, you 
have erected a memorial wherein 
fraternity is cultivated, patriotism 
nurtured and loyalty honored. 

“Throughout all history, nations 
have sought to memorialize important 
epochs in their national life. Such 
memorials are found in the pyramids 
of Egypt, the Parthenon of Athens, 
and the gigantic memorials of Rome. 
But time and the elements are gradu- 
ally yet surely effacing these memo- 
rials of brick and stone, the work of 
men’s hands. But the Memorial ser- 
vices held throughout our land today 
are the spontaneous expression of a 
devotion to justice, to patriotism and 
loyalty, and can never die so long as 
affection is an element of the human 
heart. 

The speaker then went on to de- 
scribe the home-coming of the troops 
at the close of the war, their ranks 
thinned by hostile bullets and disease, 
and how the companionship engen- 
dered through those four terrible 
years continued on in the organization 
ofthe G.A.R. He spoke of the origin 
of Memorial Day ; how an unknown 
soldier of the war, a native of Ger- 
many, wrote the adjutant-general of 
the G.A.R. saying that it was the 
custom of his people in the spring to 
visit ““God-Acres” and place flowers 


on the graves of departed friends ; and 
how this suggestion was adopted by 
Gen. John A. Logan when on the 15th 
of May 1868, he issued the memorable 
order establishing the 30th day of 
May as Memorial Day. 

In this order the members of the 
G.A.R., as comrades, are directed to

serve the Union of the states and the 
Constitutional government our fore- 
fathers founded.” 


Following these exercises line was 
formed on the Common as follows: 
Chas. Stone, officer of the davis 
platoon of police, S. S. Peabody,

in any way or manner they may deem 
proper, and to guard them with a 
sacred vigilance. And, especially to 
place above each grave our country’s 
flag, “Old Glory.” 

He paid an eloquent tribute to the 
men of the navy during the war, a 
branch of the service which has been 
somewhat overlooked. He described 
the work of the Blockade, the cam- 
paign which opened up the Mississippi 
river, how they aided the army in 
joint attacks upon the Confederate 
forts, and how at Pittsburg Landing 
and Malvern Hill they covered the 
Union retreat, pouring shot and shell 
into the Confederates as they ad- 
vanced to the attack, the battle be- 
tween the Merrimac and the Monitor 
and the pursuit of the Confederate 
privateers. _

He was also 
interested in the work of the church and 
for nearly forty years was leader of the 
Congregational choir, his service continu- 
ing until the pastorate of Rev. Mr. Fate, 
since which time there has been no _ re- 
gular organized choir. 

He studied law in the office of the late 
Judge Otis P. Lord, one of the most 
eminent jurists of his day, and he was 
admitted to the Essex bar in 1858. 

Mr. Kimball was a 32nd degree Mas- 
on and a Shriner. He was also a mem- 
ber of several other fraternal organiza- 
tions, notably Essex lodge, I. O. O. F., 
the Royal Arcanum and A. O. U. W. 
_ Mr. Kimball leaves a widow and one 
daughter, Mrs. Walter L. Harris of 
Salem. Mrs. Kimball is a native of 
Manchester, being the daughter of the 
late Augustus Smith. It was only last 
October that Mr. and Mrs. Kimball 
observed their golden wedding. Mrs. 
Kimball has the sympathy of her many 
friends here in her bereavement.

in opening up wood roads hereabouts, 


_ was talked over. 


and Mr. Gaffey of Melrose, a well known 
road builder. 

The matter of using calcium chloride 
The opinion was ex- 
pressed by these men that this is to be the 
coming dust layer. 

It is estimated that there are now 
120,000 gallons of water a day used in 
sprinkling the streets, or at least there 
will be as soon as the carts are put on. 
And even this is unsatisfactory. With 


calcium chloride the dust will be laid 


~ every hour of the day.

Last week Supt. Kimball went to 
Allston, Cambridge, Wal-

give actual facts in regard to the cost. 
He saw one piece of road at Coolidge 
Corner that hadn’t had calcium chloride 
or anything else for three weeks and it 
was perfectly void of dust. 

~He came home and advised the select- 
men that they give calcium chloride a 
try. While he couldn’t tell the cost, he 
did feel the streets would be free from 
dust. Under the present conditions, he 
said, five watering carts were on from 
8a. m. to 5 p. m., with a total cost of 
$30.00 a day, and during the day there 
was no time when some part of each line 
covered bythese carts was not either mud- 
dy or dusty. Especially onreal hot days is 
this so, while with the calcium chloride 
the surface would be alike in all parts. 

The cost of the calcium chloride in 
bulk is $15.40 aton. Before putting on 
the street it is mixed with water in the 
proportion of | |b. to one gallon of water. 
This product can be bought only in one 
place,—Syracuse, N. Y. It comes 32 
tons to a car-load, and has to be broken 
with a sledge hammer, and then put into 
a tank, watering cart, or some vessel to

Fire at Manchester 

The Manchester fire department 
was called out about 2 o'clock 
Wednesday afternoon to a fire in the 
building on the property of the Fen- 
_ton Boat Co. used by A. Dodge & 
Son, grain dealers of Gloucester and 
Beverly. As the fire started in the 
roof and was confined for the most 
part to the roof, it is assumed that it 
_ caught by sparks from a passing train. 
Because of the high wind which was 
was blowing at the time and the 
nature of the building and its contents 
it was feared that the fire might 
prove quite disastrous. The quick re- 
sponse of the department, however, 
and their effective work soon placed 
the flames under control though it 
was some time before they complete- 
ly extinguished it. Two streams 
were on the fire in less than six min- 
utes after the alarm sounded. 

The building is owned by Major 
Henry L. Higginson and was fully 
insured, The loss tothe building is 
estimated at about $1000. The con- 
tents consisting for the most part of 
bale hay and grain were uninsured. 
Mr. Dodge estimates the loss at 
about $1200. Had the fire spread to 
the adjoining buildings a number of 
boats both at White’s yard and at that 
of the David Fenton company would 
have been destroyed.

It is not at all unlikely that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will come to Glouces- 
ter this summer to attend the unveil- 
ing of the permanent memorial to the 
first settlers of Cape Ann at Stage 
Fort park, on Aug. 15. ‘Gloucester 
Day,” by the way, will be quite the 
event of the summer at our neighbor- 
ing city. 


The Schofield gratuity bill, which 
provides for the giving of $125 to each 
veteran of the Civil War who had 
never received a bounty, now seems 
assured of a passage through the state 
senate. Though the ways and means 
committee” reported adversely on the 
bill, when the question of whether or 
not it should be rejected came up in 
the Senate'this week, there was a very 
decided vote in the negative. 


According to the apportionment of 
county taxes as made by the County 
Commissioners for the current year, 
Manchester will pay $16,481.01,— 
more than any other town in the 
county. The next town in amount of 
assessment is Peabody, which is 


assessed some $6,000 less than Man- 
chester. Only six cities in the county 
contribute more. These are in the 
order of their contribution: Lynn, 
Lawrence, Salem, Haverhill, Beverly 
and -Gloucester, the last named city 
contributing something less than 
$8,000 more than the town of Man- 
chester.

This year’s Legislature seems to 
think that the best way out of a diffi- 
cult legislative problem is to authorize 
the appointment of a commission to 
investigate and report to the next 
General Court. Thus far, the Legis- 
lature has authorized the appointment 
of the following commissions: Com- 
mission on State House extension ; 
commission on labor law ; commission 
on municipal docks; commission on 
fire insurance ; commission on taxa- 
tion ; commission on boiler inspection 
rules, and commission to investigate 
financial condition of the city of 
Boston. 


The Ross amendment was defeated 
on reconsideration, and the Shoe 
Machinery bill passed the house in its 
original draft. 

The Democrats of the Senate intro- 
duced an anti-merger bill to prevent 
the expected merger of the Boston 
& Maine and the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford railroads. This, 


of course, is a political move, made in 
order to have some political capital 
next fall. They forgot, however, in 
their enthusiasm, that it really was a 
detriment instead of a help to the 
Democratic party, inasmuch as Mr. 
Whitney, one of the prime movers for 
the merger, is, in all probability, to be 
the Democratic candidate for governor 
this fall. There was an attempt to 
recover the bill when this dawned on 
them, but it. was unsuccessful. The 
hearing on this matter was given be- 
fore the Rules Committee, as the time 
had passed for the introduction of new 
business. The committee has not as 
yet reported on the matter.

A‘number of people from Glouces- 
ter appeared before the railroad com- 
missioners Wednesday, asking that 
the B. & M. R.R. be obliged to put 
on an additional express train each 
way, between Boston and Gloucester. 
They argue that service is faster be- 
tween Boston and Haverhill, New- 
buryport, Taunton and several other 
cities of the same class as Gloucester. 
The railroad officials say that such a 
train would interfere materially with 
the present train service and that the 
number of passengers to Magnolia is 
larger in the summer than to Glouces- 
ter, and that many of these get on at 
any way stations rather than at 
Boston.

ideal never to be realized, there is some- 
thing gained in striving after the perfect 
even if it is never reached by us, if like 
the ‘‘Vanishers’’ of the Red Man’s folk- 
lore the uplifted heel flies on before us 
evermore. 

If Hamlet were living today he might 
well complain of the “‘laws delays.”’ 
But human law, with all its imperfec- 
tions, its many failures and miscarriages, 
and weak as its meshes often prove, is after 
all a very great and majestic thing, in its 
best estate it is a reflection of that which 
as Hooker says has ‘“‘its home in the bos- 
om of God.’’ All worlds recognize the 
authority of law; man is restive under 
it and defies it, but stars and tides, prince- 
doms and powers obey it. 

If it were not for their frequency, such 
things as the use for advertising purposes 
of the name of a great and honored 
school of learning to promote the sale of 
a brand of intoxicating liquor, would shock 
us beyond measure. It seems almost a 
crime, not to say a sacrilege. “‘Can such 
things be, and overcome us like a sum- 
mer cloud, without our special wonder?’’ 
Shades of Fair Harvard! And what shall 
be said of ‘“Teddy Bears?’’ 

To ‘‘stand on infamy’s high stage, 
and bear the pelting scorn of half an 
age,’’ to have their names cast out as 
evil, to be treated as the offscouring of 


all things, has been the lot of many a 


faithful friend of humanity; but there will 
be a day of recompense, the righteous 
will be in everlasting remembrance, their 
names 
‘On Fame’s eternal bead-roll are worthie 
to be fyled.”’ 

‘*But that scaffold sways the future;’ 
so says Lowell, and so it has been and so 
it will be; so it was with John Huss of 
Bohemia, and so it was with John Brown 
of Ossawotomie, for notwithstanding that 
homespun hero’s mistaken zeal and his 
unjustifiable raid ending atthe gallows, his 
name became a watchword of liberty, and 
Union soldiers stepped to the music of a 
new Marseillaise, as they sang, “his soul 
goes marching on.’’ Ever since the great 
tragedy of time, “‘outside the city 
walls,’’ many a cause that has seemed to 
go down in defeat has found in its ap- 
parent defeat its coronation and world- 
wide success.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Manches- 
ter and all other persons, firms or corporations 
liable to pay taxes therein: 

You are hereby notified to bring in to the 
Assessors of said town 

ON or BEFORE JUNE 15th, 1907 
true and perfect lists of all the polls, and sched- 
ules and estimates of all the personal estates and 
real estate for which you are liable to pay taxes. 

Persons holding estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in re- 
lation to such estates. 

When the estates of persons deceased have 
been divided, or have changed hands from other 
causes during the past year, the» Executors, 
Administrators, or other persons interested are 
required to give notice of such changes, and in 
default of such notice will be held to pay the 
taxes assessed. 

Blank forms for ‘‘Return of property for 
taxtation’’ can be procured of the Assessors. 

The following may serve as a guide to assist 
in making up schedules and statements: 

Number of Polls 20 years ofage and upwards; 
Money at interest; Amount of Money on hand, 
including deposits in Banks, etc., other than 
Savings Banks incorporated under the laws of this 
Commonwealth; Railroad, Town, City, State 
and other Bonds(except those of the United 
States) ; Shares and Stocks of Insurance, Manu- 
facturing and incorporated companies chartered 
or organized under the laws of any State other 
than Massachusetts; Goods, Wares, Merchan- 
dise, and other stock in trade, within or without 
the State; Household Furniture, exceeding 
$1,000 in value; Horses; Mules, Carriages, 
Oxen, Cows, other neat cattle not less than one 
year old, and Swine and Sheep not less than six 
months old; Income from Profession, Trade or 
Employment exceeding $2,000; personal pro- 
perty held in trust or by wife or minor children. 

““Whoever, with intent to defeat or evade the 
provisions of law in relation to assessment or 
payment of taxes, delivers or discloses to an as- 
sessor or an assistant assessor afalse or fraudul- 
ent list, return or schedule of property as and 
for a true list of his estates, not exempted from 
taxation, shall be punished by. fine not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars or by imprisonment in 
jail not exceeding one year.” 

MORTGAGED PROPERTY.—A mort- 
gagor or mortgagee of real estate may bring in 
to the assessors of the city or town in which it 
lies, within the time prescribed by the notice 
under Sect. 41, a statement under oath of the 
amount secured thereon or on each separate par- 
cel thereof, with name and residence of every 
holder of an interest therein as mortgagor or 
mortgagee. If such property is situated in two 
or more places, or if a recorded mortgage in- 
cludes two or mote estates or parts of an estate 
as security for one sum, such statement shall in- 
clude an estimate of the interest of the mort- 
gagee in each estate or part of an estate. The 
assessors shall, from such statement or otherwise, 
ascertain the proportionate interests of the mort- 
gagor or mortgagee respectively in said estates, 
and shall assess the same accordingly, If, in any 
year, such statement is not brought in, the tax 
for that year on such real estate shall not be in- 
valid merely for the reasonthat the interest of 
the mortgagee therein has not been assessed to 
him.—Sec. 45, Chap. 12, Revised Laws. 

When a statement in conformity to the law 
above quoted is brought in, thereal estate 
therein will be assessed under Sects. 16, 17 and 
18 of Chap. 12 of the Revised Laws. But in 
cases where the mortgagor of the real estate 
has agreed in writing to pay all taxes assessed 
thereon, no statement or return is required from 
either the mortgagee or mortgagor unless re- 
quested by the assessors in writing.

Rev. L. H. Stoughton of Saco, Me., 
preached at the Congregational church, 
Manchester, last Sunday. He has been 
pastor of the Congregational church in 
that place, but has recently been received 
into ministerial followship of the Ortho- 
dox Congl. church. Last Sunday morn- 
ing he preached on “‘Is Morality 
Enough?’ (Text, Luke 10: 25-28.) In 
the evening he preached on 
ous Influence.’’ Following are a few 
excerpts from his evening sermon: 

“Every man’s life counts in the world 


' for just what it is worth. Out from every 


personality there goes a force which is 
ceaselessly at work; what a man is is of 
more importance than what he says or 
does. It is the character and personality 
behind the man that counts. 

‘““Man’s unconscious influence goes 
with him as his shadow. Character can- 
not be avoided or escaped. Though un- 
noticed it is ever present and ever casting 
its influence upon those with whom we 
come in contact in our daily lives. Just 
as in the case of electric wires, when 
there is a strong current passing over a 
wire it sometimes causes what is known 
as an induced current in another, near- 
by. And so it is with character. Brought 
near another, if a good character, it up- 
lifts and ennobles, if bad, it degrades 
and drags down. We preach more by 
our lives than our words. As Emerson 
said, “How can I hear what you say when 
what you are keeps thundering in my 
ears.’ 

“*The quietinfluence of simple good-

ness is the greatest power in the world 
today. ‘The solution of the great social, 
industrial and political problems of today 
is not through any schemes or organiza- 
tions, but can be brought about only by 
bringing to Sear the principles of kind- 
ness, justice and brotherhood among 
mankind. 

““Every man is a preacher by his life 
and some of the greatest preachers are 
men who have never been in the pulpit. 
Men are not made good by schemes or 
statutes. ‘They may be restrained by such 
means. But they may be made good only 
by contact with the Christ life and the in- 
fluence it sheds forth, and such contact 
is to be had only through the silent preach- 
ing of the characters of those who have 
been in contact with Christ and who 
have drawn therefrom some of 1 its strength 
and goodness. ’’

New England Telephone Topics is 
the title of a new monthly publication 
published and edited by employees of 
the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph company.

It now looks as though a special 
Town meeting will have to be called 
in Manchester soon. The _ special 
matter to be acted upon at present is 
that pertaining to appropriation for 
suppression of gypsy and _ browntail 
moths. The town has already appro- 
priated $1710 for this work, but the 
state says $4308.32 must be appropri- 
ated. This figure is arrived at from 
the valuation of the town, and, in 
truth, is much in excess of what is 
needed. Manchester’s valuation of 
$12,000,000. places her in the class 
with cities, so to speak, and as the ap- 
propriation is based on valuation, the 
amount named above is much more 
than is needed to do the work re- 
quired. — 


It now looks as if Manchester might 
get an appropriation for dredging the 
channel from the railroad bridge to 


the outer harbor, despite the fact the 
committee did not include Manchester 
in its report. Tuesday Senator Shaw 
came to Manchester with Senators 
Wheatley, Faxon of Stoughton, Keith 
of the Cape, Johnson of Pittsfield and 


Shuster of Worcester, to look into’ 


the matter, and Thursday on a sus- 
pension of the rules the bill passed 
through the senate. Yesterday it was 
put in the hands of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the house and a 
hearing is to be given before that 
committee on Monday afternoon at 3 
o’clock, at which time it is.hoped 
Manchester will have a representative 
delegation appear to favor the pas- 
sage. This has been accomplished 
through Senator Shaw’s good efforts.

A bill entitled “An Act to Author- _ 


ize the Town of Manchester to take 
additional Sources of Water Supply,”’ 
was signed by the Governor ‘on 
Wednesday last. This act authorizes 
the town of Manchester to expend a 
sum not exceeding $125,000, to ac- 
quire a water. supply from Gravel 
pond, the expense of the samé to be 
met by the issuing of bonds to run 
for a period of thirty years from the 
date of issue. 

The Sunday law bil was defeated 
on reconsideration in the House on 
Wednesday, Speaker Cole casting the 
deciding vote against the bill. 

One of the greatest legislative bat- 
tles ever fought out in a Massachu- 
setts legislature came to a conclusion 
on Saturday last when the Governor 
affixed his signature to the Shoe 
Machinery Bill, so-called. The Gov- 
ernor, after carefully considering the 
stenographic report of the testimony 
offered at the hearing before the com- 
mittee on the joint judiciary, came to 
the conclusion that there was no valid 
reason why the bill should not become 
a law. 

The Governor in his message to the 
legislature on the merger situation 


states that in his opinion some legisla- 

tion should be enacted which will pro- 
tect the people in the expected 
merger of the Boston & Maine and 
the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company.

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CALCIDE PROCESS 


Being Used at Beverly Farms and Pride’s 
This Year, in Watering Streets 


The Beverly Farms and Pride’s 
Crossing summer residents who sub- 
scribe each year to a fund for water- 
ing the streets from the Manchester 
line to Beverly, have decided to give 
the “‘Calcide Process’’ a tryout.. Ac- 
cordingly there has been erected at 
Beverly Farms this week, near the 
station, a 4,000 gallon iron tank, with 
which "the calcium chloride is run 
from another tank brought to the 
Farms by the railroad. 

The roads have been gone over this 
week and North Shore people will 
now have an apportunity to see the 
practical results of the.use of this 
preparation as a layer of dust. 

Manchester is considering adopting 
this method, though it is likely that it 
will be passed by this year. 

It might be otf interest to know just 
how this work is done. 

First, there are six galvanized 
tanks, each of which will hold 100 gal- 
lons. These are filled with the cal- 
cium chloride from the large iron 
tank, which, by the way, stands some 
15 feet from the ground. Figuring 
about how far one cart load of water 
will go in sprinkling these six tanks 
are taken and each put at a point 
where it is estimated the watering 
cart will be empty. , 

Then-the next’step 15 >to fill the 
watering cart. A rubber tube is at- 
tached to the water pipe from which 
the water has been taken in the past. 
This tube has a joint from which an- 
other pipe connects with the galvan- 
ized tank containing the ‘‘Calcide.” 
Now the watering cart holds 600 gal- 
lons. So that in the watering cart 
there is ultimately 500. gallons of 
water to 100 gallons of the ‘Calcide.”’ 
The “Calcide” is siphoned into the 
cart by the pressure from the water 
pipe, and in passing into the cart 
through a common tube it mixes with 
the water. 

The roads have been thoroughly 
gone over the past week, but from 
now on it will not be necessary to go 
over the whole of the 10 miles of

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FINAL DECREE 


In Preston vs. West Beach Corporation Suit 


The final decree in the case of the 
Preston heirs vs. the West Beach 
corporation, the opinion handed down 
by the Supreme court in which case 
was printed in this paper two weeks 
ago, was handed. down this week by 
the Superior court. The decree is as 
follows : 

This cause came on to be heard and 
after a rescript therein was received 
from the full court, and was argued by 
counsel, and thereupon, upon consid- 
eration thereof, it is 

Ordered, Adjusted. and Decreed 
that the defendant, the West Beach 
Corporation, its members, officers, 
agents, servants and. tenants, and all 
person claiming under the defendant, 
be and they hereby are perpetually 
enjoined from entering upon any part 
of the premises described in the plain- 
tiff’s bill, lying south of the highway 
known as West street and between 
said West and extreme low water 
mark of the sea, and lying between 
the land formerly of the heirs of Anna 
Woodberry on the west and a line 
running south ten degrees east to the 
extreme low water mark of the sea 
from the most easterly part of the 
plaintiffs’ premises; except that the 
defendant corporation and the mem- 
bers thereof have the right to enter 
upon and pass and repass over any 
and all parts of the “disputed tract of 
land,’’ to wit, the premises described 
in the Agreement of April 2, 1856 be- 
tween the defendant corporation and 
Jonathan Preston, a copy of which, 
marked “A,” is annexed to plaintiff's 
bill, and to and from the sea, and to 
gather drift stuff and sea-weed upon 
said “disputed tract of land,” and 
carry the same away. 

And the defendant, its members, 
officers, agents, servants, and tenants, 
and all persons claiming under it be 
and hereby are perpetually enjoined 
from erecting and maintaining upon 
any part of said described premises 
any foundations or structures of any 
. kind whatsoever. 

And it is further Ordered, Adjudged 
and Decreed that the defendant shall 
within thirty days from the date of 
this decree remove all structures and 
foundations erected or authorized by 
it or its members, officers, agents, ser- 
vants and tenants upon the above de- 
scribed premises, and it is further

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HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN 
WRITERS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


The recent publication of Robert Her- 
rick’s charming verses in two volumes, 
with all the attractions of the modern 
book-maker’s art, is proof sufficient that 
the somewhat “‘over-sportive parson’’ is 
not likely to be forgotten by this genera- 
tion. 

And Herrick’s muse is deserving of 
such remembrance; for apart from oc- 
casional license, “‘my unbaptised rhym- 

es,’ as he called them, for which he 
himself prayed for forgiveness, in a man- 
ner which reminds us of Chaucer and 
Dryden, it must be said that Herrick was 
a poet of delicate tastes, and that his ver- 
ses are full of beauty and music. His oc- 
casional coarseness was in part the frank- 
ness of his age; there was no vice in 
Robert Herrick; he simply saw human 
nature as it is, and saw it whole. 
cording to our ideas he was a_ poor 
churchman, but he belonged to a worldly 
and not over-fastidious age, an age that 
expected little in the way of piety even 
of its spiritual guides. He owed his living 
in a sweet Devonshire village to favorit- 
ism, but he was a soundhearted man who 
enjoyed life and was full of charity and 
tenderness. : 

Herrick was born in London in 1591, 
but loved the country, sung the praises 
of its daffodils and heart’s-ease, wrote 
polished and harmonious verses, dwelt in 
bachelor loneliness with a pet cat, an in- 
telligent dog anda friendly goose, and 
performed the offices of the church on 
Sundays and holy-days with regularity if 
not with unction. Some anecdotes pre- 
served of him show him to have been a 
kindly, quick-witted, somewhat humor- 
ous man who saw life mainly on its bright- 
er and care free side, and reflected it in 
his poems. His verses are mostly brief 
and in the lighter vein; they deal with 
nature and life with a graceful touch, and 
are full of melody and sweetness. He 
owed much to Ben Jonson, ‘‘Saint Ben,’’ 
as he affectionately calls him, as his mas- 
ter of lyric verse, but finally outdid him 
in his little songs of pleasure in fruits, 
and flowers, and pretty women, and little 
children, in morris-dances and wakes, 
in Christmas and Twelfth-night revels. 
His bird-notes, exquisite, untiring, seem 
always ready to begin afresh. His num- 
bers of Arcadian freshness describe the 
picturesqueness of rural life as no Eng- 
lish poet had before described it; his love 
poems have all the freshness and frag-

Continued from Page 3 

Kindergarten, Miss Babcock, 
teacher. Booklets containing the 
work of the children was the feature 
here. Theprime object in the kinder- 
garten is to train the working of the 
mind and the control of fingers. The 
booklet showed cutting, painting, 
drawing, sewing and weaving. 

Grade 1. Miss Norton, teacher, 
Miss Sargent, assistant. Among the 
new work taken up this year is paper 
cutting and scene work. A chart’ of 
the ‘‘cow products” was an attractive 
feature. Object proportion is taken 
up as the fundamental for number 
work. The parquetry work was good. 

Grade 2. Miss Leonard, teacher. 
A chart made by the little tots show- 
ing children sliding down hill, and 
others skating on the pond, was an at- 
tractive feature. The clay, or plaque 
work, showing models in pottery, was 
also an attractive feature. A little 
Red Riding Hood, woven by the chil- 
dren, doll’s hammock, etc., were 
other attractions. 

Grade 3. Miss Allen, teacher. A 
doll’s house, showing the interior, 
with its furnishings, all made by the 
children, was the attraction here. 
The wall paper was painted, a raphier 
carpet was made, curtains, etc., were 
all done by the little ones. Trans- 
parent lanterns, Esquimeau sledges 
and dogs (cut in paper), free hand 
cutting of squirrels, trees, etc., draw- 
ings in water color, board chalk and 
colored pencil, were all very good. 

Grade 4. Miss Goldsmith, teacher. 
The new work taken up here included 
weaving on card board. Little stock- 
ing caps, tam-o-shantas were among 
the things made. The crepe paper 
work was very good, too. 

Grade 5. Miss Tozier, teacher. 
“The Story of the Pilgrims” was_ the 
title of a little booklet made by each 
pupil. This was an attractive feature. 
The maps of the U.S., showing a 
study of the U.S’ and its products were 
also very good. The bird chart, par- 
ticularly that of Lester Haskell which 
showed 17 subjects, was another 
feature.

Grade 6. Miss Eldridge, teacher’ 
The original wall paper designs, paper 
flowers and the language book ‘The 
Children’s Poet,” with its attractive 
cover, were features here. Geomet- 
tical drawing is taken up in this 
grade. The spelling books of many 
pupils were models of excellence, par- 
ticularly that of Helen Fish. Of the 
150 lessons, with perhaps an average 
of 15 words each, she missed only 4. 
That of Dorothy Blaisdell was good, 
too. 

Grade 7. Miss Alexander, teacher. 
The penmanship booklet showed the 
progress that has been made during 
the year in the change ‘of style of 
writing from the vertical to the medial 
slant. The working drawings -of 
models, the imaginative compositions, 
maps of New England, booklets on 
Longfellow were all very good. 

Grade 8. Miss Clark, teacher. All 
the work of the pupils was displayed 
in book form, very attractively bound 
by the children, with pretty cover de- 
signs. The original wall paper design 
work was especially good. The print- 
ing done by the boys of this grade in 
connection with their manual training 
work was also displayed. 

Grade 9. Principal Mead and Miss 
Fenderson, teachers. The effective 
cover designs showed excellent taste. 
The menus done by the children at- 
tracted much attention. The work in 
printing was also displaped. The 
work donein English history, Latin, 
algebra, English, spelling, physical 
geography, hygiene and civics, etc., 
were all displayed. 

The work done this year in sewing 
was displayed in the centre of the 


‘room. The 4th grade has taken up 


printed model work and hemstitched 
handkerchiefs. The other grades 
have gone over the same work as last 
year, only better results have been 
obtained. Especially is this true of 
shirt waists. Among the best work 
was adress by Gwendolyn Glenden- 
ning, a jumper waist by Effie Slid- 
stone and a Buster Brown waist by 
Mary Manion. There were numerous 
petticoats and the like, which would 
indicate that the children will not go 
cold next winter. . White skirts, long 
gingham aprons, and other necessities 
galore was displayed. 

The seine work has been taken up 
since winter and most gratifying re- 
sults have been obtained. The work 
has been in charge of the late Mr. 
Whitehouse. The object of this work 
is the practical uses of thread, twine 
and rope. In this connection the 
children are taught how thread, twine 
and rope are made, and what consti- 
tutes the different sizes. They learn 
how to tie knots, to braid and net. 
They have made a doll’s hammock, 
and other practical things.

Yesterday, June 14, was the 130th 
anniversary of the birth of the Amer- 
ican. flag of the United States, and 
the day was recognized very gener- 
ally by the schools. The flag was de- 
signed for a nation of thirteen. colo- 
nies, stretched like a belt along the 
Atlantic coast, made up of less than 
three millions of people without com- 
mon traditions or language ; drawn 
together only by common danger from 
savages within, and oppression from 
without, which threatened their exist- 
ance and liberties. The flag now 
waves over a great nation, extending 
from the Gulf of Mexico to the Lakes ; 
from the Atlantic to beyond the 
Pacific sea; and inhabited by nearly 
ninety millions of people, who speak 
a common language. Our flag is now 
—in form — the oldest flag of civilized 
nations. 


In this connection it will be of in- 
terest locally to learn that there has 
been placed on exhibition in the 
Marine room of the Peabody Museum, 
a collection of miniature flags, por- 
traits, and pictures of houses, vessels, 
places, etc., illustrating: the history 
of the American flag; other flags in 
America from the discovery to the 
present time; and flags connected 
with the territorial expansion of the 
United States. The collection will be 
found in the eastern wall case of the 
entrance corridor and will remain on 
exhibition through June and July. It 


is hoped that teachers will find the 
collection useful in their school work 
and it is suggested that they come 
with classes of the younger children 
and explain the collection to them.

Going Manchester’s Way at the 
State House 


Things seem to be going Manches- 
ter’s way at the State house, much to 
the credit of our representatives 
there. Not only was the bill for 
dredging dragged in the mire last 
week by Senator Shaw and passed 


. through the Senate after being thrown 


down by the committee, but through 
the good work of Rep. Terry of this 
district it was dragged from the mire 
again this week after the house com- 
mittee had thrown it down and now is 
placed on what is considered the sure 
road to victory. 

On Wednesday the house commit-. 
tee on Ways and Means reported 
back to the House that the bill 
should not pass. Rep. Terry imme- 
diately gave notice that he would 
move for reconsideration Thursday 
morning. His motion was sustained 
by a vote of 57 to 27, and the matter 
of an appropriation is now before the 
House and will come up for action 
next week. Rep. Terry was supported 
by Reps. Stoddard of Gloucester and 
Parker of Rockport. 

Selectmen Swett was at the State 
house Thursday and says he was 
given good assurance that the bill 
will now pass the House. 

Another matter of much import- 
ance to Manchester came up Thurs- 
day and was finally disposed of in a 
manner that will greatly benefit this 
town. It was in regard to the re- 
port of the taxation committee, 
whereby all railroad, telephone and 
telegraph companies’ franchise tax 


should revert tothe state instead of 
to the town. 

The Ways and Means committee 
reported that this ought not to pass 
and on Wednesday afternoon the rec- 
ommendation passed through. Rep. 
Birch of Milford moved for a reconsid- 
eration and this lost 95 to 70 after 
quite a heated discussion pro and con. 

This means that this tax will re- 
main as it is for this year at least and 
that Manchester, and other towns as 
well, will have the corporation tax as 
usual. 


Safe Roads Association 
A new organization was effected in 
Boston this week, to be known as the 
Safe Roads Automobile association, 
with Col. W. D. Sohier of Beverly at 
the head, and with its membership 
made up largely of members of the 
North Shore summer colony. The 
purpose of.the organization is to pro- 
tect the public against reckless and 
careless driving, and also to secure 

consideration for the motorists. 
All cases of reckless driving will be 


investigated by the association, and . 


the drivers will be reported to the 
highway commission. 
also be taken to prevent unjust and 
discriminating laws being enacted 
and enforced. In short, the highways 
are to be made safe for motorists and 
public alike. The annual dues are 
to be $25. 

It is not necessary that a person 
wishing to become affiliated with the 
association be a motorist. The men 
who formed it seek the aid of all who 
are interested in securing the safety 
of the public ways. o

The BREEZE one year, one dollar. 
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“IN THE RAIN” 


I sometimes think there is no surer 
way to bring soft airs and sunny. skies 
than to write a verse or paragraph 
which shall give out a damp and dis- 
mal wail, and be obviously called 
forth by the inclement weather. I 
have never known it to fail. Such a 
production, when carefully copied and 
mailed to an editor has plenteous 
power to bring back the sun. Ties 
my last resort. Perhaps there is in 
such a commonplace statement some 
ground of truth. “It is always 
darkest before the dawn” and ‘The 
longest lane must have a turning.” 
-So that when one who is absolutely 
nothing if not a child of nature feels 
that at last the very confines of 
patience have been reached, very 
likely it is time for a change. I 
know of nothing that is our natural 
birthright which can so thwart and 
disappoint, surprise and torment, as 
weather. We set all our sails for 
clear skies. Jack sits majestically 
a-top of his watering cart, and then it 
rains, and though we have a whole 
_soul’s plans at stake, it rains on re- 
gardless, till we seem to be but pup- 
pets of the Almighty. 

Pondering long and always cheer- 
fully I have at length hit upon some- 
thing in the way of a remedy. You 
have all heard of the man who stakes 
a certain sum on both sides of a con- 
test, that he may win either way. In 
some such manner we may circumvent 
the Evil One, in the form of cold, per- 
sistent rain, by seeking out an invest- 
ment that requires rain for its suc- 
cess and nourishment, take a few 
shares in that and let it rain. By 
way of suggestion I will tell how I 
found an interest of this remedial 
sort. It has come about that upona 
certain spot of earth where the Lord 
did not see fit to plant trees, | have 
decreed that trees shall grow. The 
particular trees about which my hopes 
are centered are of the genus known 
as “arbor vite,’’ hardy enough, even 
for New England's climate, when 
once started growing, but absolutely 
dependent upon rain for their rooting 
time. So those ten little trees have 
gone marching through my dreams 
like soldiers clad in green, and waking 
in what the poet calls “the dead, un- 
happy night,” to the musical patter 
of rain on our tin roof, 1 drowsily 
murmur “my trees,” and sleep again. 
In the morning I look through a west- 
ern windowpane, to where a_ bewil- 
dered weather vane tears madly round 
and round, seeking a repose it 1s never 
to find, and when I mark the “E” 
still triumphant, and know that it may 
rain all day, 1 say ““O well, my trees 


? 


need water.’”’ Then when the sun 
comes out and a blustering northwest 
wind dries up the street and Jack 
mounts the watering-cart for his 


‘ceaseless round, I wonder if my trees 


are thirsty and if they will turn yellow 
and die because I have snatched them 
in helpless infancy, and transplanted 
them to a bleak hillside whose prime- 
val soil bears everything green and 
lovely, but trees. Though closely in 
league with nature, I have still the 
purpose to overcome her and prove 
my human superiority, and because 
trees have never grown on a spot does 
not prove that they never will. 

I presume there are other devices 
beside trees that will aid us in this 
one-sided struggle with perverse ele- 
ments. One way is to refuse to pro- 
vide one stitch of thin clothing till the 
first of July. We tried that, also, this 
year. In so doing, and _ planning 
other uses for a limited income, you 
will wake each morning with a sicken- 
ing fear lest the wind has veered to 
the south, and you with “nothing to 
wear.” Doubtless there are many 
plans that may be adopted for taking 
a New England spring by the horns, 
so to speak. 

Certain it is, that mankind is still 
in his atmospheric infancy, despite 
the - gyrations of ambitious airships 
and an occasional artificial thunder 
shower. To cause a shower is not a 
great stretch of the imagination, but 
to stop a well-developed rain storm 
with a lusty east wind, is a real poser, 
and we have much to learn. 

A man, an author whose logic I 
adore and whose name | must not 
mention here ‘‘because of an old 
shame before the holy ideal” has said 
that a remedy for the injustice and in- 
equalities of nature which are still 
rampant, in spite of man’s apparent 
superiority, may be found in the pos- 
sibility of nature’s final and complete 
subjugation by this creature of her 
latest handiwork. In my _ philoso- 
pher’s own words I read ‘‘In our old 
days, under the sway of new scientific 
knowledge, we instinctively saw man 
in the perspective of nature, and then 
man seemed almost an afterthought 
of nature. But having been _pro- 
duced late in her material history, and 
gifted with a foresight that distin- 
guished him from all else in her 
scheme, his own evolution gathered 
thereby that speed which is so _per- 
plexing a contrast to the inconceiv- 
able slowness of the orbing of stars 
and the building of continents. He 
has used his powers of prescience for 
his own ends, but fanciful as the 
thought is, it may happen that 


through his control of elemental 
forces and his acquaintance with in- 
finite space, he should reach the point 
of applying prescience in nature’s own 
material frame, and wield the world 
for the better accomplishment of her 
apparent ends— that though unimag- 
inable now, would constitute the true 
polarity of her blind and half chaotic 
motions —chaotic in intelligence, I 
mean, and to the moral reason.” 

Even so, a day may be approaching 
when the clouds shall be emptied at 
our pleasure, and the “Heavens de- 
clare the Glory of God” not only to 
man but through his co-operation. In 
the bible stories of Elija and Noah, 
we have the extremes of drought and 
deluge, and I think most of us would 
prefer a Venetian landscape to the 
blasting, withering drought that is 
possible. Not far from the spot 
where my little trees luxuriate I have 
found a spring that actually gushes 
from the rock. It is, I think, on the 
land offered our city as a park or play 
ground. I am reminded of the psalm- 
ist’s lines, ‘Where streams of living 
waters flow,” and to my mind there is 
endless association connected with a 
natural water supply of this kind, as 
we think back perhaps to prehistoric 
days, when the Red Man andhis four- 
footed friends followed a well worn 
path to the spring, and drew from its 
cooling depths life and strength. 

Abundance of water and abundance 
of life seem naturally to go together, 
and “He maketh his rain to fall alike ~ 
on the just and on the unjust” is no 
less true today than in days of yore.

On Beacon Hill 


(By Our Special Correspondent.) 
SSS ET 


The question of the merging of the 
Boston & Maine and the New York, 
New .Haven and Hartford Railroad 
companies has again held the atten- 
tion of the members of both branches 
of the State Legislature the past 
week. Out of a rather complex situa- 
tion in which the Committee on Rail- 
roads found itself, it finally settled 
down and took definite action by re- 
porting unanimously a combination 
bill, which embodies the essential 
features of the Governor’s recom- 
mendations contained in Attorney 
General Malone’s draft, together with 
the ideas of Speaker Cole, Senators 
Faxon and Feiker. 

The bill provides that the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road company cannot make use of the 
stock acquired by parties friendly to 
the New Haven road and that the 
Boston & Maine corporation must re- 
main an entity until hearings have 
been held by the Railroad Commission 
and thier report submitted to the

General Court for its action. Of 
course, it cannot be submitted this 
year. A penalty clause was also in- 
corporated in the bill providing for a 
fine of $10,000 for a violgtion of the 
provisions of this bill by the corpora- 
tion or any of its servants or agents. 


The bill providing for the dredging 
of Manchester Harbor was sent to the 
House for enactment on Friday, and 
if no opposition is made will probably 
reach the Executive Department the 
first of next week. 


Now that the merger question has 
taken definite shape in the reporting 
of a billin the House, it is -thought 
that the Legislature will be prorogued 
the latter part of next week. Last 
year the Legislature prorogued on the 
twenty-ninth day of June and this 
year it will not be very far from that 
date. 


Our Reporter has an Interview with 
Mr. Martin who has recently 
sold his Brickyard 
Property 

One of our reporters had a short 
talk one day this week with Israel 
Martin, who has conducted the brick- 
yard :in Manchester the past 20 years, 
but who recently sold his property to 
T. J. Coolidge, G. M. Lane and F. M. 
Whitehouse, — members of the sum- 
mer colony. The brickyard has been 
a landmark for the past quarter 
century. 

“Yes, sir! twenty years have I run 
that brick-making machine,” he said, 
“commencing on Feb. 28, 1887. I 
came to Manchester 20 years ago, 
coming here from Vermont, where I 
learned my trade, starting when 16 
years old, at 50 cents a day. J was 
born in Montreal. I stuck to this 
work a few years, when the war broke 
out and I enlisted in Co. H, 1st Ver- 
mont Cavalry.” 

Mr. Martin saw some very hard 
fighting, and saw the walls of three 
prisons from capture. All efforts to 
have him describe some of his hard- 
ships during the war, were to no 
avail. 

The pit from which Mr. Martin has 
been taking the clay to make the brick 
is some 15 or 20 feet deep. When 
the reporter endeavored to have Mr. 
Martin describe the process by which 
he makes brick he elicited the follow- 
ing answer : 

“Oh, never mind! Everybody 
knows that; yet they don’t know 
that to every 2,000 bricks burnt it 
takes a cord of wood. We fill our 
shack, which has no top when in use, 
with thousands of brick, usually 
10,000, and we use 5 cords of wood at 
a baking. Our power to churn is one 
horse.” 


“Now that you are advancing in 
years and have made a large amount 
of money, you will take life easy,” 
suggested the scribe. 

“Well, hard telling. I will never 
work as hard again, but shall keep 
busy and enjoy my health. I am 65 
years old.” 

Mr. Martin replied to a question 
that he laid his success to “good 
sound judgement, and steadiness to 
my labors.”

Mrs, Abigail M. Lennan 


Mrs. Abigail M. Lennan, Manches- 
ter’s oldest resident, passed away 
early yesterday morning at the home 
of her grandson, T. W. Long, on 
Bridge street, Manchester. She was in 
her 95th year. She had been failing 
for about a year, but had not been 
seriously ill. until the past week. 
Death was due toa general breaking 
up, aided on by pneumonia. 

Mrs. Lennan was the last of a large 
family. She was a daughter of 
Thomas Allen who came to this 
country as a stowaway on Captain 
Goldsmith’s ship, whose daughter he 
afterwards married. Her family on 
both sides were early settlers and 
have been closely connected with the 
history of the town, especially that 
part of it known as “Kettle Cove,” 
where she was born and had spent 
practically her whole life until some 
six years ago when she moved to the 
town to live with her grandson. Her 
father at one time owned practically 
all of Coolidge’s Point, where are 
now located some of the finest sum- 
mer residences on the shore. 

One brother, David G. Allen, of 
Chelsea, survives her. She 
leaves a daughter, Mrs. Eliza Long, 
who also makes her home with Mr, 
Long. Until Mrs. Lennan’s death 
there has been four generations living 
in one family for some years. 

Mrs. Lennan’s husband, Merritt, 
was one of the crew of the Schooner 
Vesper lost on the Georges in 1843 
with all on board. 

Though inclined to be of a religious 
temperament Mrs. Lennan was not 
affiliated with any church or creed. 
The Bible she always declared was 
her religion.

Miss Ethel P. Jones, the salutato- 
rian, gave a very-interesting account 
of the peace movement among the 
great powers. Beginning with the 
Geneva conference held at Geneva in 
1872, and at which the differences be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain over the Alabama claims were 
amicably settled, she described the 
progress made up to the present day 
showing how there has been a steadily 


familiarly known as. 


growing public opinion against war 
and in favor of peace. 

From the Geneva Conference there 
was no important movement until the 
year 1895, when the Mohawk Confer- 
ence was held at New York and in 
the same year the Interparliamentary 
Conference was held at Brussels 
where for the first time were pre- 
sented plans for a permanent tribunal 
of arbitration, since carried out at the 
Hague Conference. 


The first really great conference - 


was that called by the Czar of Russia, 
and which convened at the Hague’ in 
1899, twenty-six powers being repre- 
sented, and at which the subjects of 
disarmament and the settlement of 
disputes by arbitration were discussed. 

The effects of the movement toward 
peace have been many and important. 
Measures have been taken by the 
powers to make war less terrible by 
preventing the use of expansive bul- 
lets and other weapons of warfare 
which would inflict great suffering 
upon opposing forces. Since the for- 
mation of the: permanent court of ar- 
bitration four noted disputes. have 


been satisfactorily settled by arbitra- 


tion, namely : the Pius Fund case be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, 
the Venezuelan question, the Japanese 
House Tax and the Muscat contro- 
versy between France and Great 
Britain. 

During the period in which this 
court has been organized there have 
been only four great wars. 
only have there been these tangible 
results of the peace muvement, but 
there has been a growing sentiment 
among all nations and peoples towards 


But not , 


peace, evidenced by the great public 
meetings recently held in New York 
and the general trend all along: the 
line towards arbitration of interna- 
tional disputes.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN 
WRITERS 
BY D. F. LAMSON 

To judge Herrick by his madrigals and 
ditties only would be as unreasonable as 
to‘judge Lincoln by his stories and _jests. 
A man is entitled to be measured by his 
more serious as well as by his ligher 
moods and words. Even Hamlet is to be 
weighed by his Soliloquy as well as by 
his quips and puns. ‘here was a more 
devout side to Herrick’s nature than his 
gay and amatory verses would indicate. 
This appears in some of his longer 
poems, and in the “Noble Numbers’ 
which he appended to his ‘“Hesperides.’’ 
What could be more deeply true of the 
dependence of the human upon the di- 
vine than these lines expressing the same 
thought as has been made familiar to us 
in the Oriental image in the Gospels of 
the Vine and the branches; the one 
speaks the language of the land of the 


Druids as the other that of the Psalmists: 
“Tord, I am like to mistletoe, 
Which has no root, and cannot grow 
Or prosper but by that same tree 
It clings about; so I by Thee.”’ 


There was not only poetic fancy, but 


true religious feelings, in a heart that 
could thus express itself. A couple of 
companionpieces, © Lent’’ and *“Thanks- 
giving,’’ show not only originality and 
quaintness of thought. and diction, but 
‘““a heart at leisure from itself,’’? and a 
gravely antithetic mind. Indeed, scarce- 
ly anything in literature is more remark- 
able than the ease with which Herrick’s 
muse dilated upon the most serious as 
well as the lightest subjects; the most 
versatile of bards, combining the blithe- 
someness of Spring and the pensiveness 
of Autunm. 

Robert Herrick always had his singing 
robes about him and every object in’ nat- 
ure afforded inspiration to his fancy. He 
seemed to have a whole nest of song 
birds in his throat, forever pouring outtheir 
sweet notes like the lark warbling to the 
skies or the thrush and wren filling copse 
and thatch with their simple, home-like 
strains. “The charm of Herrick’s poetry 
is its perfect naturalness; spontaneity 
breathes in every tone of his lyre; with 
seeming carelessness of rules, he was al- 
ways snatching a grace beyond the reach 
of art.

“Manchester Harbor Dredging. Appro= 
priation Bill Signed by Grovenor. 


The Governor signed the bill for 
dredging Manchester harbor “Tuesday 


morning, thereby making the bil: which. 


had passed the Senate and House a law. 
The bill carries with it an appropriation 
of $8,000. 

It has already been told in these col- 
umns how the bill was very diplomatica- 
ly hustled through the senate by Senator 
Shaw after it had been thrown down by 
the committee, and how Rep. Terry and 
his associates in Gloucester and Rock- 
port pushed it through the House after it 
had'been thrown down. The latter part 
of last week it was passed, after recon- 
sideration some days prior to that, and it 
was then up to the Governor. 

Tuesday morning this bill was one of 
the first to which the Governor athxed 
his signature. The bill is now a law and 
after more or less red tape a dredger will 
be sent to Manchester to dredge the 
channel from the railroad bridge to Point 
of Rocks, near the Manchester Yacht 
club. 

To the effective and diligent work of 
Town Treasurer E. P. Stanley can be 
accorded the success of this measure. 
He has worked on it for years. And this 
year after it had been introducted: before 
the General Court he has worked zeal- 


ously on it, helping to fight its way along 
at every inch of the way. He has attend- 
ed all the hearings, and has urged others 
to attend. It was therefore very fitting 
that the quill which the Governor used 
to sign the bill should be presented to 
him. This was brought about through 
the thoughtfulness of Albert Cunning- 
ham, who went to the State .House as 
soon as he learned the bill had been sign- 
ed and procured the quill and that night 
presented it to Mr. Staniey. 


Engineer Appointed on Matter of 


Manchester Water Supply. 

The special committee appointed by 
the Town of Manchester to look into the 
matter of utilizing Gravelly Pond as an 
additional water supply for the town, 
etc., has secured the services of Des- 
mond FitzGerald of Brookline, one of 
the ablest men in the state ona matter of 
this kind.: After a few preliminary sur- 
veys Mr. FitzGerald will probably begin 
his actual work next week. 

Mr. FitzGerald has been connected 
with many very important water works 
improvements. He was a few years ago 
the consulting engineer in San Francisco 
and more recently he has been connect- 
ed with the work of the Boston Water 
board.

y On Beacon Hill 
(By Our Special Correspondent. ) a | 


On Friday, June 28, the Massachu- 
setts Legislature was prorogued by 
the order of His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor and the Governor’s Council. 
The closing hours of one of the most 
strenuous year’s session of the State 
Legislature was spent in jollification 
and good spirit. Personal animosity 
was forgotten, everyone appeared 
happy, and all were glad that their 
labors for the year were about at 
an end. 

A brief review of the doings and 
achievements of this year’s session of 
the legislature will not be amiss. The 
most important measures and the 
measures which attracted the most at- 
tention were: the overtime bill, the 
Shoe Machinery bill, the capital pun- 
ishment bill, the public opinion bill, 
the savings bank insurance bill and 
the merger bill. 

The overtime bill has been in the 
legislature for the past twelve years. 
This bill prohibits overtime work in 
factories and mills. It has been the 
aim and ambition of Rep. Ross of 
New Bedford to have this bill become 
law. Last year it was killed in the 
‘senate and the yellow newspapers 
claimed: it was killed to save em- 
barassing the governor. But such 
was not the case. The governor was 
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perfectly willing to sign the bill, as 
was proved by his signing it this year 
when it reached the executive depart- 
ment. 

The shoe machinery bill was really 
the measure which aroused the most 
public interest. Hearings were held, 
eminent counsel engaged by both 
sides, and when the measure reached 
the House and Senate by the report 
of the committee the fountains of 
oratory were again in evidence. After 
a bitter fight the measure finally 
reached the governor, who, after 
careful consideration, signed the bill. 
It is conceded by unprejudiced people 
that this is meritorious legislation and 
that it became law is to the credit of 
the legislature. No state ever gained 
much advantage, if any, by trying to 
build up its commerce and _ industry 
by stifling competition and creating 
ungovernable monopolies. On the 
other hand, there should be lacking 
in the administration of public busi- 
ness that unreasonable prejudice 
against corporations simply because 
they are such. 

The capital punishment bill was de- 
feated, but an amendment offered by 
Senator Vahey, giving the jury the 
power to qualify verdicts in capital 
cases so as to practically wipe out 
capital punishment, came very near to 
passing, being defeated by only 
one vote. 

The public opinion bill, a measure 
characterized as a bill to provide 
“‘government by impulse,” was de- 
feated by a large majority in the 
House. 

The bill giving savings banks the 
privilege of conducting a life insurance 
business in connection with its regu- 
lar business, is a measure of vast im- 
portance to citizens of moderate 
means. It is expected that when this 
method of insurance is established, it 
will greatly reduce the cost of life in- 
surance. 

Towards the close of the session 
the question of the merger of the 
Boston & Maine and the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad 
companies was taken up upon re- 
ceipt of a message from the governor. 
A bill was drafted, which it is thought 
will protect the public at large in the 
event of the merging of these two 
roads. 

It is also always interesting to note 
how the governor stood with the legis- 
lature in regard to his recommenda- 
tions and his vetoes. 
ernor Guild’s recommendations were 
adopted by the legislature and made 
into law. .The governor was also 
handsomely sustained in all his vetoes, 
there being nine in all.

“IT see in all directions the light 
breaking. Trade and government 
will not alone be the favored aims of 
mankind, but every useful, every 
elegant art, every exercise of imagina- 
tion, the height of reason, the noblest 
affection, the purest religion, will find 
their home in our institutions and 
write our laws for the benefit of men.”’ 
The governor added: ‘‘ The prophecy 
was Emerson’s. The opportunity is 
ours.”

We know nothing of Herrick asa 
preacher. He is credited with having 
. much emotion one Sunday, observing 
the drowsiness and inattention of the 
people, flung his sermon at the con- 
gregation and left the pulpit; an 
anecdote which shows that he was 
capable of a forceful delivery. But 
for the matter of his preaching, very 
likely it was not altogether “savoury,” 
in the cant phrase of the day, to the 
precisians and zealots. He _ was 
neither better nor worse than many a 
country parson in the age of 
teem watts, Lhe ..church had 
so far forgotten its calling, and the 
sacred profession had so far degraded 
itself, that the Puritan revolt became 
inevitable, and with its occasional nar- 
rowness and bitterness and its un- 
healthy contempt of ‘culture and 
pleasure it saved England from cor- 
ruption and stamped upon the worlda 
new and higher civilization. 

Ousted by the Presbyterian junto, 
Herrick retired to London, where he 
consorted with congenial wits, turned 
off his verses by the hundreds, col- 
lected and published his poems, and 
thus earned a living, until with the 
turn of affairs at the Restoration he 
was reinstated in his vicarage. He 
lived but a few years after the storm 
passed, dying in 1662, leaving a name 
as a lyric poet that will always retain 
a high place in English poetry. 

As specimens ot Herrick’s graver 
muse, we subjoin first, his poem “A 
itgemetent. — founded on . Isaiah 
58:5-7, a fine example of poetic 
paraphase : 


Is this a fast— to keep 

The larder lean, 

And clean, : 
From fat of veals and sheep? 


Is it to quit the dish 
Of flesh, yet still 
To fill 
The platter high with fish? 


Is it to fast an hour, 
Or ragged to go, 
Or show 
A downcast look, and sour?

Good words or meat. 
Like as my parlor, so my hall 
And kitchen’s small. 
A little buttery and therein 
A little bin, 
Which keeps my little loaf of bread 
Unchipt, unflead. 
Some brittle sticks of thorn or brier 
5 Make me a frre, 
Close by whose living coal I sit 
And glow like it. 
Lord, I confess, too, when I dine, 
The pulse is thine, 
And all those other bits that be 
There placed by thee. 
The worts, the purslane, and the mess 
Of water cress,
